The existing scales of pay of officers of the Indian Medical Service in civil 
employment were announced in the Home Department Notification Nu. 350 
(Medical), dated the let August 1919. In view of the increase in the pay of the army 
in England and of the dearth in the supply of highly qualified medical men, the 
Seeretary of State for India found that these scales wer insuiicieat to attract reeruits 
for the Service. The scales have, therefore, been reconsidered by the Secretary of 
State and the Government of India, and the increased scales annognced in this 
resolution have been adopted by the Goverament of India aud sanctioned by the 
Seoretary of State on the ground that they are essential, if suitable recruits, 10 the 
numbers urgently required to maintain the medical services in India, are to be 
obtained. 7 


2, The basis of the new ecales was settled in telegraphic correspondence wilh 
the Secretary of State in February 1920, when the Government of Iudia agreed with 
the Sceretary of State that they might take effect from the Ist January 1920. Only 
minor modifications in the seales have since been made, and accordingly the Secretary 
of State has now sanctioned their payment with retrospective effect from the Ist 
January 1920.

* The Chairman in opening the proceedings regretted that it was not possible 
for the meeting to be taken by His Excellency, whose keen interest in everything 
that made for the good of the Presidency and readiness to enter into every possible ' 
point of view would have greatly assisted towards a solution of this long-standing 
problem. x . 

He laid stress on the administrative changes that were taking place in conhexion 
with local fund work, income-tax work, the creation of a Political Sccretaryship 

* and the possible transfer of trial of civil suits under the Estates Land Act to civil 
courts, and also the sundry changes that were likely to follow the Keforms which 
would introduce many considerations bearing on the question of district boundaries 
in addition to the considerations of administrative convenience which were for the 
present being considered. . :

The proposition that removal of the headquarters 
of the Ramnad district was a necessary measure in order to relieve congestion in 
Madura was put to the vote and was lost, the voting being 9 for and 12 against. 


3, Tho next objection taken was that it was essential for every district to have 
a headquarters of its own as a centre of its educational, medical and other activities, 
This was urged by Mr. Rama Ayyangar and supa by the Hon’ble the Raja of 
Ramnad, who laid great stress upon the social disabilities of persons belonging to 
the Ramnad district when attending functions at Madura. Mr. Loveluck, in further 
arene of it, referred to the bad state of the roads leading out of Madura to the 
borders of the Ramnad district making travelling exceptionally difficult for officers 
whose jurisdiction lay in Ramnad. On the question whether it was essential asa 
general proposition that every district should have a headquarters of its own within 
its boundaries, the voting was 21 for and 4 against. 


4. The question whether a change of headquarters would be sufficient without 
a change in boundaries being taken into consideration, the conference was unanimous 
in holding that no change of headquarters would afford by itself a sufficient 
remudy.

Diwan BabadarT. Destxa Actantvar :—“ Sir, a3 8 nominated president of the district 
board, I have some delicacy in joining in the discussion on this resolution, But'T think it 
necessary absolutely for some of us who have been members of the Select Committee on the 
Local Boards Bill'to explain exactly bow it was that this section came to ba framed in the 
manner in which it now stands, and what were the reasons which actuated the Sclect Committes 
in making a distinction between the election and the appointment of presidents of district 
boards and taluk boards. I may at once say, Sir, that so far as [ am concerned I do not mean 
to scek either election or appointment when my term is over. make this statament as I do not 
want my opposition to this resolution to be misunderstood in auy way. Having premised thus, 
‘T may at once point out the reasons which actuated the Select Commitice in coming to the conclu- 
sion embodied in scction 12 and stated in paragraph 14 of the Select Committes’s Report. It 
reeds :—‘ Under tho original Bill the president of the district or talak hoard and ths chairman 
of a panchayat may be appoiuted hy the Government or elected by the local hoard or panchayat 
if ep authorized by the Government, We think it is essential that the president of a local 
board should be chosen from among its members. We discussed at rome length whether the 
presidents of local boards suculd not ordinarily be elected. In tho casa of district hoards the 
interests involved are so large and important that for somo time to come we would bava the 
president carefully selected. We have therefore permitted the existing arrangement to conti- 
nue and the Government will continue the discretion to appoint presidents of district boards 
orto permit their election.’ This roport was issued vory recently on the 1st September 1920; 
and on the basis of this report and on the recommendations of the Select Committee thera wera 
Aisonasions in the Legislative Counoil and hardly four months ago the Bill was passed into 
Inw. I do not sec, Sir, what bas happened since then to necessitate the taking away of the dis- 
cretion which has been expressly vested by statute, after great consideration and deliberation, 
in the Government. If me onouratile Member wants to interfera with the discretion thus 
vested by statute in His Excollenoy and his Ministers, it must be done by an amendment of 
the provision embodied in section 12 and not by a mandate in the form of resolution, What 
iit that is wanted now? It is, that a constraint be placed upon the diseretion which the 
Select Committee and the Legislative Couneil so recently as in September last vestod in tho 
Government. There appears to me, Sir, absolutely no cause to introduce an amendment to the 
section in the guise of a resolution. I may also point out that quite recently » large number 
of district board presidents have been appointed by the late Gorerament. Thos bardly one 
year, in some cases hardly six months, might have clapsed since their appointment, | The effect

‘A recognition of thess facts makes it eatremely difficult for the Government to go as far as some 
of the non-official membors would wish to do at the present moment, One reason, want to be 
quite frank with the Honourable Members—why J consider that this is the right form of clause 
in tho Dill ia that I look upon it as essential that the Minister's position should not be 
prejudiced under the rates in the future. I think it would be extraordinarily difficult for him

When my term expired there was 
‘the question. whether I should be renominated, and in view of the Pusbkaram that was soon to 
be beld at Rajabmundry, which required the immediate attention of the president of the. 
district board, I believe, I was renominated. In the interests of the nominated presidents 
theinselves, I think that the appointment should now be thrown open to election. Under the 
prosent Act which comes into force, I believe, om the Ist A pril 1921, the Collector ccases to be 
a nember, tho. Divisional Officers cease to be members, all salaried officers of Government 
tease to be members, ouly the president who is nominated by the Government remains in 
office. The president's position is not a very envinble one, Three-fourths of the members of 
the district board are now to be elected. ifthe appointment is thrown open to election, the 
prvident whoever he may bo will have the satisfaetion of being conseious that he is elected by 
jnombers. If the sense of the majority of the board is iu favour of electing the very man who 
ja nominated by Government, so much tbo better for him; then the position of the president 
will be very agreeable. Otberwise, Tam afraid there will bea bitch in the working of the 
district board administration if nominatious should continue. These are my views.” 

Ytno Bahadur T, Banat Rao Navunc :—" Sir, as 8 member of the select committee, I 
shall ay a fow words. As Mr. D. Seshagiri Rao and Mr. M, Ramachandra Rao have already 
cxplained, I need not go into details, ‘The district board business is not as easy as that of a 
taluk board. It is a matter concerning some lakhs. We bad hitherto the support of the 
Collector, of the Divisional Oflicers and some other ‘officials who were members of the district 
boards, but now the Act is disponsing with all of them and no official can be on the board.

Therefore, I think tbat we should wait to 
know what our future district hoards will be and what sort of members are likely to come into 
them and then use this privilege with great care aud caution. It is no doubt true as the honourable 
mover submitted for your consideration that nowadays tho air is surcharged with the idea of 
election everywhere, There if election in the unions, village panchayats, taluk boards, 
municipalitics and soon. But [ think that is no ground for urging election in the district board 
also. The district board peisentae is not an ordinary office. Itis not -like the office of a 
taluk board president or that of a vieo-presideut, nor oven like the cffces of a village panchayat 
president or the union president, I think the juriediction of the district board is very aie ; his 
daties ere very oucrous and responsible and very exacting. . [t nay eometimey happen that a 
good president may not be a popoler president or a popalar president may not bea good 
president. In these eireomstances, I think it ie better that we give some time for the now 
district boards to work in the way in which they have been working till now before wo advance 
upon measures which would be more popular and at the same time effective. 

“For tha reason stated I think thero is no present necessity for introducing the elective 
system at once, The district boards may go on aa at. present for some time more till they g 
more experience und ara in a better position to uso the priviloge in the mattor of electing their 
own presidents. I therefore very strongly oppoce the resolution that has heen moved by the 
Honourable Member.” - : 

Tho Itev. E. M. Macrmam:—* Sir, I have to voto against the motion, I was a member of 
tho select committea that considered the Bill and I was convinced by the arguments that ware 
Drought forward by the Honourable Members both ia this Council aud ia tha select committeo 
that in the case of district boards it is desirable that powers should be left to Government to 
nominate the president if that is necessary. It is perfectly true that wo did not giro power to 
every board to nominate its presidont. Since then. T have heard no arguments put forward to 
mako me change my opinion. I must say that I feel very strongly with Mr. 'T, Desikachari 
that theso Houourable Members who now want to voto for the resolution should not ask tho 
Ministers tu tic their hands or prevent them from doing what they consider best. { cannot hel; 
remembering also that in the last Council soma of the gentlemen who were very strongly te 
favour of election in every possible easo frepesed that it should ke possible for local bodies to 
elect their own presidents from outside. That was considered undemocratic aud L find that the 
‘very same gentlemen who put forward very strongly tho democratic argument are in favour of 
objecting to Government nominating anyone at all. I would recall, Sir, how often you told us 
in the Council that a have, tome of them young and some of them old, views. With 
regard to Government, tho samo thing sometimes happens. You are constantly romindi 
that the Ministers ere responsible to this House, Now it coms to be pers a rage 
wo have made this change and have got Ministers who aro responsible to this House, we should 
ty to tie their hands, I therefore propose to vote against this resolution.” 7 
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Mr, A. 8, Kntsawa Rao:— As an clected president of a board, I feel it my duty not to 
give asilont vote on the motion before the Honse, Tn the first place, I must express my 
disagreement with tho views expressed by wid Won’ble friend Mr. Narasimha Rajn when be 
said that though the burcaucrat was bolding tho scales evenly in the matter of nominations, he 
would not be pleased to extend the same privilege to the Ministry. I fect, Sir, that we cannot 
and ought not to make any difference in the mattor. ‘The earlior we cease to think over this 
matter of patronage and appointments, the batter it is for the country aod we should not mind 
how the patronage is extended by tho officera in the matter of nominations, as these are minor 
points, ‘We must be prepared to trust tho Ministers equally wol 

“IT wish to make this position clear before I express my views on the motion before the 
Honse. If I venture to support tho motion before the House, not that I have no confidence 
in the Ministers in the matter of extending the patronage, but because I feel that it will be 
only according to tho spirit of the times that we should extend this principle of election. I feel 
that the resolution of my friend Mr, Siva Rao has not been ahora lerstood. If the reso- 
Tntion should snggest an amendment of the Act, this is not the proper form or the proper time 
when itcan be brought forward. If my friend Mr. Siva Rao means that the Government 
miay bo requested to give offect to the provision under section 12 it will be in point according to 
the interpretation of the roles. Tn that. spirit and from that stand point I cortaiuly agree with 
him, But [ do not think we erm oxpect the Government in one stroke of the pen to throw open 
all the district. boards for election all atonce, Ido not think we contemplate snch 2 contin- 
goney, So faras I understand him though the resolution is not quite clear it only suggests 
that instead of taking e long time for giving the privilege of election to district boards, as 
ander the old Act of 1884, the Government may give effect to the principle as early as possible. 
Thongh this principle of election was created in the yoar 1534, it was ia 1920, that is after 
86 yoars that the privilege wes granted to two district boards in this Presidency. Tis Act was 
pasied with the hope that we will be ablo to achieve greater progress in this direction, Again, 

Sir, [think that, as was pointed out by the Hon'ble Member for Godavari, Mr. Sesbagiri Rao, 
it is better in tho interests of thesa local bodies that they should exercise the privilege of 
olection. Jt will beaqucstion for consideration as to what procedure the Ministera might 
adopt in deciding when and to what district boards the privilege ought to ba extended. «The 
new Act is likely to come into force on Ist April next. Even then the district board will not 
be fully reconstituted.’ Allthe nominated members will vacate their seats on Ist April 1921 and 
the talok beards will not be reconstituted until after a further period which may bes year or 
moro. . Tho Local Government has to fix a period not less than one year for reconstitaling the 
taluk boards and then the taluk boards havo to elect the members of the district board. It is 
therefore clear that it will take a year or more for the district boards to be newly reconstituted 
on the popular basis a3 contemplated under the new Act. If they are to he reconstituted on a 
popalar basis, if threo-fourths of the members of tho district board ara to be appointed by 
‘election cin it be Mee contended that such a representative body ought not to have the 
privilege of election, but that it should merely have a nominated Presideut, Ono suggestion T 
would mention which probably the Hon’ble the Minister might find it convenient to accept. In 
the matter of extending the privilege to the district boards and choosing the time when it is to 
be done, be will necessarily have the diseretion ; but in exercising the discretion he will, I think, 
‘be well advised in consulting the local bodies concerned. I think it is better to have an elected 
president and that the wishes of the district board should be respected in thia matter, unless there 
are any strong or grave reasons to the contrary. 

* Even if this resolution is accepted it does not suggest » modification of tho Act itself 
or of the discretion given under section 12, The Hon'ble Minister will bo well advised to 
consult the district boards as to whether they would like to have elected presidents. Supposi 
tho district boards come to a decision that they should have elected presidents, I think it ts 
but fair and just that they should be allowed to clect their own presidents. With theso remarks 

. Tsupport the resolution.” * 


Quore Nawaz Kaas Santn Barapun :— I oppose the resolution. Tho principle of election 
has come to stay and pervades through all branches of the administration, there is no doubt. 
But I would advise the [Honse to have patience and wait and allow it te show progress in? by 
stop, not all at once, ‘The office of the prosident of o district board is no ordinary one. It is 
‘an office requiring very great ability, very great sense of judgment and practically is a emall 
administration by itself. Hitherto it has boen conducted by experienced and able mon who 
‘ocoupicd the situation of a Collector. Now this process is in the state of experiment_aud I would 
appeal to the House in their own interests to proceed cantiously in this matter. Tho priaciple 
js there, the application will come gradually, Now my Hon'ble colleagues referred in their 
epooohes to various diffieulties and to a great many otber things, which would interfere with 

election of a proper man, But for the present and for sometime to come, we may tread in 
tho foot steps awl jwigment of the official, I mean the Collector. He isa man almost always 
* above party spirit. He bas got the m experience and knowledge of all men. We may 
also trust to the good sensc and judgment of the Ministers who have been appointed ant who 
are of ua and who know tbat tho state of things nnder hich people used to regard Goveromunt 
as distinct from the people has gono or is fast going. Now lot us trust to the good sense and 
“wisdom of the Ministers and let us expect and beliove that they will eloct the best man for the 
present. In course of time they will naturally extend the privilege of electing presidents to 
particalar district. With theso romarke { oppose the amendment,” 






























él RESOLUTION RE DISTRIOT BOARDS TO ELECT THEIR OWN 
PRESIDENTS. 


(Mr. Gopalakrishnayya ; Mr. Vandanan ; (18rn Fasrvary 1921, 
Mr. Venkatarama Ayyar.) 


‘Mr, K. Goraraxursnmavya :—" Sir, while I may oxpress my hearty sympathy with the 
mover of this reaclation, I foel bound to opposo it on grounds othor than’ those which have 
been ndduecd bofore the House. ‘Lhe mover of the resolution has not carefully referred to section 
12 of the Local Boards Act, aud I might at once bring to the notice of this ‘House thutit is too 
precipitous to bring forward a resolution of this kind, For we need not hasten exerciso of all 
Fights thatare given by this logislation. This Act of conreu has been passed very recently and 
it haa not teen put into force as yet, and wo have yet to ace the benefits or otherwise of this 
‘Act. We have yet to see how the Ministry will administer this Act, whether wo ara going to 
taste avy benefits ap a result of this Act or otherwise. Of course, we have had a history of this 
resolution from rome of the members who were on the committee when this Bill wos undor- 
consideration, and we have also heard the arguments which were adduced then to retain a 
discietionary power in the hands cf the executive Government. The section reads thaa :— 
“The Local Geeararieah shall either appoint one of the members of .the district boards 
to bo its president, or by notification authorise the membera of a district board to elect their 

<idente from among their own mumber, provided thst the Local Goveroment may by 
notification withdiw such authority.’ It vests the discretion in the member of the Govern- 
ment concerned, It is ridiculous to esk for freedom on the one hand and also to say that 
fetters may be applied on the other. So I beg to urge on this House just to wait and eee how 
the present Ministry will administer the section, what confidence will be reposed in the various 
taluk boards and the district boards and how many exercise their functions under the new Act, 
and how the new Ministry will administer the Act. In the present circumstances, I for one, 
Sir,am willing to have the election of presidents for district boards for policy's sake. But as 
has been pointed out by one of the members of this Honse, it is our purpose to continue the 
policy of the Government in local board administration and Ict us wait and see whether the 
present Ministry ie not going to extend its sympathies to some of our districts to elect their 
presidents. Ou this ground 1 oppose this motion.” 








Mr. G, Vaxpaxam:— Some good reasons which have been advanced in support of this 
reaclution baye led me toa different conclusion. It has been said that three-fourths of tho 
members of district boarda have been elected and they are popular representatives. Moro often 
these members are wealthy men rather than educated men. More often these people are 
carticd away by a desire to do certain duties rather than ta be fair to all classes, particularly 
to depressed classes, carried away by a sense of honour rather of a sense of responsibility, I 
believe it ia meceseary that restrictions should be placed upon the exerciso of power by such 
members. Therefore if they are given the power to elect their own representatives, perhaps 
they would elect a man whom they all like but not one who can do the work much better than 
tho nominated president. Therefore if there is such a contingency, the consequences are not 
only dargerons, I am afraid, but aleo disastrous, Another thing, the idea of clection is 
avery good one and isa democratic one. It is the natural desire of every ong to bare powor, 
jut we must understond if power is given to them, thoy may use or abuso it. ‘Take tho caso of 
infants. They ask for dolls. If we give them they may nse them or abus thei. More often * 
they abuso them; thereforo it ia good for the powers concerned to wait and sce how these local 
Doards would exercise their powers and how those local boards would vse their privileges and how 
far they would be belpful to the depreased classes. ‘Therefore, for theso reasons, to do more 
good to the depressed classes and to help those who reelly connot undorstand their own position 
it would bo better to allow the Ministers to nominate those persona whom they believe in those 
who bave not only the confidence of the people but also can understand the real needs of tho 
people, and could do the work better than elected representatives. For theso reasons I bog ta — 
‘appose this resolution.” 


Rao Babador K. 8. Vergatarama Avvan :—'"T rise to oppose this resolutio: 8 g 
Of course Mr. Desikachsriar referred to the necessity of amending the Act. epee pias : 
consideration of this Council that it is not necessory, for under acction 15, ‘subject to the 
provisions of sub-tection (1), rection 14, any member of the local board elected or appointed 
to be president or vice-president shall be deemed to have vacated such office ou the expiry of his 
term as member, or on his otherwise ceasing to be a member or upon the issue of a notification 
under sub-section (1) of section 12, antherising the election of the president of a district. board 
- or withdrawing such anthority or upon the issue or cancellation of a notification under sub: 
section (2) of section 12." Therefore it is aot necessary to amend the Act, But unfortunately

effect to even if he accepts it, ‘Therefore J do not think any profitable purpose would be ered 
by farther discussion of this resolution in as much as cannot be given effect to it even if it ia 
Lesaee The question is as the Government bas given power to the Presidont, he eaunot be 
shaken for free years from bis appointment. We huow all of them have heen appointed only 
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‘ 

Inst your and when the tims comes wo will din into the ears of the Hon'ble Minister for Local 
Self-Government and ask him if we should not better the old conditions for the election of 
the president, Fxen if the nou-official prosident will not do bia work properly, we hare gat 
threo-fourtha of the Members of the district board elected and if we worry the president, he 
must, as a matter of course, resign, Why are woafreid of tho non-official president ? If the 
‘Members of a District Board aro unanimoas and find that their non-official president will not do 
his work properly, he gocs out of his own acoord within threo years. I therefore think it is 
nnnodeesary for us to trouble the House with a rosolution which, if'passed, cannot be given effect 
to. Wo will wait and see.”” 5 





Mr, B. Moxmwant Navoov:—'I am sory I have to oppose the motion. That the 
resent Act received the assent of the Governor-General in Council was comannicated to this 
neil only the other day. I would draw the attention of tho Conneil to one fact, namely, 
that it is ‘ifkoult to secure a president always at the headquarters of a district, It was only 
tho other day that a question was put and the answer olioited that out of a number of presidents 
about five have bad to be nominated from Members who are uot residents at the district head~ 
quarters bul who reside elsewhere and won't stay at headquarters; and many of these district 
‘board presidents or some of them or most of them are nominated and when this Act comes into 
force all of thom will have to vaoste their seats, If this resolution is given effect to, and if 
to-day a uctification be issued that all district board presidents are hereafter to {be elected, the 
diffionlty ia we shall not be able to find men who aro at headquarters or men who are com- 
potent." 


‘The Act provides under the transitory regulations for the ceasing of the membership of all” 
powinated members and the Act also provides for the reconstitution of the district bonrds by 
election if necessary, Jt is only after these district boards aro reconstituted and after the 
personal of the district boards are ascertained, that the Minister would be in a position to find 

out whether the principle of election could at suy time be applied to any particular district 

, board or not, Js it reasonable to take away a power from the Minister which is vested in him 

by the ActP The ‘Minister will be in a position to see the trend of opinion thea, whether there 

are fit and proper porsons to take up the responsibility ia a particular place or mot, To ask 

that these appointments should be thrown open for election is to take away the power and 

discretion of the Minister. If it is founa that a few members should bo nominated, nomination 
mey havo ta be revorted to. In these ciroumstanees, I have to oppose the resolution. 


At this point closure was moved and earried.

26, RESOLUTION RE GOVERNMENT SUBVENTION TO LOCAL BODIES 
FOR EXPANSION OF ELEMENTARY EDUCATION, 


Mr. T. Sivasaneanane Provar:—" I beg to move the resolution which stands in my name 
and which rons as follows: 





‘25, That this Council recommends to the Government that steps, may 
be taken for the enhancement of subsidies paid to the local bodies towards 
expansion of elementary education so as to enable the said bodies to raise 
the salaries of the trained elementary school teachers of the higher and lower 
grades to Rs. 35 and Rs. 30 respectively with effect from 1st April 1921 
refusing if necessary the allotment under furniture and school buildings to 
elementary schools.’ 


“'Mr. President, I hope that every momber of this House will agree that the question of 
clomentary education is the most importont item in the programme of recoustructiat e will 
come to know the magnitute of this responsibility whea we se from the Act that progress or 
advance on the road ta responsible Guvernment is made to depend among other things, on educa- 
tion. ‘Ihe Joint Committee's report explains what kind of education this is to be. Jt is mass 
education. It explains that the education wa are oxpected to give must be such as to go 
down to the lowest strate of society, meaning tho depressed elusses and also untoucbables. That 
ig only so far os the quantity of education is concerned. 





“What is tho quality of this education? Tho quality is that it should rake them fit to be 
fees. From this tho House will be able to judge what ie tho degree of respousibility that lies 
upon us in this matter. 


“ And now, what is the egency which we owploy to carry ‘out this important toskP The 

so-ealled trained teacher ix even, at bis best, incompetent. He is ill-equipped. ‘Tho standard of 

his cdncation is low. That is the ouse with respect to the trained teacher, I mean the average

* Gor first duty is to croate inducements to attracts better class of people for this profes 
sion, If we want to do that, the first thing is we must improve their prospects and increase 
their eslaries so as to induce a higher class of ‘people to como for these posts of elementary 
teachers. he average teacher now, including the trained teacher, is paid Rs. 12 plus Rs, 4. 
The progest-server of the civil courts, the railway porter and the police constable aré all paid 
‘moch better than the elementary school teacher, es ia im fact, tha nation builder ‘of to-day at 
the base. The teachers are treated fmuch worse than the above-mentioned menials, I need 
not argue farther upon this point, only invite the attention of this House to the importance 
ofthis task, In view of the importance of this eabject, [ hope that all members will support 
me in this resolution, 7 


Mr, M,C, Raza :— Mr. President, I have great pleasure in aeconding this resolution. I 
know the lot of elementary school toachers in this Presidency moro than anybody else in this 
Council.: Their lot in very miserable and very pitiable too. ‘They have hardly enough to live 
upon in this world and they aro actually straggling for existences. Unless they:are enabled to take 
care of their bodies it is mot possible for them to do good work in the schools. It is said that the 
body is the temple of the Holy Gheat and therefore the teacher must first of al! take care of 
his body... Moreover, unless he keeps his body in a sound condition, it’ isnot alto posible for 
him todo good work. At presont I am very ery, Sir, that: these elementary school masters 
are treated notas human beings. We wero also for some time in the handa of these elomeutary 
school teachors and it is they that laid tho educational foundation in us and had it not been for 
tho trouble they togk to train us and educate us during our early years, it would not have been 

sible for us to come here and be tho reproseatatives of democracy. Now, Sir, as my 
Eon'ble friend Mr. Sivasankaram Pillai bas rightly pointed ont, the police constable, the 
porter in the railway station, the post peon and even the scavengor of the Madras municipality 
get better wages than thess poor educated people who are doing immense work to raise tha 
future citizens of this country. Sir, the other day, | received a copy of the administration report 
and I see therefrom thatthe Government have been, year after year, opening a number of 
schools and wo have at present many publio institutions. I eee that thers are 39,378 publio 
schools'and 3,435 private aided institutions. I ask you, Bir, is it not a waste of publio mone 
to start so many schools, if you do not provide these schools with better staff. L thorefore thin! 
that these elementary school teachars should be better paid so as to attract. Lotter qualified 
men, and then alone the publio money spent on these: achools will have been properly spent. 
‘With these remarks, I heartily second the resolution,” 


s 

Mr. G. Vasnanau :—‘ Sir, of all the professions in the world, the profession of a teacher 
is the most noble, sltbough not very well paid. ‘The teacher has this ‘satisfactions, that he is 
doing some service to the country althourh he bo not well paid. Bat the clomentary school 
teacher has not even that satisfaction. He has not come up to the level of approciating his own 
services to the country in the same way as the teacher of the higher forms bas. Therefore an 
clementary grado teachor has always this focling that he hes some work to do, bat generally he 
does not find outside work todo. Most of us kaow tho lot of clemautary scbool teashers in 
villages. 1u many families they go without decent wages. It is booause they have no other 
way of supplementing their income and they ara not properly paid. We cannot expect those 
toachers to stand before their students as models of virtue and as gentlemen whom the’ pupils 
should copy, . As studonta get new ideas and new development, the’ first objects of critiam 
that come before their eyos are the teachers, and if tho teachers cannot show some sort of dignit; 
and some sort of pleasantness in their faces, the pupils will think oorly of their teachers. It is 
alwaya necetory thab the students shoatd look ‘upon their tenchers ze something more than 
ordioncy people; because. it is they that plant the first impressions on the minds of the 
atadents.”” 7 

“ Secondly, these teachora, besides eduesting children in rudiments rinciples o - 
tion, are doing some political service. Now, the franchise has given rae Cee etna 
number of people and if you go to the villages, the children imbibe from tha village school thoir 
first ideas of civie life, Therofore these elementary teachors ara educatora of political lifé in 
Villages and therefore mora than anybody else end more than any other’ profession, the profes- 
sion of the semantary teachers deserves the good-will of this Council. ‘If the Geanal beanct 
‘help te give incremonta to the salaries in any other department, sorely this Council, in dat; 
bound, cught to do something to make happier the'lives of thee poor teachers who bave been 
‘building up not only the minds bat the real charnoter and the political ideas of the stadents and 
the ritigers estore T have Mat Frost pean not only to support this resolution but to 
urge, ai far ae it lies in my power, that the Government m: i i 
aid givo early and epeedy reli e these olementary senccl tear ee ane 2 ooo thie resolution

or in the boya themselves. [ think, therefore, that better sort of people are neoossary for taking 

charge of this clomentary edtication, Unless the pay of the teachérs is sufficiently enhanced, 

thera is absolutely no chance of getting proper and fit persons as elementary school teachers. 

In view of this difficulty and the importance and the necessity cf the subject, I strongly urge 

‘and support that this Connei) will be pleased to reoommerd that the salaries of these poor officials 

be increased to Hs. 35 and 80 ss mentioned in the resolution.” 


‘The Rev. E. Mo Macrmare:—I do not wish to opposo this “resolation. I entirely 
. sympathize with the attitude taken hy the mover and the seconder. But this docs not seem to 
be really the time to disonss it. We cannot discuss it unti) we know what is going to bo tho cost. 
Wa shell Hike to ark Mr, Eivaiaukarain Pillai whether bo meazé by bis propaeal to give grasts 
also te those schools which are aided school: merely to the elementary achools ander board 
management, Asregards the elementary schéol teachers who are under mission and private 
mavagement, I want to know whether tho proposal is to give them anything.

Additional taxation is not alwaya popolar and it is not likely that the local bodies will levy 
additional taxes’ immediately The ¢onsequerioa will be that tha elementary’ school teachers ' 
will not got any relief they aré urgently in need of. In the interests of education, it is impers- 
tively necessary that the school teacher ehould be above wants. Ta that case only, it is possible 
for him to take'a rool intorest in bis work. His energies ought not be directed towards other 
means'of supplementity hig poor incame to’make bath ends mect. The teacher should not be 
made to feel that his profession, thongh noble, is thé sorriest trade.’ Loval boards have numer- 
ous'demands on their resources. It ia not possible to meet the demands from the funds at their | 
command unless supplemented by subsidies from Government. What we want is sound 
primary education. Money spent on buildings and furniture might be curtailed in favour of 
getting ‘a body of contended toachera. ‘The old village schools turned out some of our best men. 
absides from the Government must be enhanced soas fo sdmit local bodies to appoint efficient 
teachers.’ Efficient teachers could be scoured only when they are paid well, Need J say that the 
pears, duty of the Stato ia to edusate its people ? In these ciromstances, I heartily support 
0 reselution.” . 


Mr, R, G. Grinvn:—'I just want’ to answer a question’ raised by’ Mr. Macphail’ as to 
what those proposals ‘would: cost, if we agecpt this resolution, I understand that the mover 
dosires to limit his resolution to schovla uider the matagemeut of local boards. I am informed 
that the cost then would bo something’ over forty Inkbs. If the resolution was extended to 
include all classes of elemexitary schools, the cost would be about a crora and threo quartora. 
Now I do notthink suy member of this House would dirseut tromi the proposition that it is rely 
desirable and vecessary to raise the pay’ of elomentary achool teachers. ‘The difficulty that 
amin ia that the'many proposals that 1 made for additional budget next year aro likely neces _ 
sarily to bo’curtailed for fuancial considerations.’ In voting on this proposition the House has = 
tote practical considerations into account. ‘The mover of thé proposition proposed that the | 
cost of his proposal should bo met from the building and furniture grant allotted. Tn tho first 
place the building and furniture grant allotment is a non-recurring allotment. Sometimes the 
same amonnt is pub in the budget for citber both parposes but sometimes no amount is included. 

' Tt is now proposed to meet a recurring charge from a nod-reurriug source. In tho second place 
the amount so provided for furaitare and buildings is never likely to cover more than a very 
small proportion of the cost involved in this proposition. It seems to me therefore that, while 
wo ao cordially agreed that tho, pay and prospects of clementary school teachers should be 
improved, this resolution’ is not the proper way’ todo it. Why ‘should we ot wait till the |

Rao Sahib 8. Excapra Carrrvan:—'' Mr, President, I heartily support this reeolution. 
Asan active worker in the local boards of Salem, 1 am personally aware of the great hardships 
to which these school masters are put to on account of He sepd eos of their salary. At present 
they aro paid not morethan Rs. 15 or Rs. 16 per mensew. Nobody will think that this pay 
will bo sufficient fora family in these hard days. So I think the increase asked for in the 
resolution is quite reasonable and I support the reaohition.” 





Sarpy Mumawuap Panna Sanre Bahadur :—‘ Sir, I have great pleasure in associating 
myvelf with what all that bas been said in support of this resolution, It ia a matter of common 
knowledge that all the elementary schools whether maintained by the local boards or run 
private bodies are seriously hampered in the efficient diacharge of their work, for want of effici- 
ent staf. How is this to be remedied ? How ia effioienoy to be procured unless sufficiency of 
remuneration ia not secured ? When we are po ing to our teacher much lets for his day’s work 
than what we give to a covlie who worke for a day's wage in our fields how can we expeot in the 
name of reason any efficient man to take up the work of a teacher in our institutions? Tho 
wonder is, Sir, that the hier state of things is not much worse than what it was, Tho 
wonder is that in spite of the miserable pittance that we bave been paying, we are still able to 
pull om and our institutions are not sompletely depleted of their staff. it ise matter for extreme 
Tegret that the avecation of a teacher, though the noblest of all professions, is tho sorriest of 
all trades, ‘The reason is, Sir, that we all are carried away by the glamour of respect and 
reverence that a teacher commands, and think that of all the kusion beloge who occupy any 
position in the world, ho is the happiest, But, tir, for mundane existence, it is not mere 
Teepect, mere reverence that would serve. A man wants’ many things on this earth. Physical 
needs have got to be satisfied. * 

‘« Asthe honourable mover joformed us, the ray of the teachor of an elomentary school is 
Fa. 10 with an ellowance of Rs. 2or Hs. 4. We have got to imagine how this miserable 
pittarce will enable the teacher to make both ends meet. A eum of Hs. 12 or Rs. 14 is hardly 
suffeient to carry the teacher even through Ices than half the pert of the month. What will ke 
have to do for the rest of the month and what is to becoma of those who may depend upon him ? 
‘The result is that the teacher in the elementary schcols is balf starved and is thoroughly dis- 
gusted with his miscrablo lot both in mind and in body. In spite of it all, this is the preceplor 
who bas got to monld the minds of our youngsters; this is the preceptor who las got to lay in 
‘the susceptible mind of the child the foundation on which the superstructure of the character of 
‘the child as responsible citizen, asa worthy member of our Indian nation, has got subse- 
gnently to he raised.

Tho Hon'ble Mr. C. G. Topunrrr:—"'Mr. President, the Honourable Membor who 
haa jost sat down docs not ace why tho Government of Madras cannot find » solution to the 
financial problem that is now before us. I should like to answer that no Government in the 
world could stand up to demands such as Honourable Members have been making for the last 
two or thitee days. I am perfectly ready to coucede the necessity for dealing with this matter. 
I fully realize the strain on theso teachers and I fully realize the political effects of having a 
disooitentod staff of teachers. I fully realizo that thia is one of tho services to be recognized us 
4 semi-national service and one to which tho Goverament should contribute ; and I think that it 

, has been dealt with in the very able report of the Financial Relations Committee on that basis. 
My friend opposite suggests that no tronble need have arisen, if we had taken timely stepa to 
dil with the situation. My reply is that that is just what we asked the local bodiestodo. So 
long ago as August last, we gave them a grant to tide them over and warued them that it 
would not be repeated and that they must make their own arrangements before April, Has 
any local body dove anything with reference to that warning # I do tot for a moment wish to 
oppose the demand for increased payment to the teachers. But what I do wish to oppose is 
this constant attempt to draw on'the treasury as if its resources wore inexhaustible, 

“We are now in the dawn of democracy and responsible government in this country, and I 
am sorry to find that in this now dispensation it falls to the lot of the guardian of the treasury 
not only to lio awnke at nights thinkiog how ho is to meat the lurking and insidious stratagems 
by which the depnrtmonts sock to get at his monoy bags, but also to stand on guard by day 
against daylight daooity by respoctable gentlemen whom as representatives of tho tax-payer ho 
ought to he entitled to regard as his supporters. Only two days ago, the Hon'ble Mr. Siva 
Rao cut off all the incronse in land revenue by seonring the passing of a resolution suspending 
settlement operations, The Hon'ble Mr. Ramachandra Rao is now going to bring in a Bill to 
cut off Excise at its source.” 

Diwan Bahadur M. Rawacnanpaa Rao:—“I should like to rise to a point of order, 
Not because I-resont the statement mado by the Hon'ble Mr, Todbunter; but I do not wish that 
anything that be says to-day in advance of my Bill should prejudice my Bill. I therefore 
rise to a point of order whether the Hon'ble Mr. Todhunter can refer to Bill which is not 
properly before the house.” 

-The Hon’blo Mr. €. G. Topnunrrr :— Since the Honourable Member presses the point, 
J will pass on from * Exciso’ to Mr. Krishna Rao who called upon me yesterday to stand and 
deliver a small sum of 61 lakhs for local bodies.

* As [ have said, wo are in the dawn of democracy. An Honcurable Momber representing 
a taluk bonrd hag said on this motion that taxation is a very supopalas thing with such bodies. 
L hope that as democracy develops that view will disappear. If Honourable Members who aro 
of that way of thinking would stady the latest, developments of democracy in England, that is, 
tho condition of the taxes, or rather, the rates, in boroughs which aro managed by the Labour 
Party, they would find reason to modify their views in this respect. Take, for iastaace, the case 
‘of the borough of Norwich, where the rates under what is practically Labour Government have 
risen to 28 saillin in the poand, that is to say, a man paying a rental of Hs. 200 # year for 
his house would have to pay rates of Rs. 280 a year on the same houee.

I would ask them to remember that they 
ropreseat the latter also and that the question which is really hefore the house is whether we 
aro to impose additional taxation of a general natare on the namerous tax-payers or to ask looat 
bodies to uso the powers of taxation which they already have in the case of the loss numercas 
but moro insistent 2ate-payers.””

Diwan Bahadur M. Ramacuanpua Rao:— Sir, I think the only usefulness of a discus- 
sion such os this is that it has put the Finance Member on his defense. I think tho Honour- 
ablo member who has given notice of this resolution bas really brought it forward more or 
leas with a view to seo that proper budget provision is made for elementary education, A great 
dealhas been said to-lay about the contiguity of policy, The object of this resolution is to 
seonto a certain amount of eontinuity of policy ‘in regard with the elementary schoblmasters. 
The Hon'ble the Finance Member bas compared some of my colleagues to daylight dagoits. I 
quite understand the spirit in which the Honunrable Member has drawn this comparison, It 
is very unfurtunate that the comparison should be with aclass of disreputable men. But I am at 
ono with him that the general effect of accepting this resolution would he a very serious burden 
on provineial foanees, ‘There is no doubt at all about this fact, Indealing with a question 
nike: this, 1 must inform the Hon’blo the Finance Member and the Hon'ble the Education 
Member that local bodies are in very serious straite at present in finding funds for elementary 
schools, A grant of Ra, 4 for each teacher was made, I believe, for eleven months of the ourrent 
year and it amounted to about 15 lakhe of rupees.”

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Bao Babader A, P, Patao:—‘' Sir, I have but one remark to make that we should 
place ‘our demands before the Finance Member in jorder to enable ua to understand how far 
it would mect the demands of elementary education iu our districts. Mr. Ramachawtra 
Rag, therefore, hua rightly asked either that a statoment should be made or that some 
jndication should be given of what wo may expoct in the budget with regard to elementary 
education, I would only submit tothe Houso that the position of elementary teacher in the rural 
arens is very important. When lie is djsountented, it should be understood that tha whole rural 
popalation will be discontented. Ho is the interpreter of the ways of the Government to the 
Tural population. Tho village teacher, the village schoolmaster, roads out the newspapers to 
them and tells what the Government says or what the Government Member does. Ho also 
interpreta to them the ideas of social and sanitary principles. Whon a schoolmaster like that 
‘who is the centre of influence in rnral areas is discontented, it is a very great matter to consider 
jn tho interests of the administration of the district and of the country. ‘Therefore it is urgant 
that some provision should be made in orier that the discontentment may be alleviated. The 
whole question as has been put to you is whore to find fands, Inthe Elementary Education Act 
tho burden is thrown upon the taluk boards and tho local area to find fonds for the development 
of elementary education. It may also be rightly said that the development of elementary 
education is a charzo on tho local rate and is not a charge ou the provinciul taxes. I agroe 
with that contention, It is also pointed out that the Financial Relations Committee have 
recommended that the elementary education fund should be met ont of the rates and that no 
surcharge should be made or local funds should be supplemented from the subsidies of the 
Government. Novertheless, in rural areas our funds are not sufficient to meet the requirements 
of elementary education. We are alaa told by the Finance Member that with so mach strain om 
provincial finance it would be impossible to adjust the demands made pon him, But never- 
theless it ie possible to find os it was found last year to makes grant, a provision for these 
elementary schools and elementary teachers so thnt the great demand from these teachers may 
be satisficd and contentment may prevail and the adininistration may be properly interpreted to 
the people. If such a thiag is not dono, I am sure that what is going om in raral areas will be 
mort intensely developed and the discontent will be so serious that it may not be possible for 
responsible persons to meet the position in rural areas, know personally in somo areas that 
the echoolmasters have heen exorcising such a sinister influence on account of their discontent- 
mont on the rnral population, and it is oaly possible to mect that grave situation by means of an 
assurance that their desire will be satiafled as far as possible and to a legitimate extent theirneeds 
will be supplicd, Otherwise Iam snro from what littlo I bavo seon in two districta it may not 
Ye possible to effect any amount of conciliation or any amount of satisfaction among the rural 
population. Remember that the alementary schoolmaster is the centre of induence in raral 
areas, It is ho that interprets the ideas of Government to the raral people. We do not know 
always what is bappening in the villages, We aro not in constant touch with the rural ureaa. 
Tt is tho schoolmaster who is in constant touch with them aud whatever he saya is gospel truth 
to the ryot, the villagor; he does not question bim, he does not ask him whethor it is tras or not, 
but takes the whole thing as trae anh accepts tha statement. Therefore, whenever the village 
teachor is discontented, whenever his position is not properly recognized, remembor that tho 
schoolmaster has evory opportunity of misrepresenting to the People the administration and its 
aims and thereby propagate the dissatisfaction among the rural popula’ and in the taluks, it 
not in tho districts. Frchould be remembered by Government that this is an urgent need and 
‘unless this is satisfied discontontment will grow day after day, and it will be difficult to cope 
with the situation arising in rural areas,”

the subjects which ought to reovive the anxioas cousideration of this House and something must 
‘be done to satisfy the wants of the teachers and the euhancement of subsidies is one of the

‘There can be no doubt with regard to that. Ae to whether local bodies will make a 
proper use of the subsidies granted to them, that is a matter for the Government. We can 
vray Snd out whether it has been properly used or not, In case it has not ‘been properly used, 
the Local Government may compel the local body to make # proper ust of these wubsidies, 
‘With regard to the second part, that is, the question of raising the pay of the higher 
and lower grades to Rs, 85 and Ra, 30 respectively, that is a matter on which some more consi- 
deration onght to be bestowed. No donbt, the pay of the elementary school teachers is not 
satisfactory. Of course, whether it is possible to ‘raise the amount to Rs. 35 and He. 30 depends 
upon a'consideration of a number of other ciroumstanors.

1 think there 
ought to be proper school buildings, there ought to be proper furniture ; withont proper building 
and without proper furniture no education will be complets, The furnitare and tehool building 
tend to improve the minds of the- students and not merely of the teacher himself.

reduced and the salaries of officers drawing Ra 100 and below increased, In this connexion 
I shall submit to the House that the establishment bas been made top heavy, Unmindful of 
the weakness of the foundations, Government have constructed a superstructura which is very 
heavy and now that there i reat need to strengthen the foundations, the Government are 
unable to find resources for the samo. My point is that brick and mortar may be chipped off 
from the superstructure and be applied towards the constrastion of bulwarks aud towards the 
patching up of oracks which hava been created in the arches and walls which ere to support 
that superstroctpre. We were made to understand the other day by tha Finance Member 
that the Government are not in » position to moet our excessive demands, but my point is that 
some committees, of course not of the same eort as that of whose recommendations I complain, 
might set even after the passing of the budget to consider and take action with regard tg this 
matter. I therefore commend this resolution for tho acceptance of this Honse,” 


Mr. T. Batast Rao Navopu:—"I beg to second this resolution. But Iam afraid the 
resolution has not been osrefully worted because in one stroke it says that the salaries of all 
officers drawing Re. 200 must be roduoed and those below Rs. 100 mast be raised. This is not 
possible. There is no doubt that the country is feeling that there is a lot of increase in the 
salaries and the country is not suscoptible of further taration ; so everybody is looking forward 
to a reduction of salaries of establishments. If you compare the last budget figures, you will 
sea that the land revenue expenditure in 1918-19 was 129'99 lakhs against 201°57 lakhs 
in the current year. In forest there was an increase of 11°49 lakhs, in genoral administration 
G51 lakhs, in courts an ineroase of 13°74 lakhs, in police an increase of 25°74 lakhs, in medical 
17°68 lakhs—in all amounting to a total of 146°79 lakbs. Taking the six departments referred 
to, the incredse scoms to be due to various reasons which are intended of course for the benefit of 
the country aud the administration. The increase was started in the Civil Service and the 
Tmperial Services, Evidently the Scoretary of State wanted to make the increase for the benefit 

if ts country, just to make the highor officers take more kindly to the Reform Scheme. When 
that was done, there was a difference between the European officer and the (ndian officer and 
in consequence the question of increasing the Provincial officers’ pay was raised. That is how 
‘a layman anderstood the whole thing. Tho effect was to sct the non-gazotted officers working 
how to increase their salaries, But for this I suppose thers would not have been #0 much ery 
among the non-gazetted officers for the iuerease of their salaries, Whatever that may be, the 
‘v, inoroase onos given cannot bo takou awny. \Thoy must continue even if the Provineial Govern- 
ment doea not agroo to. It is ouly in the mattor of fow reeraitments that they could say what 
pay would be reasonable and how expenditure could be remodelled, but in the eusa of those who 
‘wore granted increased salaries they must continue till their retirement.

“I would submit, Sir, that this is not a new proposition. We have heard the principles 


"gf thit proposition discussed in scvaral places and sevoral times bofore aud I therefore do not 


think it necessary to spent the timo of this Conneil in giving any elaborate reasous for 


cearrying but this resolution, Lawyers as a rale and parties, know the difficulties and 


inconveniences that they are putto by the combination of judicial and executive functions in 
one and thy samo person. Fortunately for us now we have got experienced lawyers both as 
Mombers as well as Ministers and they must know the inconveniences to which parties are pat 
owing to this combination of functions, First of all, 1 may give a few instances of incon- 
veniences that are caused very often, Owing tothe fact of an officer having combined in 
himeclf both yovenue and judicial fanctions as at present, the Magistrates bave to go lon 

distances, and witnesses and partics are also drasged to thoso places of camping. We 
fnow thet Hevenue Divisional Oficers aze also tsi-clam Mogistrates and bavo goucrally 
got appellate powers in criminal cases against the decisions of second-class and third-class 
Magistrates. They have jurisdictions over two or three toluks and they generally cam 

in different places. Consequently tho cases are posted in varions corners of talaks an 

partics irom one tiluk sro very often dragged to the corners of another taluk, This 
in been the result of the combination. However much many officers may not like to 
inconvenience the people, wo know as a matter of fact in some cases that Magistrates are not 
anxious to release people ou bril after conviction. They just pass sentence on =, man and at 
‘once got into the camp and go from placa to place so that even » copy application cannot be 
given in time. Thero have been some cases of this kind and Ido net think it willbe necessary 
to go into details, Ono great objection, apart from inconvenience, is the great hardship and 
sometimes injustice enused to parties, ‘Revenue officials generally have various nvocations 
and various departments to look after and they come in contact with a number of people of 
variovs shades of character and occcpations, with the result that they vory ofton form prejudices 
towards or against prrticular partics, and when such people go before tho officers as ‘partios 
either for the proseeation or defence or as witnesses on the one side or the other, their prejudices 
naturally bave an influence over them and they decide cases according tothe predilections or 
prejudices which they have already got. At least in somo oases it must be so,

Mr. P. Stva Rao :—"'I bave great pleasure, Sir, in seconding this resolution, It asks for 
a complate separation of exogutive from judicial fanctious. ‘This pigoo of reform, T'might say, 
So Lave beon asking for, for mora than 25 or'30 years, ‘This is a Yeform which is, long 
overdue. The Government of India and the local Goveroments have already recognised the 
‘necessity foraome such reform. They have already initiated it to aome extent. For instance, 
I may draw the attention of this Honso to the appointment of Stationary Sub-Magistrates. 
jn tho mofssal, Also, so far na the District and Sossions Judges are eoncernal, they are 
immediately subordinate to the High Court, In the higher ranks they have already brought = 
separation of judicial from the executive funetions.

He wrote a separate dissenting minute, He 
recorded his most empbatio opinion in there terms: his conclusion appears on page 452 of the 
Public Services Commission report: ‘My recommendation is that there should be a complete 
separation of the judicial and execntive functions, ‘This alzeady exists in the presidency towns 
and the arrangements which obtain there could easily be adjusted to tho district conditions.

"He further says, ‘the exercise of control over the subordiuate magistrates by whom the 
grest bulk of criminal cascs are tried is the point wherethe present system is defective’. Tha 
Sther inconvenience of the present system is that the present magistracy will always be touring 
nd the professional people and partis are all put to a lot of hardship.

Mr. 0. Tastmactata Cnerrivan:—Sir, 1 rise to opposo this resolution, but T may 
cefaeo it by saying that I do uot oppose it on the plea put forward by tho Membor for Tinna- 
felly that the presiding Jndge ought to combine in himself the dutios ofa magistrate, investi- 
gating officer and proseenting inspector. I do not believo that the officara of Governmont 
contend that the executive and the judicial ‘fonctions should be combined in‘one if it can be 
helped. It is only as a matter of finance that it is not soparated already. Toe from the 
recommendations of the Public Services Commission and from the note of dissont written by that 
esteemed Judge, Sir Abdur Rabim, that, while the majority considered to give effoot to such a 
proposition, over 40 lakhs of rupoos would be tho excess oxponditaro, that learnod Judge oon- 
gidored that 10 lakhs of rupees would be sufficient. That was in the year 1916. The question 
‘now will be how far that amount of ten lakhs to which other Members of that Committes did 
not agroe, would bave to be inoreased in tho year of grace 1921, and I do believe that this prac- 
tice of separating tho judicial from the executive funotions is being tried in a few places, and if 
Tam not mistaken, inthe district of Ramnad. So it is only a question of finance, and I do 
‘hot beliove that it will be opposed except on that ground. i * 

“This proposition or resolution consists of two parts, This Council recommends to the 
Government that stops should at once he taken to separate the executive and judicial functions 
completely in this Fresidenoy,’ that is part one; ‘that all judicial officers should be placed 
directly under the control of the District and Sessions Judges and of the High Court’, thia is 
the second part, So faras the second part of the proposition is concerned, I bave been care- 
folly listening to the specoh of the mover Mr, Venkataramana Ayynogar and have heard 
nothing in support thereof. I have heard something from the soconder, Mr. Siva Rao, as ta the 
necessity of removing the judicial officers, sub-magistrates, from the jurisdiction of the District 
Collestor or District Magistrate, and placing them under the District and Sessions Judge. I 
have not until now heard anything eaid by any speaker of the necessity for placing ‘any of 
them under the orders of tho High Court. I do not really qnito understand what the 
mover and the seconder mean by plaving the judicial officora under the control of the District 
and Sessions Judge and High Conrt, respectively. Under the Criminal Procedure Code they 
aro aubject, both az to appellate and revisional jurisdiction, to the orders of tho District Judge 
and of the High Conrt er aoa cami they aro to be in matters of judicial administration 
under the orders of the High Court or,whether it is purely in matters of appointments, promo- 
tions, transfers and eubmitting of returns that they should be under the orders of the High Court 
ia not clear, Where ia the necessity for Placing ‘a mulascal sub-magistrate under the orders of 
the High Court? On the other hand, while Lam not objecting to tho sub-magistrate or the 
divisional magistrate being under the orders of tho District and Sessions Jndge as opposed to 
‘the ordera of the District Magistrate, I certainly do object. to a lot of administrative work being 
thrown into the hands of the Judgesofthe High Coart. I believe that judicial officers like District 
and Sessions Judges aud the High Court Judgesonght not to be embarrassed and troubled by having 
todo much administrative work, ‘Iheir work must be confined only to the trial of casea that 
come before them eithér on the original side or in their appellate jurisdiction. It isa great 
mistake to entrust. the appointment or the transfer or the promotion of officers to them, and if 
one goes hack ona finds that so far as the administrative affairs consisting of the appointment, 
promotion or transfer of various officers which have been delegated to the Ly h Court are con- 
cerned, ithas not been satisfactory. Lam afraid one cannot give eredit to the High Court in 
the matter of distribution of patronages, in regard to the appointment of Munsifs for that even- 
handed justice which is claimed and rightly claimed for the High Court in regard to the dispen- 
sation of justice. For I have beforo me certain figures which itis not my purpose to mention 
here in sappovt of this resolution but on a later occasion in support of anather resolution which 
I propose to bring forward..

The matter of appointment and transfers, these are matters under the 
control of the High Court aud [ do submit that if one takes the statisties one dors not find thats 
the High Court bay paid attention to that portion of the recommendations of the Publio Services 
Commission, which iseonceded on all hands to be the right recommendation, that there should be 
propercommunal representation, What do we find P Betwoon ths years, Ist October 1014 
and Ist January 1916, out of 26 appointments to the office of District Munsify made by th: 
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High Court, 24 were Brahmans and only two nun-Brabmans, Sir, I do not beliove that in thi 
late timo of the day, euybody would contend that there are not amongst the non-Brahmans an 
than two efficient men to be selected to fill up vacancies in the offices of District Munsifs. Nor 
have things improved in Inter years, For, betwoen the Ist October 1917 and Ist of October 
1919, out of twenty-five appointments made bres High Court, twenty were Brahmans and fice 
_only were non-Brabmans. So, jadging the Iigh Court in the matter of the distribution of 
patronage by its past record, I do not believe that itis safe place for entrasting the fate of aspirants 
to judicial offices in their hands, My reason again for keeping them in the hands of the Govern. 
ment is this, Government is at least sensitive to public opinion and adjusts itself to the require- 
ments of the day, but the High Court isa strong citadel surrounded by a ring of fire, and any- 
body who attempts to make an assault on the High Court will find bimself charged with 
contempt of Court. The High Court goes on for ever in the matter of distributing tronage 
unaffeoted hy public criticism. Therefore it is, Mr. President, that I suggest that thi power 
ought not to be transferred. Aw it is, the Court bas not the power of appoiuting Sub- 
Judges. However much we might complain against the bureaucratic nature of the Government, 
bo it sid to its eredit that as against righteen Brahman Sub-Judges in the service, there are 
thirteen non-Brahman gentlemen. The proportion is very much higher while it is in the handy 
of the Government, whereas the proportion af District Munsifs (the appointments whereof are 
controlled by the High Court) is 147 Brahman gentlemen to 46 non-Brabman gentlemen, The 
proportion is nearly one-third, whervas in the sub-judges cadre it is as much as nearly 65 to 70 
per cent,

RESOLUTION RE DRAINAGE AND IRRIGATION IN THE TANJORE 
DISTRICT. 
Reo Bahadur K, 8. Vewnatataua Avvan then moved tho following resolution :— 

31, That this Council recommends to the Government that a 
committee consisting of an Engineer, a Revenue officer having experience of 
Tanjore district and three non-official land-holders including the mover, or 
composed in such manner as may seem best to the Council, be appointed to 
report on the following points :— 1 

(a) Has there been a general rise in the bed-level of the rivers in 
the district of Tanjore ? 
(4) What has been tho rise every ten years during the last fifty 














ars ? 
a (¢) What have been the chief causos that have contributed to the 
gradual silting up and the consequent rise in the bed-level t 
(¢) Has the rise in the bed-level been one of the chief causes of the 
frequent and larger number of breaches during the recent years? . 
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(e) What have been the chief causes of the too frequent breaches in 
the Tanjore district? 

() Is the drainage of the delta more defective than what it was? 

(g) Are any improvements necessary thar what have been already 
decided on or in contemplation by the Engineering Department ? 

(@) What have been the advantages of the nanal plantation and what 
has been the effect of the discontinuance of the same in some places on the 
silting up of the rivers? 

(i) What has been the expenditure on the conservancy of the rivers 
in the Tanjore delta and is the expenditure sufficient? 


G) Is it a fact that the Coleroon is also silted up and is not able to 
, draw off the surplus water as before ? ' 


(4) What recommendations would the committee ‘offer for the general 
improvement of the delta in the matter of the irrigation and drainage? 


‘The Honourable Member said :—“ Mr. President, I donot propose to waste the time of this 
Council by reading all the clauses aud I hope the members will not misunderstand me, - I submit 
this resolution to the Council in the interests of irrigation in the Tanjore district. Iam not 
goingto take up all the 30 minutes and T hope Honourable Membors will patiently hear me as I 
im going to be vory short and I am not going to ack this Conncil for any money immediately. 
Ido not ask for a big committer to the inconvenience of members serving thereon. I do not 
say that one machivery of the department should go out and another substituted for it. My 
grievance is that irrigation and drainage in the Tanjore district have not beon as well looked: 
after as they should have been and the rosult is that some of these rivera ara considerably silted 
and ia other places rivers.are covered up. Itis a fect adrnitted by tho Boginoeriog Depart~ 
ment in answer to a communication that I submitted to that department last year. We have scen 
that within the last few years the Engineering Department had to raise the silt levels of the 
several channels that take off from tho main rivers and the ground put forward by thom was that 
the bed-levels of the rivera bad risen aud that therefore the sill lovels of the chauncls had alsa to 
‘beraised. If tho river bed-level hod been going on raising, then is the Engineering Dopartment 
raising the banks of those rivers so that they may contain tho wator beld up at the Grand Anicat or 
the Upper Aniont ? That has not been douc, Iam notan expert, and I am speaking only subject 
to correction, but this much I may eny that there are several points which require investigation 
‘by 9 committes of experts and also by officers with revenne experience. I put forward the 

mad that some Iandholders should also be taken into confidence on the ground that the land- 
‘holders know their lands and the irrigable levels of the lands, whereas the Engineering experts 
who aro being transferred very often do not stay sufficiently long in ono placo to find out 
exactly where the defects Iie. We know as a matter of fact that some proposals were put 
forward by one Engineer to construct a regulator in one place, but that proposal bas been 
abandoned for some years, Meanwhile several officers aro transferred and the proposal takea 
some ebape or other and the lower lascar does not know what ia going on. Somé one pute in a. 
petition and it is investigated and all at once the work is begun, All other landholdera wire to 
the Collector and the Engineer but they find they are too late. 


“iQne other point which I wishto sxbmit for the consideration of this Honse is that proposals 
are pat forward for the construotion of regulators or for improving the drainage on the appli 
cation of some party or anothor, Ido not know whether any proposals have emanated ftom 
the department itself, or whether all points either favourable or ufavourable have ever been 
considered by any proper authority. 

“J will put forward one other positive consideration to show that the bed-lovels have risen, 
know that in eeveral places there are gauges by the side ofthe bridges and also of these 
Yegulator. | These gauges are imbedded, jn the earth to the extont of fall 2 or 2} fest no that 
when only 14 fect of water goca in the channels, the reading is noted avd fect. Tf the river 
shows 6 fest the reading shows 8 fert, and that is taken to he sulfleient water for purposes of 
irrigation. Wealso know that when with reference to that reading water is lot in from the 
anient at 6 Jeet, although water is up to the flood bank, the result is only 4 fect of water How. 
ing into the channel, but the reading gives 6 fect, 


“I would submit to the consideration of this Couneil one other point, In one river which 
irrigates my lands, the eyphon sluice which was constructed years ago aud through. which 
anothcr village took its water was found to be 1] fect higher than the original channel which 
takes off from the main river. That was found out only after 20 years becanae they constracted, 
& regulator at the original channel, But this bas not been remedied as yet. It cama to light 
beoanse one Subdivisional officer stayed fora sufficiently decent period. With regard ta the 
expenditure on this Convery Irrigation in the delta of the whole arva, we find from the adminis-

But I make this motion in disapproval of the 
action taken by the District Magistrate. 

“shall fret state the facts which have led tothis motion, Sometime ago,—I am not ina 
pele to state the exact date—probably about a fortaight or three weeks ago, the District 

ager issued an order uoder whiob be prohibited meotings to be held in a particular taluk 
of the district, namely, Ernad tuluk—I romember that elearly—and probably, I am not certain, 
in some parts of anothor taluk, namely, Wallavaned. He also probibited by that order the two 
persons mentioned above, namely, Gopala Monon and Madhavan Nayar and a Mappilla—Iam not 
dure whether he is Mobidoen Koya, or some other person, I do not know him personally or other- 
wiso—from addressing any meeting in the places mentioned in that order. Ho went on farther 


* to say in that order that these two gentlemen, viz., Gopal Menon and Madhavan Nayar who are 


vakils and who have susponded their practice for the purpose of preaching the doctrine of non- 
co-operation which, I honestly believe, is detrimental to the interests of the country, these two 
gentiomen, I do not know the other, have beon trying everything in their power to spread this 
Inovement of non-co-operation—and in my own humble way I have tried everything in my power 


to prevent the epread of that movement—gave up their practico for the purpose of ekiog out their 


Jivelihood, I think that that statement is inaccurate. It is understood that Madhavan Nayar 
paid during the last official year an income-tax of about Rs. 250. I think that Gopal Menon 
aalso paid au income-tax, I do not know the exact figore. Madhavan Nayar, particularly, has a 
roputation in the district of baving a very decent practice at the bar. Well, nothing took plach 
for soma daye subsequently, so far as Tam award. Two or threo days ago, Mr. Yaqub Hasan 
‘whom I do not know personally but of whom I have heard through newspaper reports, it seems, 
went to Calicut apparently for the purpose of addressing some khilafat and non-co-operation 
meetings, It appears that the District Magistrate sorved an order under the provisions of the 
Criminal P, ure Code upon him and eo the other gentlemen mentioned, prohibiting them 
from holding and addressing meetings. ‘They wore not willing to obey that order, ‘Then they 
wore asked to show cause why they should not give security to Government for keeping the 
pesco, and failing which, why they shonld uot be imprisoned for six months, ‘They refused to 
show canse. Immediately, the District Magistrate passed an order sending them to prison for 
six months. 

“'Thoso are the facts. I submit Sir, that I deem it extremely unfortunate and extremely 
doplorable that at this time whon the Reforms are coming inte operation, when the Government 
of India wre considering the desirability of repealing all or some of the roprossive laws, the 
District Magistrate of labar should bave thought it fit to exercise these provisions of the 
Criminal Procedure Code and, aa I shall ba able to show presently, bring trouble not only to 
himself but to the others also inclusive of the Government. I can very well understand, Sir, 
the District Magistrate's anxicties for Proserving pence; I can also understand that with 
reasons he might have prohibited the holding of any particular mecting in the talak which T 
mentioned, namely, Ernad. But Icannot understand, Sir, why the District Magistrate should 
bave issued such an order under section 144 of the Crimin le, probibiting 
meetings and prohibiting these gentlemen to address meetings in. the town of Calicut. I have 
not heard of any distarbance in Calicut except casual petty quarrels. I have not heard of any 
disturbance in Oalicat like those disturbances that sometimes ocour in the Eraad taluk and in 
some parts of Walluvanad, TE instead of having issued this order he had allowed the meeting to 
proceed as wos done ot the time when Mr. Gandhi visited Calicut some months ago,—I myself 
‘was not prevent in Calicut then; [was told about thirty thousand persona were prevent to bear 
him preaching non-co-operation, absolutely no harm would bave taken place. As a matter of 
fact, people listen to theso specohes and go away and they forget them the next day. ‘They 
look upon thece things moze or less asa fun. At any rate in this part of India, in the Bouthern 
Prosidoney, Ja Malabar particularly of which [ know more than other districts, no harm bas 
taken place in consequence of the preaching of non- co-operation or the khilafat. So that, the 
effect of what the District Magistrate bos done is this. consequence of this order, there has 
been a large crowd in Calicut. The vakils have strack work ; I do not know whether the strike 
still continnes; I bave no information. In fact, I may say at once, Sir, that I have not received 
any communication from tho persons concerned. My information is from other sources. ‘The 
yakils bavo strack work, jutks wallahs have coased plying their jutkus and there is very groat 
ronsation. It is reported that schools and colleges bare became empty and the order has created 
great sensation and, as I said, quite unnceossarily. It may be ssid—I can very well under- 
stand it—how can the District Magistrate bo blamod whon these gentlemen on whom these 
orders wore scrved by him, donot obey the order? Is there any course left to him but to 
{mprison these persons P Legally I grant that that position under the Criminal Procedure. Code 
js correct, But the District Magistrate who is the representative of the Government in the 
Uietrict should take a more comprehensive and broader view than this and, instead of eronting, 
as I sabwit, trouble for others and for hirasolf he should prevent the oceurenoe of trouble; aud 
Teincorely and honestly beliove that his action in having issued this order will bring plenty of 
trouble. “Lt will excite the people and it will oreate tho very trouble which it is intended to 
avoid, ‘Tho troable may spread even to the dangerous zone, the Ernad taluk. Ido not know 
‘Mr. Yaqob Hason personally. I am told that bo is_held in high esteem in some quarters aod 
jn very great respect in others. This action of the Distriot ‘Magistrate is likely to excite and

I may say that, before I was aware of his intention to more an adjournment of the 
House for this purpose, I had already considered whether it would not he possible for 
me to make some statement. I was particularly anxious to reassure the House, 

~ especially after the telegrams appearing in the press of lust night, as to the state of 
Calicut, and.it was my intention in the first instance to read out the two latest 
telegrams that had passed between the District Magistrate of Malubar and the 
Government of Madras in reply. But, now that this definite motion has been 
moved, it will be more appropriate if I leave those two telegrams to a later stage. 

ra The Government of Madras sharethe Honourable Member's regret that it should . 
have been necessary at this time to take prohibitory action under the Criminal 
Procedure Code, but they o:fhnot agree with him that the action was unnecessary. 
Perhaps the best method of illustrating the position will be for me to place before 
the House the substance of the communications which we have received during the 
past few days from the District Magistrate of Malabar. These I now propose to 
rvead—if you‘ will permit me, Sir,—for the current of the narrative will gain force if 
they are read out instead of being paraphrased. 

“We had been aware for some time past from the confidential reports of the 
District Magistrate of Malabar that the position was getting more and more serious 
in respect of the Khilafat movement and the active manifestations of it. There is at 
least one question on that topic before this Couneil, which will, I hope, be answered 
to-morrow. Matters came definitely to a head on or about the 12th February when 
the District Magistrate found it necessary to issue orders prohibiting political 
meetings in Ernad and parts of W alluvanad, that is to say, the Mappilla area. The 

_ Distriet Magistrate’s telegram informing us of this ran as follows :— 

* Intimidation prevails throughout district. Further ection imperstive. Yaqub Hasan 
and Rajsgopalachnri expected to-day to tour district, Consider essential (to) prohibit meetings 
throughout the district and stop Yaqub Hasan forthwith.’ 

“Onur reply to that telegram was :— * 

Regret gencral prohibition you propose is impossible, bat Government have no desire to 
limit your discretion under section 144 in preventing specified meetings or restraining Yaqub 
Hasan or others from speaking on particnlar occasions.” 

The reason, Sir, why that reply was sent to the District Magistrate was that ve 
felt, as we feel now, that the senior Magistrate on the spot must. be trusted to exercise 
diseretionary power in regard to matters of a changing nature of which we, four 
hundred miles away, can have no precise idea. 

“Simultaneously with his telegram of the 1zth the District Magistrate wrote a 
letter in demi-official form of some length which I shall now read (I hope this’ will 
not make me exceed my time).” 


The Hon'ble the Parsrnent:—I am sure the Council will give the same indulgence 
to the Honourable Member as was shown. to Mr. Krishnan Nayar so that 
[Honourable Members can have the advantage of having full statement of the case.” 


The Honble Sir Liexen Davipsox :—“ I should like the House to recollect that 
what I am now reading is not a considered formal official report of the District 
Magistrate but is taken from a demi-official letter written in circumstances of great 
atress, on the exact wording of which it would be unfair to lay too much stress. 
This is what Mr. Thomas wrote :— ‘ 

“This lotter isin continuation of yesterday's telegram. I sent that as there was reliable 
information that Yaqub Hasen was dus to arrive, I now learn that he is not coming till the 
15th. ‘Ihe sitnation is really sorious. I have prohibited the holding of mectings in Bruad and 
Smith—tho Subdivisionel Magistrate—with my approval, has extended the prohibition to 
some amsoma of Walluvanad. My order was only just in time if indeed it is not too late. I 
have a letter from Smith describing tho intimidation that has been practised in Manieri and 
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Ti i Mappillas from bidding at the ferry and toll auctions which mostly aro 
ENgLr Ty Mupbllss, ‘Thay havo boda out olf from: teocivog tarvinalraerihe Gerber aoa cane 
provonted from drawing wator from public wolla and eo on. Asan example of how far some 
aro prepared to go, a man who complained in open Court to Smith was assaulted outside tho 
Court and threatened for doing so.

“Mr. Thomas then refers to the treatment which had been meted out to one of 
our own colleagues Mr. Bavotti; he had previously reported it to Government in 
greater detail— , : 

‘Lhave told you how Mr. Bavottihad to mak a solemn promise in the mosquo, that he 

‘would resign from the Council in onder to got permission to celebrate the marriage in his house 
and of the practica of intimidation im Ponnani,’ 

‘ What Sir, con this House think of a campaign of intimidation whieh has gono 
to such lengths as that? Mr. Thomas then anticipatesthe reception whieh another 
gentleman ‘of our number, Mr. Kunhi Ahmad Koya, will probably meet—which he 
would probably have met, I should rather say,—on his Teturn to Malabar, I trust 
that no such reception, will meet him now that"preventive action bas been taken by 
the District Magistrate to enforce and maintain the law. Mr. Thomas continues— 


‘Mr. Kunbi Ahmad Koya, the Calicut Member, rich as bo is, will hare a rough time whin 
ho roturns homo. With this otato of things it ia not to be expected that any Mappilla will 
stand up for Government though many are far from approving the Khilafat agitation. They 
have everything to gain and nothing apparently to lose by

“Mr. Thomas then refers to a union chairman who commands Great respect in 
the taluk of Ponnani. 


“T hove just seea the junior Jarattingal Tangal of Ponnani; both he und his senior, the « 
union chairman, are genvinely attached to Government and, a4 you will remember, command 
great respect ia Ponnani. le tells me that he cannot go to the Jamath and that he is 

ut to great difficulty to get meat and fish while bis brother bas had to go to Alloppey in 
hibit ty They ove daily insulted hy the Kuilafat partisans. Ez und desce omuee. LE this 
is the treatment meted out to snch men it is easy to imagine what less important people have to 
bear, He asked mo to issue a prohibitory order applicable to Ponnani taluk. 


‘Now the worst of all this is that thesn things are douo in the name of religion, aud if 
po check ia applied, a dangerous spirit will bo invoked, and tho more convinced the ordinary 
Mappilla gets of the powerlessuess of Goverament, the more outrageous will hia general conduct 

me. We aro allowing a lot of normally harmless material to become very inflammable 
and, it may.be, preparing the way for something far moro scrious than the isolaled expression 
of fanaticism that the oplinary Ernad outbreak roprescuts, 


‘I feel strougly that it is now time to make one effort to prevent the movemont from 
developing further avd I believe that firmness now will seatch the moremont ontright. If 
Goverament approve my proposal to prohibit meotings thronghout tho district whothor addressed 
by local or by imported firebrands the loyal will tako heart and tho potentially disloyal will 
come to the conclusion that it is better all round, and not the least against religion, to givo 
the go-by to Khilafnt. If nothing is to be done, Ido not care to forocast the probable roscite, 

‘Ido not wish to bo thought to be funking the issaswhon [ ask Governmant for ordors, 
‘Tt seems to me that, while it is cortain that tho ordors that I have tried to jnstify will provoke 
much criticism. = : 


(Me. Thomas was thus quite alive to the criticism that his orders have to-day 
received from Mr, Krishnan Nayar.)

“The Government have in their possession plenty of evidence to bear out that 
characterization of Mr, Yaqub Hasan’s views and his methods of expressing them.— 
That, Sir, is the fuller statement which gives the reasona why Mr. Thomas on the 
mame data telegraphed asking for leave to prohibit meetings throughout the district. 
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We refused that general leave, because we felt that it would be tantamount ta adopt. 
ing an irregular expedient for applying the Seditions Meetings Act to the district of 
Malabar without the sanction of the Government of India and beeause we felt that 
it could not be maintained. On the other head we were bound to say, having regard 
to the responsibility of the District Magistrate for the mainteance of peace, that we 
could in-no way place any restriction upon his discretion if in respect of particular 
meetings or with regard to particular persons he thought it necessary to take the 
action that he is empowered as a District Magistrate to take under ‘the Criminal 
Procedure Code. That, Sir, is what took place on the 12th. : 


“On the 14th the District Magistrate issued a prohibitory order addressed to Mr. 
Yaqub Hasan, Mr. C. Rajagopala Achari, whol believe did not go to Malabar, and 
three local leaders and also to the public of Calicut and Tanur where meetings were 
already arranged. This order, which is practically fhe same as the version appearing 
in the Hindu, was telegraphed to us as follows, omitting prepositions and articles for 
brevity, and arrived on the 14th or 14th, I am not quite certain which ;— 


* Whoreas it has beon made to appoar to m3 that as result of several political mectings 
professedly on Khilafat and non-co-operation held in various places in district (seven places 
named) and of speeches made at anoh mectinge, persons lawfally employed have been intimidated 
and annoyed many ways, obstructed their lawful parsaite and threatened annoyance and obstruc- 
‘tion and feelings moro ignorant inhabitants (Mappillas) have beea or are likely be inflamed 
against Government, and whereas in my opinion continuance holding such meetings will have 
immediate effeot disturbing public tranquillity and may vers likely lead riot alfray, and whereas 
in my opinion speedy provention such meetings in eiroamstanocs desirable, and whereas am 
jaformod politics) mesting to be held Calicut Tawar 16th, I hereby prohibit, eta 

“ Then follows a further order addressed to the public of Malabar as well, -No, 
this was Mr. “Thomas? proposed general prohibitory order in regard to meetings, 
which the Government did not permit. Our telegram in reply was issued on the 
th. It ran — 

* Government concur in order already issued ; edvised that the proposed general order is 
illogal. Lotter follows." 


“ We consulted our legal adviser, the Hon’ble the Advocate-General, and we gave 
Mr. Thomas demi-ofticial instructions, the general purport of which was that we 
concurred in the District, Magistrate’s use of section 144 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code to prevent specific meetings which were likely to havea disturbing effect 
and to probibit Mr. Yaqub Hasan and others from speaking at soecified meetings. 
As I have said already, the Seditious Meetings Act could not be applied without the 
previous sanction of the Government of India, and we were aware that the Gorern- 
ment of India would be most unwilling to grant sucha permission. It follows there- 
fore that, under the orders which he received from the Government, it was incumbent 
on the District Magistrate to deal with particular persons and with particalar places 
by special orders in cach case. 


“ The following day, the 16th, we received a telegram from the District Magis- 
trate stating that be had received information through a press communiqué tendered 
at the telegraph office at Calicut by the Seeretary of the Congress Committee that 
Mr. Yaqub Hasan had resolved to address a prohibited. mecting*in despite of the 
notice served on him, The particulars of this communiqué appeared in the Hindu 
last night. Ido not know exactly when it came into Mr. Thomas’ hands, but the 
facts do not seem to be disputed, Mr. Thomas had also received from other sources 
information that Mr. Yaqub Hasan was alleged to be intemling to disobey the 
orders of Government or the District Magistrate. Considering that tha public 
safety would be prejudiced by such disobedience, he directed the arrest of Mr. 
Yagab Hasan and certain other local extremists under section 144 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code in order to provide against possible disturbance. This action was 
reported to Government in the telegram seat on the 16th, which closed with the 
intimation that up till 6-15 p.m. there had been no disturbance. On the following 
day (17th) we received another telegram stating that considerable excitement was 
Trevuiling, the shop-keepers had been forced to close their shops and crowds were 
roaming about shouting Mahatma-ki Jai, ete. and describing tho police arrange. 
ments made in view of the gravity of the situation. Subsequent information makes 
it clear that the orders passed and proceedinga taken on tho 16th gave rise tozno 
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disturbance on the 16th and that it was not until lato on the afternoon of the 17th 
that real trouble began. We received at $ o’clook a telegram sent off a little after 
5 pm. trom whieh I take the following :— : 

“Pown now quict—19 honre (ie., at 4 pin). ‘Yagub Hnsan and othor oounter- 
petitioners removed without trouble to Cunnanoro Jail. Vak'ls observed strike. - Partial strike 
only in bazanre, Crowd now good humoured, Do uot expect attempt to hold mocting dofianco 
orders. Hold worst is over so far as Calicut is concerned. . . . Have seen pross merge 
containing somewhat misleading report of yesterday's proceedings.’ ; 

“The telegram then urges strougly the advisability of issuing a press communiqué, 
which we have every intention of doing. : 
The last in the series of telegrams, sent off late last night and received early 
this morning, runs thus :— és 
= z ‘Tonight (ie. 17¢h) about 17 hours procession started with religious cries and soon 
af included ten to fifteen thousand, Not all demonstrators. Object prosumahly to overawe 
authorities. Procession and crowd on beach about 20,000 massed near Club. Decided towards 
nightfall to disperse crowd, and police did so, Some stonea thrown, no casualties, uo shooting 5 
situation in hand,’ : 

“T think this House will agree with me that the dispersal of that meeting with 
such a measure of success is no small testimony to the efficiency of the magistracy 
and the police of Calicut. This morning a reply telegram was sent to Mr. Thomas 
in these terms :-= : 

‘Government are glad to learn that you ara handling a very difficult position with 
suceess and that you bave the situation well in hand. They note with approval that you are 
fully alive to expediency of restricting use of fre-arma to oases whera absolutely necessary for 
protection of life and proporty.” 

“« The last sentence refers to a passage in an earlier telegram which I did not 
read out; it showed that the Magistrate was fully alive to the situation, 


*« The District Magistrate's final report was received this afternoon incontinuation 
of the telegram which I have just read out. This is the report :— . 














= He left me to gather further information and report later in the day.” - 


“Then Mr. Thomas refers to the press message sent by Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar, 
¢ Secretary to the Congress Committee, Calicut. In this message it was stated— . 


* In order to allay tha alarfa and resentment" (I quote from memory as Lam writing this 
tocatch the mail) ‘caused by my orders and by a notice ismned to U. Gopal Menon sader 
section 108, Criminal Procedure Code, Yagub Hasan has resolved to address the publio meeting 
notwithstanding the Distriet Magistrate's probihtion order,’ Tho memaze mnde it clear that 
this decision was como to after n meeting of the Khilafat Committee. This information semed + 
fo mako my duty clear. Yagub Hasan bad made up his mind to disregard an order lavfully 
{issued by & competent uthority nd still in force, that is to eny, ho issued a challenge thet 
I could not pretend not to notice without abdicating my authority as District Magistrate in 
favour of tho Khilafat Committeo, ‘that is the view I took and now bold. And in my view it 
now becamo necessary to take auch action as woald prevent the public mocting from buras held, 
Government had approved my ordors aud I assamo expected me to enfore them.’ 


“Tt would have been impossiblo, in the opinion of the Government, to have allow- 
ed such an order to be defied with impunity. The report By ee 
* Three courses were open to me— 


(1) to let the meeting commence and then oall it i 
break it up os on unlawful assy, ‘upon it to disperse and to use foroo te 
(2) L could let them have and hold thei i a 
wards for disobeying the order of a publi eee ee ere sprigs ella 
‘That would have meant 1 shirked the issuo,’ . 


“TEI may with your leave, Sir, address a personal question to tl i 
reeslation, I should like to ask if with his léng experience aa an oareeting officer ne 
would willingly Lave shirked the issue if he had been in Mr. ‘Thomas? place,” 
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Diwan Bahadur Krtsinan Navan :— My answer certainly is that if Thad issued 
euch on order I would have enforced itat any cost. But I would think not only 
once or twice, but ten times over before issuing such a prohibitory order.’* 


The Hon'ble Sir Lions Davrpsox :-—‘ I have received the answer which I expected. 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar admits that ifa definite order had been issued it was imperatively 
necessary that it should be enforced. Mr. Thomas mentioned three ways of dealing 
with it, He comes next to the third method, namely, action under sections 107 and 
114, Criminal Procedure Code. I do not think I need weary the House with details 
of the actual orders issued under those sections. But I may say that I have had the 
advantage. of examining them with the Hon'ble the Advocate-General ard so far 
have discovered no technical flaw. If there be any technical flaw, those affected 
have a right of redress by application to the High Court for revision. 

‘The arrest of the four men,’ continues Mr. Thomas ‘ was effected without any fuss by 
tho police at about 2-80 p.m. and they were brought to my office at once and tho inquiry undor 

.section 107 commenced, I made it perfeotly clear at the outset, and later on, when the inqui 
was concluded and before I passed orders, that my action was parcly preventivo, and that if 
the counter-petitioners or any of them would give me an undertaking that they would not do 
-anything that might disturb the peu Sernaatltys I would stay proves . But they 
preferred not to offer any such undertaking and I therefore had no alternative but to call on 
‘them to furnish security, and os they would not do even that, to commit them to jail where 
thoy now are, Yaqub Hasan explained hia point of view to mo. He held that my orders wero 
ill-advised and provocativo of disorder and that the best or the only way to achieve the object 
we had in commen—the preservation of peace—was for him to disregard my order and tell 
tho public that they really must observe strictly the creed of non-violonee, thus setting np his 
right of private judgment in a matter on which as a stranger to the district he had no data to 
form on opinion, Ido not suppose that Gorernment will bold that I should have done well to 
Jet hira test his theory.” = : 
* Mr, ‘Thomas’ supposition, Sir, is correct, He was quite right in not allowiag 
Mr. Yaqub Hasan to test his theory, The report continues— - 

“Till B au. to-day there has been no disturbance. The reserve polico were called out 
and kept in readiness to deol with any disturbance and kept order roond my court. ‘Tho: 
‘were of coursa armed. On the principle that prevention is safer than care, I asked the Officer 
Commanding the West Hill Detachment to provide two patrols on motor lorries and I gladly 
acknowledge the prompinces with which he complied with my request. Each lorry was accom 
panied by a magistrate of the first class and patrolled the ‘Mappilla quarter till dusk. There 
was little or no excitement displayed anywhore ; a large crowd assembled near my office and 

~ took some interest ia what was going on, till u hockey match on the maidan in front of the 
office began snd occupied their attention and interest.” w 


‘Mr. M. Rasacuaxpra Rao :— That is the test—whether they had come there 
merely for amusement or for committing violence.” 


The Hon'ble Sir Lronet Davrpsox :—“ The point is that there were no disturbances 
until the evening of the 17th when the agitators had been round counselling deBance 
of the law. That isthe usual history of Khilafat disturbances : left alone, the people 

“are quiet enough, The report continues— . 
*Tt was only after the four mon were taken to the sub-jail that there was any liveliness. 
‘Tho District Superintendent of Police reported to me verbally that a crowd of about 2,000 was 
marching about the town shouting “God is great”. Many of these were youngsters “—mark 
the next words—” but thera were about two or three bundred. Mappillas from outside the town 
who had como by train from parte of Ernad and Ponnani.’

“ Those of us who have done drill with the Indian Defence Force will recollect, if 
my memory is not at fault, that ‘port arms’ means that the rifle is held laterally in 
front of the body with the bayonet pointing to one side, and not to the front as would 
‘be the case if the order given were to charge.

_ Sir, Inced not further prolong my already long drawn out «peech ; my object has 
been to show that the District Magistrate did not act in haste, that he considered the 
situation with great care, that among his advisers was a police officer (Mr. Iitch- 
cock) whose practical experience and knowledgo of Malabar, its people and its 

‘conditions are almost unrivalled amongst Europeans, that he consulted. dhe Government 
and that the Government in their turn consulted their legal advisers as to the legality 
of the possible courses and took action to prevent the District Magistrate “from, 
adopting the expedient of a general prohi tion against meetings, which was probably 
contrary to law and was in any case politically inexpedient. 

«] do not know, Sir,.if there isany other point with regard to which any 
Honourable Member of this House would like to haye information, but so far as it is 
in my possession, I shall be ready to give it. .

Resolutions in regard to the 
Fepeal of the varions repressive laws and in regard tothe situation in the Punjab Lave bern 
discussed and statements have been made on bebalf of the Central Government the effect of 
which will have to be seen throughout the country, Tam referring to these important eventa 
for the purpose of showing that while stops are heing tnkon by tho Central Government to 
aauage ullie feoling, to make amends and gouerally, as has been put, to initiate a polioy of 
forget and forgive, whether it is right on the part of this Governinent to initiate what I may 
fall's reyzessive policy ia Malabar, ‘The {Ton’ble Mr. Krishnan Nayar comes from that part of 
tho country, and ho is an experienced administrator, and with mgard to this motion we are 
entirely in his hands.

method of issuing an order prohibiting public mostiogs and striking at the fundamental and 
clomentary rights and privileges of ordinary citizens. I thereforo consider that this is entirely 
an unconstitutional procedure for the Magistrate Government to have adopted. It is not 
made out that there was any breach of peace immediately before or immediately after or so 
connected with this particular meeting, which it was desired to prohibit, as to justify the 
Magistrate in issuing the orders or the Government in sanctioning tho action of the Magistrate. 
Reference was made to the Government legal adviser. I think the legal adviser merely gives 
his legal opinion, It is not. suggested that it had anything todo with the question of the 
merits, or the political expediency or the constitutional aspects which we have got to do in this

atmosphere is one illenited for action such us that taken. Ido not want at all for one moment 
to disguise the fact that if there has been any iraperative necessity made out, it will be absolutely 
necessary for Government, however unwilling it might be, to pursue the particolar coarse 
of conduct, refurrod to-day. ‘Ibe question is has that necessity been made out? While the 
‘Hon'ble Sir Lionel Davidson has been very full in the information that he has given as to what 
has ‘been done after Mr. Thomas has asked for instructions as to what he should do with reference 
ot the order that he has issued under section 144, we have not been taken into so much details 
with respoct to the preceding portions of the ease. All that we wore told was that, 2 
Tho Hon’ble Sir Liosen Davipson :—“ I rise to invite the attention of the House to the 
long letter I read from the District Magistrate written on the 12th Febraary.”" 


Diwan Bahadur L, A. Govinoatacnava Avvar :—" I am perfectly aware of all that, Sir, 
and being alive to that,’I venture to make my remarks. I may be right or wrong, bat there is 
no question of a point of order in thia. What I submit for the consideration of the Honss is thia, 
We have been told that it was bronght to the notice of the Gorornment that certain persons wero. 
provented from pursuing their ocoupations, that the barbers were asked not to go to particular 

ereon to do their services to him. We were told that two persona, possibly members of this 
* ‘ouse, or outaide it, very respeotable vitizons of Calicut, were Erevan from pursuing their nsnal 
vocation, But, Sir, where is the connection made out between the kind of activity that it waa 
suspected that thesa aur parsons have been pursuing and the course of eonduet parsued with 
respect to the citivens of Calicut, On the other hand, Sir, the oourss thst appears best to be 
followed is, this not to prevent public speaking the ventilation of public views, so that these 
forces which are now being feared may not burrow inside, so that there may not be any under- 
current of discontent leading to action of a most violent character, which ‘you will be unable to 
spot the source of, but which on that acconnt is by no means less reprehensible, or more desirable 
to be weeded out. On the other hand, I venture to think that it ia permitting porsons, who 
happen to views which aro uot socepted by othera giving them full opportunities of expresying 
‘their viewsso long as thoy remain within the limits of the law, it is that, Sir, that iscalculated to 
Lring about public good aud publio tranquility ond public peaoo. It is because I think that in 
this icular casa that aspect of the question has not been given its full weight and considera- 
tion, I rise to support the motion now before the House, 

“ There is one other point I wish to state. The Government, we were told, acting apon 
logal advice, has informed the Collector that a general order under section 144 is one either 
illegal or of Goubtful legality. Now I would have expected, Sir, the Government to have alvo 
added there they would deprecats any action on the part of the Collector which is intended 
to curb the proper ud constitutional expression of opinion by every citizon of His 
Majesty’s Empire, the vontilation by him of views that are held by bim on any question, 
whether of religion, or of politics, or of sociology. Far from that, we find this, that there 
in 9 suggestion thrown out that,there is one method of the Collector making his action legal if he 
chooses to indulge in it, that is by restricting his order to a particular sec¥jon, or to particular 
persons, I rather think, Sir, that the Government has, to some extent, shown its sympathy with 
what underlies the thing, viz., that it is sought, for what is considered pablie tranquility, itmight 

«have been a fancied sense of public tranquility, to take away what is due to a man as a citizen, 
a citizon who works in times which are, as everybody in this House will reoognize, fall of peril 
and full of poteney of either beneficial or maleficent consequences for the future. Now, Sir, I was 
agreeably surprised when I heard Bir P.\Tyagarays Chettiyar not merely warning. . . .”

Mr. 8, Somasowpanam Pritati—''As a mative of Tanjore I have some interest’ in the 
district. 80 T bog to support tht resolution. Tho chiof oause which haa yivon iso to brosches 
all over tho Tanjore district is that tho rivers in that district are not fast running and are unable 
to carry the silt: Every year they bring from the mountain some sand and med and. leero 
them in the Tanjore district. ‘Thorefore the Jovel of the bed rises and the vents are unable te 
draw off tho surplus wator. Thera are two or three sluices, ous at Vadugappatti aud the otber 
at the Grand Anicut. They are also unable to draw all the water; and so the Cauvery iv alted, 
Even if there aro no breaches, owing to the rise of the hed-lovel, it comes to the level of sho 
fiolds and all the erops aro submerged. Ther is no proper drainage. ‘Tho minridees in the 
villages are obliged to dig channels at their own cost, If micasidars get on well Goversmene 
also will got on well. ‘These questions taust bo considered somehow gr ather and something 
mast be done. : 


‘Mr. A. T. Paraee:— Mr. Prosident, it has been made clear to the House that the rivers 
in the jore district are silting up. The Honourable Member for Revenue has told us that 
investigations are boing made in regard to the subject, In this connexion I may say that we 
are often reminded of the proverbial doctors who declare a patient to be dead when be is still 
alive and order his burial. I mean to say that technical opinion ia not always the safest opinion, * 
‘There are occasions when tha opinions of men of ex rience, cultivators and landholders and of 
those who aro living oa the banks of rivers in the ‘Tanjore divtrict would be very useful. - hia 
in a very important: question, because very often in this country we see that many. projeo 
postponed or given up entirely on the verdict of experts and enginoers, and so on. It is good 
‘that this committea should be formed as an oxamplo for other committces that may be formed 
in days to come, 1 do not sos any objection to tha proposal brought forward by the 
Honourable Member because it will not entail expenditure from the finances of the Government. 
It is avery humble and modest proposal which should meet with the-acceptance of this House.” 


“Rao Bahadur K.8. Vewkatanawa Axtaa:— I wish to make a few observations, I vefer 
fo page 81 of the Y'anjoro Scheme report in whick it is etated ‘The subject of drainage is s0 
important as to descrve separate mention, As o result, apparently, of the comments on the 
Cauvery delta irrigation made at the last settlement, Colonel Smart was placed o 
in 1895 for investigating and preparing schomes for improving the irrigation an 
the delta. , 

* Colonel Smart's propoaals for improving drainage foll under ping main heads :-— 
(1) Pal (2) Cauvery and Ayyavayyanar, (3) Nandodayar, (4) Nandalar, 
(5) Kattarkadevayar, (8) Harichandranathi, (7) “Adappar, (8) Molliyer, (9) Enbank? 
ments.” 4 
Uf theso items only two or three have been carried out. Later on, the report contin 
“Thus the general improvemonts falling under four items have been held in abeyance ; in any 
caso, progress in item (8) would not be possible ponding the carrying out of the Caavery~ 
Mottur project and item (9) which related to leading certain rivers through tho salt swamp bas, 
T understand, beon abandoned on the ground that the banks would not stand on account of the 
saline nature of the soil.” Though Oolonel Smart had worked this up irom 1805, nothiog 
‘tangible secms to have been done. Before we wait to see what the result of the other schemes 
would be I do not know what the position of the mirasidars would be in another 30 years. 


* T am concerned chiefly with the carrying off of rain water andif the Honourable Member 
would only take the necessary steps for the purpose of putting up those embankments in order, 
the question of the improvement of irrigation will only bee secondary consideration. With 
regard to the Mottur project wo aze least concerned with it. Government takes these projects 
as productive works. ‘They caleulate the amount of interest expected from those projects. We 
are mostly concerned with regard to tho saving ol! present condition, After putting our 
‘House in order we onght to go to extensions. We are not in the least concerned with tha 
Mottur project or the Periyar project. £ own 200 acres in one village. I would rather poy 
Rs. 2 more avery year, ic, Hs, 400 overy year if Goverament could only insure that the river 
water is uot let into my lands, Every mirasidar will pay Ra. 2 extra per acre if he is saved 
from the river water. With regnrd to the referouos by the Hoosurabla Member te the 
Chairman of the Taluk Landholders’ Association, I do not know if he refers to me; if so, I 
believe I did not receive any such communication. But I received a communication recently 
after I vent up questions from the Superintending Engineer about this matter. I therefore say 
that though this is a matter which concerns only one Tisteiot 1) if a matter which will 
not entail mnoh expenditure or waste of time or waste of energy or anything of the kind, and 
if the investigation is complete and Government are in possession of the information it is 
very easy. The Engineer whom the Goverument may appoint cao convince this committea 
exactly whore they ore, what the Government proposals are. Thon it will be a very cosy task 
‘That is all the more the reason why this committee should be formed.” .

“ Bofore I move this resolution L wish to correct myself and to correct any impression 
may have gained ground in the minds of membors of the Honse that I am ag: Pe aphestatra 
of honse-sites for Panchamas. I am notat all against tha nequisition of house-sites for Panchamas 
Lam only intorested in soaing that these bouso-sites are acquired in a manner which in least in- 
convenient and in a manner which is least annoying both tothe landholders and the Panchamas. 
I submitted my resolution in two cli tthe Hon'ble the President disallowed a portion 
and thorefore it is that my resolution is as itstands, When [say that the proceedings might 
be stopped, evidently soma Members thoaght—it waa also the impression in the minds of some of 
those who bave taken the trouble of writing an article on the subjact—that I was against it and 
that I was reactionary. What I wish to say is that, so far as [was concerned, 1 have been 
equally a friend of the Panchamas. During my chairmansbip I opened tho first elementary 
Panchama. school and as 1 could not geta teacher there with considerable difficulty I got a 
feocber frmin Madras and that waboo! fs being rom. IC Dr. Verphess who was the Civil Geeecan 
‘at Negapatam could be asked, ho would say how I took ove of my own labourer boys who had 
acoidont in my own cheaton and Lad him treated in the hospital although he was a Panchama, 
Tam not one of these reactionary landlords whom Swami Adviitananda referred to in the 
* Justice’ dated the 15th February.”

Rao Babadur K. 8. Vexkatanawa Avvan:—" Very well, thanks, I sball obey. I there- 
fore say that thero will be no opprebension in the minds of any Membors of this Hoase 
that I'am against it. For tho information of the House, T have to say that Mr. Grey 
himself has admitted that the question of froo house-sites for depressed classes isa difficult one 
Ho says that the existing cheris are in most cases surrounded by wet lands, Mr. Groy also 
stated in his re] how far the freedom of labourers, of Panchamas and other classes, is restrained 
by a system of man mortgage. Ho.also shows how the house-sites aro usel by landlords ia order 
to forca the Isbonrers to work ona lower rate of wages, As I » Tam not concerned with 
that question, So faras my vil is concerned, or within a radius of 5 miles, there has been 
no troublo, In soma cases, € instances havo been brought to my notice asto how the 
acquisition is made without consalting the land holders who may be quite willing to point out a 
proper sito that would satisfy the Special Deputy Collector. Whatis now happening is that the 
‘very aite the labour occupies, whother it is less than 6 or more than 5 cents is wanted ; a notificat- 
ion is published in the gazette and the landholder is asked what price ho would accept for it. The 

uestion is not one of price but one of convenience. Members of this!Honse know that, in the 
Aistrice of Tenjoro in the olden days, the ghori sites ware 20 located in the midet of about 100 
ncres or 50 acres of land so that the land might be easily accessible to the labourers and the 
Jabonrers might also look after the crops and protect them from the depredation of 
cattle, sheep, ete. Bubif the labourer who is already there, whother rightly or wrongly, is 
made tho ultimate owner thereof and if the landlord ‘wantato putin another labourer in the 

is ade, whore is he to go for the site? So far as Tam concerned, I am prepared to 
show hundred sites in my village better situated in dry lands, patta lands of mioe, ond I shall 
be quite willing to give them at a nominal cost to any labourer who wants it, I kaow there 
are other landlords who are quite willing to give similarly if the Special Deputy Collector will 
only go and, consult the landlord or if his subordinates will not go ont and create mis- 
understandings by misrepresenting things thus making them hot for both the land lords and 
the pediyal, That is my object. 

‘(Thore are aome labourers who have lived in the same placa fora long time. Though, as 
stated in one of the resolutions brought by the Honourable Member of Madras, Mr. Devadas, it 
is not a question of houso-sites on which @ superstructura has heen constructed at a great cost; 
hore however the superstructure is not of great valuc. But supposing in a big compound 

uarters are coustrueted for the servants of the owner of the estate and against 3 if he 
Uifnisses every one of the servants and if be is to bo still surrounded by such dis 
Ido not know what his position would be. , Sometimes the difficulty happens liko this, If the 
labourer lets loose his cattle, tho landholder does not exeuse bim but impoundsthe cattle. What 
‘will the poor labourer do if he has to pay eight or four annas for his buffalo or his cow ? So, if 
tomo suck saisundorstanding or litigation arises, the resalt is that the Inbourer suffers, I have 
Known instances in which the Spcoial Doputy Collector bas taken some such complaints about 
the cattle being impounded and forwarded it to the Sub-Magistrate for disposal. IE the Sub- 
Magistrata dismisses these complaints on the ground that they ought to have beea presented in 
aon, an oxplanation is asked for from the Magistrate and I du not kaow whether the Special 
ty Collector was authorized to do so in these cases. And naturally evon good poople are 
emboldeucd and they become recalcitrant, Onc instance I know in Kumbakonam taluk in 
Neolakuli village whore one Pauchama of the village owns? acres of land, owns tiled house and 
vacant-aites also; Under the pretext that ho has no sufficiont backyard, 69 acres of land have 
now been acquired from the village private servants’ inam lands. The wonder of it is that a 
fiold has boen included in the acquisition, I do not know why anch instaness should happen or

The Hoo'ble Khan Baader Mugauman Hast-ut-tam Samm Bahadur :-~" Mr. Presi- 
dent, I beliove it is generally understood that the besic principle underlying the fixation of kist- 
bandi is thi y of the zyot to pay the kist with due regard to bis resources as also the 
administrative expediency. , So far as the former condition goes, the oaly eriterion to be applied 
is the factas to when the crops are harvested and when they are sold. Tho first instalment 
of kist generally in every district begins soon after a crop is harvested and sold, bat not cor- 
tainly long after it has been sold ; and so far ag the latter conti gency is concerned, practically 
the whole of the land revenue demand, in the interest of administration, is collected as far os 

Possible before the close of the flnaucial year. * 

-_, Now in the caso of the Coimbatoro distriet to which our attention has been drawn by 
this resolution, I find, Sir, that these two conditions have been thoroughly satiefled. The 
month in which the first instalment of the land revenue begins isthe month of January. 
Qoimbatore is’ district where there is more of dry cultivation than wet cultivation. Statistica 

“show tbat the percentage of wet cultivation in the whole district is no more than 336. It was, 
therefore, necessary to take into account the harvest of dry cultivation of the district. for the 

mrpose of determining the month in which tha first instalment of land revence should begin, 
We fiud that in this district dry crops, such 48 cumbu, cholam and rogi, are harvested in or 
before December of every year. January, therefore, is the most appropriate month for the pur- 
ioe of beginning the collection of the Urst instalment of land revenue. Goverament have laid 
jown theso broad principlos for tha fixation of the kisthandi and instalmentsin which it ought, 
to be collected. at at the same time Government are anxious to avoid, as far as possible, 
ineonvenicnces in particular districts or portion of districts where possibly conditions 
might vary, and for the purpose of revising, il neccasary, the kistbandis in particolar districts, 
if ench revision besomes necessary, they have laid down that whenever any district is under 
resettlement, tho special offoer engeged on tho resettlement work should make this inquiry 
and make a special roport to Government as regards the reasonableness or otherwise of the kist- 
bendi in force in that particular district or part of the district, as tho caso may be. ‘The house 
probably is aware that the district of Coimbatore was resettled in the year 1910, This question 
of the kisthandi was thoroughly investigated in that year aud we have the assurance of the 
Sfeoial Settlement Officer as also of other officials, above him, that ho oousulted public opinion 
as far as povsible and that be would adhere to the kistbandi from January to April, Govera- 
ment accepted that recommendation which is now iu force, As 1 said already, the fixation of 
the kistbandi is also a matter which concerns the administration of the country. Honourable 
Members are aware that the lond revenue whieh forme the bulk of the resourees of this province 
is oxpected to be collected before the end of March. In tho case of tho Coimbatore district 
which wo are now discussing and for which there ja o total demand of 30 Iahhs in the shape of 
land revenue, we bave taken credit for the first three instalments of this demand as collectable 
during the current year and have carried forward the remaining fonrth instalment which ia 
collectable in the month of April to the figures of 1921-22, Ifa change of this kind is introduced, 
it would prolong the collection of Innd reverme to a period far beyond that covered Ly the 
curront-finaneial yeat. ‘Therefore, instead of collecting the 28 lakhs of rupees from the Coimba~ 
tore district before the close of the financial ycar, we cannot hope to collect more than 7 lakhs.

‘Tho balance will therefore remain a deficiency. Now it is obvious that the administrative needs 
‘of the country have also to be kept in view ‘and the sudden paralysis whieh such an Arran, nent 
will produce in tho financial equilibrium has to be avorted. We. aro now obliged to find more 
Shoney thon what we oan hope ta secure, but if proposals are made for the purpose of denying 
to us before the closo of the financial year oven that mouey which wa bad hoped to secure, 
Pam afraid, Sir, tha financial position ‘of the province, will be seriously affected. Wa 
jrave carefully considered whether the ryots will as a matter of fact aprsiel gain by any 
change of the systemasisnow advocated, and we are assuredon the best authority that this arrange- 
tnentis by no teans demanded by tho ryota atall. “The question of the kisthandi has como np 
before the Government from time ta time. ‘The Government made a completo survey of the 
whole question in the yeur 1888. ‘They pursued those investigations 16 the year 1804 and thea 
again in 1908 they resurveyed the whole position and what we now find in the shape of kist 
‘bandi in the various districts is the result o! careful and detailed investigations which have thus 
bacn'conducted from period to period, and if any radical change is introduced’into the system, it 
mould, toy mind, ronder no kind of matorial assistance to the tax-payor but will merely embarrass 
‘the financial position of Government, I ‘woul fherefore venture to think that this resolution may 
berecousiderd by my Honourable friend who brought it forward, for, T take it, that be is as 
much interested in tha financial solvency of this province as any of us are. ‘As there is anothor 
resolution tabled immediately below this of more or less the same description, I shall not entor 
into some other details whieh T think I can do when the other question is taken up for 
consideration.” 

Mr, G. V, Vexgatanauana Avvarcar:—“ Sit, ‘Twant to support this proposition. rT 
donot Know if the Hon'ble the Rerenue Member expecta mo to move the proposition just below 
After this is disposed of, Ido not think it will be necossary, beoaaso the whole proposition may 
be discussed in this resolution itself and it may ‘be left to the Gorerament to say whether they 
will change tho first kist month to March or February. 4 

“T have been carefully listening tothe speech of the Hon'ble the Novenue Member and 
-was surprised to seo that ho thould have taken so much trouble to oppose this proj asition. 
‘After all, as a fricad hero remarked, it is.a question of expert apiuion” of tho ryots and of the 
_ poople who live there. Imay say that I have londs in several places of tho district and it is 

newa to me that miost of the crops are harvested in December. Only nanja lands are harvestel 

Sithor in Angust or September, For dry lands thero are threr crops in Ti, Chittrai or Avani. 

It ig a matter of great surprise to us to hear that, cholam and cambu ate harvested in Tui. Lt 
Jee take the atatisties of lands on which kambu is grown io that district, it would appear that 
cumbu isa very subordinate orop, the chief orop used by the ryots being cholam, So far as we 
know, no crop, either paddy or cholam, or any other, is harvested before Tai. It is gensrally 
harve: ‘at the end of Tai which moans about the middle of February or so. Uno sarioas 
objection which is brought forward, I am sorry to sss, for the parp2ss of utatistios is whether _ 
seretautd aclude the kist collection of a particular year in tao azoounts of this yuar or the next 
sear. ‘This does not soom to ma to bo a great difficulty nt all, Tt may be in tho first voar that 
there is a little change or a little deficit or a little diiference. Bat inthe next year following 
it thre may bo a large increase to make up for the deficiency of this year and ia years to’- 
come ell that difficulty would disappear. As matters stand, Sir, I ean atate on bahalf of tho 
poor ryot that he is pot to sorions and great diffisultios by tho kist collections being made 
Pe Tauuary. ‘The practica ix for morehants to go and advance monoy to the ryote on the 
Fs nderstanding that they would bo given abont 50 or 7) por coat of tho markut price at the 
bo timo when the harvest is made, or more often ‘tho price is stated at Ri. 3 or Rs. 4.and advanoos 
tee made on condition that tho grain should be delivered at a particular prica of Rs, 3 or 
Hed whereas the market price ot the time of the actual deliverygof grain ia probably Rs. 6 
or Re. 7. Therefore the ordinary ryot aulfers a good deal of loss by this prosedare,

“ We bave heard the objection stated that people bave got money on hand. If the people 
hare got money on hand, there is no reason why we should be pressing this over and over agaia. 
The Houourable Momber for Government seems to think that there is some ulterior motive 
for us to bring this resolution but there is absolutely no doubt whatever that we have been 
pressed to do it for several years past, Therefore, as regards the question of the people haviug 
Money, wa can authoritatively say that the barveste in Coinbatore district are generally in 
Tai or Chittrai which is January or February and April or May. Those peaplo who harvest 
in Tai as wellas thore who harvest in Chittrai are pot to great difficulty in having to borrow 
large sums of monoy before the harvest really takes place, So far asthe Government are 
concerned, I do not think any serious ground has been shown as to why this change should not 
ba made. 

“Of course one thing has boon said, that probably we shall bave to draw on the reserves 
in December for which we shall have to got the sanction of the Government of India, Ido 
not know if that ia avery great difficulty. ‘We know that lakhs and lakhs of rapees 
into the Bauk of Madras in the month of January or February or earlier without being uti 
‘by the Government. If, on the other.hand, there is any necessity to draw from the balance in 

ember, Ido not think there will be any great difficulty. It is only a formal matter. 
‘The Government of India will not refuse the grant if this Government wants it. Uno the other 
bend, tho poor ryot will ba saved all the interest he pays for the money locked up in the Bank 
of Madras for several months. In theso circumstances, we respectfully request the Hon'ble 
the Revenue Member to consider whether it is not desirable for Government to change its opinion 
and do omothing in the way of affording some relief to these poor people, This relief 
would not cost a pie to Government bot at the same time it would bring immense relief to the 
people. It may mean a large amount s0 far as one district ia concerned, but I would requost 
all the members to vate.’ 











Tbe Hon'ble Mz, C. G. Topnustse:—" The last speaker saya that this Governmeny 
eau easily get leave from the Government of India to draw on balances and that it is only a 
formal matter. Icon assure him that it is not a formal matter at all. On the other hand, we 
have more than once asked for auch leave during the past year when it bas been refused, He 
further says that thero ie’ plenty of ie jying inthe Bank of Madras. I wish he would 
show me any means of drawing upon it, Our closing balance is something like 37 Iakbs and 
he wagts to take 21 out ofthis. Avothor draft or two of the same sort and wo should be 
bankrupt, : 


“Tam ready, with my bonourable colleagues, to examine the question, and see what can 
be done. But wo do want to take the resolutions of this house seriously, aud if we are going 
to have resolutions passed that simply commit the Government to baukruptoy, it will be very 
dificult to give them the value which the rosclutions of this house deserve.” 


Mr, C. V. 8. Narastuna Raso:—“If I heard the Hon'ble the Revenue Member 
correctly, he stated that the month of Décember is the mouth for remittance of kist into Govern- 
ment treasuries. Now, Sir, the present motion is that the kist from January should be shifted 
to March. I do not find any connexion between the month of December and the month of 
January. We cannot understand clearly how the money that comes in in the month of January 
from the Uoimbatore district kisthandi can affect the deficiencies of treasuries in the month of 
December. I hope the Revenue Member will try to make matters more clear, 

‘ir, the noxt point is, Ido admit that administrative interests should be taken into 
consideration, but we should also take into consideration the grievances of the ryotsin fixing 
the kiatbandi. : 


“Now, Sir, again it was stated that cumba is being harvested as the firat ap in Coimbatore 
district in the month of December. But it is to be remambered that it is a food crop and if 
T understand the principles that from timo to time have governed the resettlements of various 
districts, it ia aleadly laid down thet in fixingthe kisthandi, food crops should not be taken into 
prominent consideration ; the harvesting season of food crops has not to be taken inte considera 
tion, Besides, wo are told that immediatoly after this in tha month of February or March, some 
more food crops such a8 cholam and ragi are being hurvested and when such is the case, I de not 
think the Government will be justified in asking a ryot to sell away his first food crop that is 
barvested in December in order to pay the Government kist. The Government can very well 
wait and collect ¢heir duca from the second crop if there are not important commercial crops to 
‘be harvested in the district. Sir, in this connection, [ have to submit that more prominence is 
gencrally given to commercial crops in fixing the kistbandi. 


Ido not think the Hon'blo Member for Revenue has stated what are the important eom- 
mercial crops of the district. As far as I can gather, cotton is a very important commercial crop 
of the district and I understand it is being harvested in the month of Marvb, OF course I way 
it subject to correction, for Lam not a native of the district aud Iam not conversant with its 

wuliar conditions. But I say with all respect to the Member for the district that March is the 
eating season for cotton, Sir, when cotton is the harvesting crop, I thiuk Government cau 
reasonably wait till March for the collection of kista instead of asking the ryt to borrow mouey

But if sugarcane crop cannot be harvested early in December I 
think the Government may postpone collection of kist till Maro or April.

I know that in so many mills in the Tanjore district steam and ol engines are 
run by forenion who bave no knowledge of the mechanism, ‘1 hey run the machine sq lar agit 
goes, and whon it breaks they ask tho owner of the mill to run nr to Madras, and get a bighl 
paid mechanic to repair it. Toavoid such things, I should like to train some students in bot!

Mr. A.M. MacDovoats.:—“ Mr. Prosident, I am against this proposal not because I am 
out of sympathy with it exactly, but I think it will involve unnecessary expenditure of Govern 
ment money. ‘To have a successful industrial school, one must have the articlea to work upon, 
to teach the students who ard learning mechanics, I wonder if the Honourable the movor of 
the proposal intends the Government to enter into competition with private manufactarers in 
turning out the products of tho school. ‘That is one aspect. The second aspect is that it is not 
eo enay as the proposer would like to make out to train a mechanio. My experience of the pro- 
duct of the industrial schoola is they are not very promising. I believe in this country a 
mechanio is born and not made, The traditions of this country are against industrial work, 
‘And the feoling among the student population of the country js that they do not wish to oil 
their hands with labour but would prefer to drive a pen rathcr than a steam ongina. ‘The class 
that we want for mechanics,are those whose fathers nnd grand-fathers were in the line and to 
that extent ther would bave, what I eall, mechanical blood in their veins. Then to assist thom, 
A certain amount of general education is neccesary. In all industrial schools, it will be much 
‘better if elementary education is given at nights, Let them pursue the usual vocation of loarn- 
ing a trade during the day and add to tho knowledge in tho evening by a certain amount of 
elementary education which will enable them to develop their brains and doveta the development 
to intelligent work next day. As regards foremen, the Honourable mover said that these 
industrial schools will be able to develop a class of foremen and supervisore who will bo-of great 
uso to the employers of labour. Ihave had exporienoe, Mr. President, of the class of peoplo tho 
Honourable mover speaks of, My experience ia they are absolutely useless as foremen ink work- 
shops. It requires a great deal more to be a foreman than to be gblo to tell the labourer how 
todo thing. It also requires the ability of handling labour. And tbe only way ho can got 
through to a foreman’s position is by going through the ranks bitnsel!, learning what the work 
is, studying it himeclf and learning to handle the tools, For these reasons, Mr. Presidont, T 
am against this resolution and trust the House would oppose it, ‘'o this Council I ama new 
member, During the past five days I have eat here listening to the demands for money and 
more money from the Government. My Honourable friends, Sir, Iam afruid, forget to ask 
thomsolees the question where is the money to come from. I bavo’ heard impassioned appeals 
on bebalf of certain officials for money, for more pay. But I have yet to hear one impassioned 
appeal on behalf of those poor people ‘who have to find the money. This is another question 
however. The proposal may be a small expenso ; it may not cost very much, but in my opinion 
at the present state of things it will be a useless expense. For theso reagons, I opposo this 
resolntion.” 
Rao Bahadur A. P. Parro:—“ Sir, Tam really. snrprised to hear the remarks from tha

a training of the intellect is not sufficient. Somcthing moro has to be done to make our 
educational course really-useful. Again, Sir, | have ecen the work turned outin the Sakohi+ 
works and Karagpur. There aro. number of persons all of very seapectable familics from 

Madras working as factors and foremen, five foremen irom our own Prosidency. You seo a 

grad te putting on the bloe apron and working in the sinithy like an ordinary gang eoolic. 

‘The dignity of labour is being realized overywhore by Tudians, Labour is not looked down 

upon as it was perhaps a century back or 'filty years ago, when to get a Rs, 10 clerk's post was 
more honourable than turning the hand to the plough or to the machine. These ideas oro [ast 
- . disappearing from our midst, and it is to our good and benefit that such ideas are fast disappears 
ing. Unless waare ablo to develop the material resources of our countr: unlesa we are abla 
to exploit tho ficlds whore the country has not yet been developed, we can in uo war get the 
money that we have been now esking for. Sir, we are not contented with merely asking but 
we want that the resources which should provide us with money be developed, and developed 
throngh Indian agency, and that English ageney should ba turned out only by means of these 
educational or industrial schools, where the people shonld learn how to develop and to work, not 
merely by putting on Knglish clothes ur English dresses, but work with swadesi clothes with 
that self-discipline that is most neoessary for a enrecr of industrial enterpriec. It is that 
sort of self-discipline that wo want, It is that stagein the material development of the 
country that we seck for acd that we work for in starting this industrial school, We may 
not at once rise to tho western standard where a young man has to work as on apprentice 
for five yoara, to spend two years in practical workshops and again another year working as 
an assistant and after a sovero training of about eight years make himself fit to earn a Living. 
It is that kind of training, it is that kind of education that we want here in this country 
now, because the education thut is alrerdy being given bas been shown to be perfectly fruitless 
and usolcea and quite unsuited to the changed conditions of the country, ‘Therefore I would 
ask that this kad of education, this kind of schools, should be started not merely in every dis- 
trict, but in overy taluk, We want not merely the Government support, bat we want every 
muember of this Bniss to realize that, if the salvation of this country is t> be achioved, it is" by 
means of the training that we give to our young men and teaching them not to drive the quill 
Dut to drive the stenm engines and the plough. tis for that that we want money, that wo aro 
asking for finance, Therefore wa have to turn our attention from these otfices and send our 
children to the industrial schouls which we are going to establish and by which we ean effectu- 
= ally develop the material resourozs of our country. So let us maka a beginning. Every mom- 
ber hore ia wealthy. A zamindar or » prosperous vakil can offord to lay by some thirty or forty 
thousand rupees for the purposo of starting on industrial school. We are going to sct au 
_ example in Berbampnr. Let that be done in every district. The Honourable Member is right in 
saying that you are asking the Government to doeverything without doing anythirg yourselves, 
So let us begin by employing at least ten people in overs district and let thé work be done by 
moans of voluntary agency. Let wealthy friends aud wealthy landlords come forward with their 
money and let us not ask Government for it. Tere is tho means by which we can provile for 
. the improvement of the condition of our people. What is tho use of erying abont the poverty 
of our country, the economic bondage of our country, unless we are prepared to help ourselves.

Mr. A. Taxoavety Navagarn:—* a friend is not speaking on the resolutiou. He is not 
following the words of the resolution. He is going beyond the resolution.” 

Rao, Bahadur A. P. Parnoi—‘“If words have any meaning, Sir, it is this, that I am 
speaking about the starting of industrial echoola for the benefit of the country. Jf my honour- 
ablo friend is not able to follow the langunge, I am very sorry for him. 1 au only speaking the 
language of the resolution. ‘Therefore ‘it is absolutely necessary that we should develop 
such sebools from small beginnings and therefore this resolution aske Government to provide 
the necessary schools. But lot our efforts not stop with their merely asking the Goverament. 
Let ua co-opernte with the Government in the matter of starting these institutions and in 
developing them, not only by supporting. them, but’ by providing institutions ourselves and 
thereby showing that we aro earnest in the matter of the development of industrial education 
in our country.” 

Roo Bahadur T. M. Nakasivtacharty :—“ Mr. President, for my part I wanted to be 

“ very quiet becouse the subject-matter of this resolution did not require much recommendation. 
Lhave now rison to,spenk becanso ono Honovurablo Member said that it would be a waste of 
money to start such schools. He pnt forward two grourds. One ground was that the Indian 
band is not fit to work. Time was when the hand was wielding the sceptre. Time is when it is 
wielding a pen. But tho field is overstocked, and the Indiaus don’t work because by means of 
physical Iabout they eannot carn their living honourably or ina diguified way. I “believe it is 
the duty of the State to provide facilities for the training of the hand. It is in that mood that 
this resolution has beon moved. Without schools, without training for the hand, uo achievenzent: 
ean be made iu industrial progress. ‘That is the aim of this resolution. Another reason is that 
we are not fitted by nature to be competent’ workmen.

tohave drawn my attention immediately the expression was used, and then I wonld not hava 
allowed it.” 


Rai Bahadur T. M. Nanastwmacmanty :—“ Yes, Sir, I shall chey it horoafter. What I 
would submit is, that if only tho proper training is given to the Indians, they will he fitnot only 
for mechsnieal, but for any other kind of work. It is the want of training that is now complain- 
ed of. It is to most that that Industrial achools are required jto be started. ‘Therefore I submit, 
that here it is not question of monoy, it is not a question of expenditure, it is a question of 
necessity, and I roquest that the Stato will be guided by tho principle of establishing cortain 
schools in certain select districts so that the people of those districts might be enabled to train 
themselves to work in,the mechanical arts. With theso fow remarks I support tho resolution.” 


‘Mr. A. ¥. G, Campaeit :—“Sir, the Government have very deep sympathy with the 
improvement of industrial education and have been doing their best to spread industrial educa~ 
tion for some years past, I may perbaps bricily indicate the principal lines on which we work. 
‘The Government have established institutions of their own as proposed in this resolution. Tho 
also aid institutions run by private or local bodies, and in addition they grant scholarships. We 
have at present an industrial school at Madura and we have a'Trades school at Madras managed 
by the Government. Wo have 35 sided indnstrial schools of which 5 aro giving training for 
mechanics. Those five are situated in Madras, Trichinopoly, Coimbatore, Vizagapatam and 
Masulipatary, tho last being tho Andhra Jathiya Kalasala, which was mentioned Mr. Patro, 
L understand from the resolution that it woposed that the Government should now select 
some six or eight districts, and establish indu il institutes in them for training mechanics, 
fittors, ote. Mr. McDougall bas foreshadowed the difficulty which the Government fool in accepting 
this resolution, viz., the financial one. Tho Madurs Institute has cost in land, buildings, equip- 
ment ond furniture 8 sum of over 3} Iekhs and it is mot yet complete, Tho Institute includes 
@ weaving section as well as provision for training mechanics and fittera ; the total cost with its 














hostel and fall equipment will probably amonnt to nearly 5 lakhs, I’ mention that figureto ~ 


show the magnitude of the propieition from a financial point of view, which the accoptanca of 
this resolution would involve.” ‘The Industrial Commission condemned the old system of training 
schools as far as they can be avoided and recommended the system which we find in force here 
in Madras, in the Madras Trades School. Here we tale apprentices who are already working in 
mills and workshops, and wogive them a technical training after working hours.- We hope in 
time to be able to give tho training during the working hours. The Industrial Commia- 
sion has pointed out that after working several hours in mills or workshops, the em- 
ployees are not in a Bt condition to profit as much by technical teaching, as they would 
during tho working hours, when they aro not so woary. ‘Lhe Madras Trades School has 
been extremely euccessfal, and last year some 370 pupils were on tho rolls; tho Government 
are preparing to place that school on a Permanent basis by erecting builliogs which are 
likely to cost about four lakbs of rapees. ‘The Government of India have given us ono lakh 
of rupees towards that object. The ietba of roviding: suitable training for mechanica in all 
pie of the Presidency has como before the Togintatie Council more than oneo I believe. 
have at present under consideration a proj to provide workshops in Beawada for that 
purpose, that place being regarded generally a2 the moat important industrial contre in the 
northern part of the Presidenoy. ‘That scheme is estimated to cost in buildings and oquipment 
about 3} lakhs, Well Sir, I do not think in the prosent state of Government finances we 
ean expect very much more expenditure within the next three or four years on industrial in- 
stitutions than is already preshadowed for the Madras Trades school and tho Institute in the 
north of tho Presidency; it soems therefore hardly worth while now to accept this proposition 
which would entail an expenditure of a large sum of money, We doour best to take advantage 
of the private institutions by making advauces towards buildings and furniture and also by * 
recurring terching grants. ‘Iieso private institutions have the advantage of having at their 
disposal the guidance of exports who are willing to give their aervices on remuneration far below 
what thoy would expect to receive if they were in Gavernment sorties. “Thoy ean, thercfére, 
be run much more economically than any similar institutions of our own. By moans of grants 
wo endearuur to 9co thet they are run on right lines. We further grant scholarships to pupils 
in recognized industrial schools. We havo recently extended tho system so as to apply itin the 
ease of apprentices working in workshops or mills, which will ‘give them suitable education 
during working hours. Our reasons are that tho Industrial Commission has yointed out that 
the best form of training is to allow the apprentice to work in workshops and to ea pplement 
tho trainiug in tho workshops by elemontary education or tuchnical edno daring the 
wea hours, Lean support Mr. Patro's siatoment that the dignity of labour is being realized 
7: ans. If any gentleman comes tothe Madras Trades school, ho will ind Brahmans working 
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fa sida by side with men of the artizan class. I think that the fooling, that labour is something 
_ which the higher classes should not have anything to do with, is fast dying out, I am glad to 

hear Mr. Patro suggest that free schools should bo started by local Bodies eid by private 
gentlemen. I am euro the Government will do thair best to find funds to give them tance. 

‘While tho Government cannot accept the resolution they will do what they can towards eocing 

that schools aro provided in districts where they are needed. We acsept tha undorlying prinoipla 

of the serclatl ‘T hope that the Honourable Member will accept this statement and withdraw 

‘tho resolution.’

RESOLUTION RE SUPPLEMENTAL RESERVOIRS TO THE 
~ RUSHIKULYA PROJECT. 


Mr, A. P. Pari 


40. ‘That this Council recommends to the Government the immediate con- 
struction of a reservoir or reservoirs to supplement the supply to the Rushi- 
kulya project to save the district from periodical distress and famine, and 
to make adequate allotment of funds for the execution of projects, the 
investigation of which was completed, and the immediate commencement of 
the scheme for the increasing supply to the Surada reservoir by an anicut 
and supply channel in the Rushikulya river, three miles above the Surada 
town—a scheme that has been strongly pressed by local officer” 





Bir, I beg to move.— 





“ Again, Sir, during 1896-97, there ocourred another severe distress and the Government 
Jost heavily ‘by granting remissions and maintaining reliof works. So, Major Beckles was 
deputed to invcstigate a supplemontary project and his interesting romarks nnd the practical 
nature of his saggestions were embodied in a G,O, No, 2553 of 27th Ootuber 1870, Tt is a sexy 
interesting document in which tho scheme was vory thoroughly investigated with groat 
a earnestness, and suggestions wera mado that a supplementary reservoir was absolutely necessary 
in tho interests of the people. The gslimate was vory modest one, cunsideriug the large 
amounts of remissions that were given by tho Government sine that date, considering the loss 
of revonue therchy inenrced and olso considering the amount of monay speat in famine-relief 
works from that date. Imagine the loss of evento, imagine the distress of the country, imazing 
\ also the largo amounts of people's money that wore spant ia the distriat, So from 1570, these 
poriodical distecssea have been ocourring for waut of water aad for waut of proper irrigation 
sources. 
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“Tho Rushikulya project has at present two storage tanke, The Snrada and Russell~ 
konda reservoirs both of them hold water onough to irrigate abont one lakh of acres, It has 
ince boen found from expericnee that the stomge js not sufficient even for the existing culti« 
vation. A third reservoir bas subsequently been proposod aoross the Gadag, a tiny stream 
and this te make a fresh awpplement of ten inches of water for the aniout and thereby streng- 
then upplemental supply to the Russollkonda and Snrada reservoirs. An elaborate report 
was prepared, a revenne forecast was also prepared and the Chief Engineor approved the whole 
scheme and it was embodied in a Government Order with the recommendations of tho Exocutive 
Engineor on special duty Mr. P,'T. Srinivasa Ayyangar that this soheme should bo approved- 
Ti pecial duty officer recommended in addition that the Babu . reservoir scheme 
which he stated would not bo merely productive but would be a prot one, The Superin- 
tending Engineer on special duty Mr. Clerk in 1905 examined in detail the roservoir proposed 
and he found this as ono of the resorvoirs that could be taken up oven asa productive one. 


“The Chief Engineor for Irrigntion forwarded his notes through the Superintending 
Engineer, I Circle, Mr. Mackenzic, who stated that both the Sucada resorvoira should ba 
made as soon & ble. ‘These ara the romarks of the Superintending Engiucer. The Chief 
Engineer asked the officer on special duty to propare plens and estimates for those supplementary * 
reservoirs. Plans and estimates were ready in October 1906. It was state that this mattor 
aight be delayed for a little while. The whole procoodings were recorded in G.O. No. 328, dated 
22nd March 1906. : 

“The Chief Engineer notes that the Russellkonda reservoir was by far the most economia 
and Mr. Srinivasa Ayyangar's recommendation was approved. 80 in November 1006, tho 
Chiof Engineor asked fo have all the working tables prepared before recommending the schome 
completoly, the preparation was completed in 1909 and the Chief Engineer forwarded these t 
the Government for approval. [fis remarks were that the area thus obtained should, except in 
very Worst years, receive such a supply as to constitnte a first-class sonroo of irrigation and it was 
hoped the scheme would worl tively. Aa you will sco the Chief Engincer who was the 
ultimate anthority for passing this scheme approved of that. When it bas passed through 
successive stages from 1870 to 1005, when the special officer who was appointed in 1906’bad 
made a farther serutiny in 1910 and ultimately stated that it would receive sach supply as would 
constitute it a first-class source of irrigation, and hoped that it would also be productive, when 
all theso preliminaries had boen completed, wo had not the goed fortuno of having this-reservoir 
constructed, so that distress might be averted and the Government might also save tho large 
amounts spent in famine works. Fi 

* What happened next is that the Superintending Engincer on 15th August 1910 made « 
further report and he said that the surplus discharge of Janubelli should also be diverted in 
order that this resorvoir might be farther supplomonted and completed. Atthis stage the mattor 
stood for about £3 years, The work that was due in the course of 2} years is this: that the 
Superintending Engineer was asked to prepare and send upa plan, because a plan had been. 
originally prepared xy Major Beckley but that plan was not to be found in the Chicf Engineer's 
office. ‘Therefore a new plan had to be prepared and for this purposo the whole flo wis 
kept pending from 22nd Septembor 1910 to 10th May 1912. All this time he was. preparing 
certain sketches which had been originally prepared by Major Beckloy. ‘Tho whole time. wen 
taken up forthat. At tho end of 10th May 1912 the Excrutive Enginecr, Ganjam division, asked 
for aspecial ataif of two overseers and throe draughtsmon in order to prepare these plans and what 
heppened next f|“Whon thi rfernse mas mado by the Bseotive Bopincer to tke Superintend- 
ing Engineer, tho reforenco was kept pending there and in October 1912 orders wero passed, On 

this, the Chief Engineer for Irrigation stated that the whole matter might ho kept 
pending with a view to strengthen the bunds of the reservoir. 
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“Final orders were passed in 1914 regarding the wholo thing, Tho wholo thing went to 
“the Government and was recorded. Tho lact Government Onfar wee in 1870, We Sore soon 
how from that time investigation projects have beon going on and how speciel officora wore 
sppeiied and how much money was spent and time taken up. We know how people suffered in 
repented famines, ‘Thirty-five Jaks of rupees wore spent last sear under tho Famine Code in 
the Ganjam district in addition to the revenue which tho Government lost, If the resources of 
the Surada reservoir had been supplemented in time, this largo expenditure would not have been 
savsed and the people's money would not have boen spent in one particular district. Now the 
tesereoirs that wero designed aud approved by the Chief Engincor are estimated to cost from 8 
lakhs to 18 lakhs of rapees. Ono of tho reservoira cost about lakhs and tho other the largost 
‘one costs 18 lakhs. Nevertheless Government were uot able to find funds to carry out any one 
of these large schemes bat they wera able to find 25 lakhs to bo spent in famino, Who is to 
blame for this waste of public money P It is a matter that should be seriously considered. 
While we hase been repeatedly asking for tho resorvoirs to be taken up and completed, whilo wo 
have beon crying for water-aupply, our voice has been a ory inthe wilderness and the wholo 
course of red tepeism was gone throogh for the preparation of plans and estimates, eto., and yot"

‘and proposing to spend 5 lakhs more; [ would respectfully urge the Goverument to ennsider the 
scheme to be very urgent and take it on hand in order to save people from economic distress and 
in prdcr to save the wastage of public money on relief works.

Sriman Sasimcsuaxa Rate :—“I rise to second tho resolution so ably moved by 
‘Mr. Putro. It is said that in cases of typhoid fover you have no particolar remedy and that yau 
have to rend the symptoms they arise. So in the case of the Ganjam district the Govern 
ment don't soem to have got no particular remedy but to be treating the symptoms as thoy arise, 
Bir, from the yoar 1870 tho subject of relieving the distress is boing considered. We havo bad 
two reservoirs constructed. These two reservoirs are able to irrigate only 0,000 aores of land, 
and they are not sufficient for that, We require o lot of rain besides. If there is a normal 
rainfall, one lakh of acces will be irrigated by the two reservoirs that wo have got at prevent, 
Tt was sought to investigate the possibility of supplementing theve twa reservoirs and from 1870 
onwards the matter has-been investigated. Governmont havo speat ae a lot of money in 
having the projects investigated and in getting the reports recorded. But meanwhile all these 
famine arise, As I Lave already told the House, every ten years or even at shorter intervals we 
have a famine and the Government is spending much money in relief works. As the ker 
hactold tho House, only in last year weepent 33 lakhs in relieving distress. I hopa the Govern= 
ahent will be sympathetic to our domand for supplementing the irrigation resources of our 
district. I understand the Honourable Member for Revenue is sympathetic in the matter, Bo 
T second the resolution.”

RESOLUTION RE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION BILL. 


Mr. M. D, Dewanoss :—" Sir, the resolution which stands against my name ia:— 


“43, That this Council recommends to the Government that a Bill provid- 
ing for workmen's compensation be introduced in the near future on the lines 
of the English Acts”. 


“Tt ise well-known fact that in India there is ng Act with regard to workmen's compen- 
ation, anything Eke whatitis in England. Lf  workinan suffers injury ke can only have, what 
is known asthe Common Law remedy, According to the English Law thera throe kinds of 
action open: one under the Common Law, ons under the Employers’ Liability Act of 1880 
anq 43 and 44 Vict., Chapter 42, and tho third is under the Workmon's Compensation Act 
‘of 1906, VI, Edward VII, Chapter 58. 


“ Now I do not mean to go into the various provisions of the two Acts of the rales relating 
to the actions which ona be brought under the Ucmmon Law of England, There is a great 
difference between the Cummon Law action and an action under the Workmen's Compensation 
“Act. It is this: under the Common Law a labourer or a workman who is injured can 
se or brivg an action only in casa the employer isguilty of somo negligence, that is, 
if he or any workman employed by him isguilty of negligence, or if he furnished defec- 
tive material for the workman to work upon; then only ho can be sued. ‘I'ho Employers’ 
Liability Act enlarged the seops of the action by making not only the employers but also ithe 
other workman's negligence, a ground of action, and there aro several defeaccs to the action. IE 
the workman js aware of the defective machinery or the dangerous nature of the material, then 
ho is supposed to bave taken the risk, and he could not claim compensation, But the Workmen's 
Compensation Act mokes n difference this way: first of all ho could not contract himself out of 
the provisions of the Act, that is to say, an employer cannot agree with the workman that he 
should not -ask for compensation in casa he is dissbled or euffers injury in the course of 
employment. ‘The second thing is that the Workmen's Compensation Act provides for compen- 
sation even if the workman knew or was aware of the defective nature of tho materials or of the 





. dangerous nature of the work. Sir, in this country it js very material that the workmen should 


bo properly protected, for sometimes the materials are defective and the nature, of the 
work is dangerous. I will only give oue or two examples. Sir, take for instance, the 
case of m workman, a tason or a mason's boy who goos up aladder, Everybody knows 
that thero is danger in that kind of work. But under the common Inw you cannot 
sue the employer in caso the workman falls down from tho Indder or from tha roof of the 
house thereon bo is working, unless it cau be shown that the employer was guilty of 
wome negligence or neglocted to take some precaution which ho was bound to take under 
some provision flaw. Now, if a mason ora mason’s boy goes up a ladder whon the 
work is under construction and if he happens to slip dowa he cannot suo and ha cannot claim 
‘compensation from his employer because if the employer had furnished a proper ladder and if 
the roof was not in any way dangerous, then he could not claim eoripensation. But under tho 
‘Workmen's Compensation Act bo could, because the nature of the work is such that thore iv a 
certain amount of risk involved and therefore ho can claim compensation. He cau protect him- * 
self when there is danger. ‘Tuko for instance a ease where he has to deal with noxious things or 
deleterious substances. Ho takes the risk, no doubt, but the law eays that the maro foot that 
he takes tho risk on account of tho necessity of earning his livoliheod should not in any way take 
away his right to compensation. Under the Workmen Compensation Act he ean Ai Baca 
Rettatien only if he is disabled from work tor more than a week er in any way eiffors injory, 
ow Bir, under the Employemy’ Liability Act of 18°0 if tho workman sulforeijury he ecanot 
bring su action against the representatives of the employers, nor the represoutatives uf an in- 
jored workman could bring an action against tho employers. But the Workmen's Compeusntion 
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19ra Frorvary 1921.) (Mr. Devadoss ; Mr. U. Rama Rao; 
_ Ye Hon'ble Mr. K. Srinivasa Ayyangar.) 


Act is different.. Bir, 1do not mean to go into the details of these things but I fecl sure that 
Honourable Members would agree with me in thinking that somo protection ought to be given 
to the labourers. Sir, it is not my intention to give the various rules and regulations that ought 
to be provided. for, It cannot bo done at present, bat when an Act is introduced into the 
Council, then it will be time to consider what rules should ba made. I fear the Government 
may say that it will require a costly maobiuory to work tho Act, but I may be permitted to say 
that no costly machiuery is weeded st present. The Workmen's Compensation Act is nodoubt a 
very highly techuical subject and ufter it is passed, I think it will not be difficult to work the 
Act and the cost will depend upon the amount of work involved and the Government 
should mato ‘provision for Reforecs, Doctors end Boards of Arbitration. But one great 
beneftt which it would confer upon the labouring classes is this, At present it is left entirely to 
the merey oftothe kind consideration of the employers to compensate workmen who have 
been injured and the workmen have no right to prucced against them unless they could show 
that the employer or the organization under which the workmen work has been guilty of negli- 
gence. You know, Sir, with what tenacity these big organizations would fight a case like ‘his, 
Imay mention, Sir, though it is not quite relevant to tie purpose, the Mangapatnain case with 
which the Honourable Membora of this Houso are familiar. ‘Che Railway Company fought. 
against the claim brought by the represeotatives of @ deceased porson and you know, Sir, what 
an amount of time and trouble it took for the representatives to establish theirclaim. That 
being #0, it is not possible for every workman who is injured and who is disabled to do any work 
oo account of injurics sustained inthe course of employment to successfully prosecilte a suit 
against aly lig organization ikea Railway Company or the owners of a mill. But, on the 
other hand, the Workmen's Compensation Act provides statutory remedy, i.e., what isknown as 
Arbitration Board. ‘This Board would be able to decide what compensation a man should 
reoeive, and whetber the injury was received in the course of employment or not. It would not 
‘be very difficult to work this Act and I feel sure that, in the intercats of laboring classes, such 
an Act should be introduced. 1do not wish to elaborate the provisions of the Act, nc it 
necessary to go into the details of the various dofonees to action under the Employers’ Liability 
Act, or any other thing, but I would only ask the Government to consider whother it is not high 
time for thom to introduce a Workmen’s Uompensection Act now," ” 


Rao Sahib U, Rawa Rao:—'The lot of Indian workmen in this Presidency is very piti- 
able, They aro ill-fed, ill-nourished, ill-olothed, and over-workod, whereas English labourers are 
woll paid, well-fed, aud well onganized. ‘Tbe Indian workmen ure not at all organized and they 
ave no racans even to bring in their complaints and grievancos before the authorities, The 
climate ia India is very hot and enervating and the system goes out of order very soon, where- 
ayin acold country like tho United Kingdom the labourers’ health is always well preaceved 
and thoy arg sble to do mare work and etfictently too. Here in India the men are liable to fall 
{Nl much earlier and so on. So in a country like che United Kingdom when they bave got the 
‘Workmen’s Compensation Act, I do not see say ret why tboro should not be a similar Act 
especially inthis Presidency, To protect labourers in cases of aco‘denta it is absolutel 
necessary. For an Indian labourer who has been employed ina firm may have put in his 
services for about 20 years and if owing to defective machinery auy accideut were to happen 
to him and he becoma disabled, he might not be paid anything’ whatever by the employers but 
ho should ave to go back home and rewain penniless all his life without ony means for his 
livelihood. OF course, the employers may givo him some sort of allowance out of pity but they 
are not bound to pay him any compensation, and the Honourable Mover has brought this re- 
‘solution for tha consideration of this Council, I hope, to gamid against this kind of hardship. I 
therefore strapgly scoond this rolation hoping that the Goveromeat will approve of the resolu; 
tion and will bring in an enactment as early as possible to ave the employees from this hardship.” 


The Hon'ble Mr. K. Saistvasa Arvancan :—“‘Sir, it has ‘been my lot to consume a con- 
sidorable quantity of English reports in the course of my practice, but I believe that itis ordinary 
experionce of every actitioner, that when wo get a reporton Workmen's Compensation Act, 
cithor in the King’s Bench reports as it happens largely or when youget holdofa part of House 
of Lords’ reports which often times consists of only compensation cases wo tura thom ovor with 
a sigh of relief, When this resolution was tabulated and the Government was asked to intro- 
duce Workmen's Compensation Bill on the tines—that is important—ol the English Workmon’s 
Compensation Act, my idea of the English Workmen's Compensation Act was very hazy. [twas 
avery short Act of 15 sections, I knew almost every word of that Act had to be,considored for 
the benefit of the workmen by the highest judiciel euthority in the land. So much 50, there ure 
series of reports, as my Houourable friend knows, of Workmen's compensation cases, 1 
bolioveit is running the 16th volumo, I kaew also great difficulty has been experienced in work~ 
ing tho Act ovon in Hogland tradoand employers and employees are organized. Every question 
of compensation arising out of the Act has been repeatedly put before the tribunals and you way 
take it thet these tribunals are trained for this worl. 

“Now.I should like to hava some further assistance from my learned friend before I 
attompt the task which he asks me to undertake. From the speechos I have beard apparently 
the workmen abont whom necessity is folt to provide compensation aro only industrial workmen, 
‘Aro workmen whom the mover wants to provide for inolude agricultural labourers alsoP I 
Hill just read to you one passago from a book which I hava got bere es to the persone 
who are likely to be componsated under the English Workmen's Compensation Act. 
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‘Compensation ean now be claimed by domestio sorvants, workshop assistants, clerks, 
aoe hospital staffs, theatro staffs, church sta‘fs, persons maintained Uy the State, munici- 
pal or any. ether body, musicians, ‘teachers, sick-mursoa and many more ‘Tho ‘question 
Perofore sciace whether the Workmen's Compensation Act, which I am to bring in, is 
te'the restricted to industrial Inbour, whether it ia to bo restricied only to | manual 
Iuhour, er whether all tho class of ‘persons contemplated in England should also come 
jn under our Workmen’s Compensation schema, The next question which arises for considera~ 
tion, Sir, is whether this would apply to what are called contractors. ‘That will be a practical 
‘problem 50 far as agricaltural labour is concerned, ‘because it is my experionce that in ryotweri 
fracts—and I think the same thing prevails in other tracts nlso-~tbe ryotwati proprietor takes in 
practically.as  partnor for the ayaa of cultivation a tenant who is called a kudi apart from 
pannai-al or farm sorvant, Whether this man is also to come in os a workinan beoauso he is 
Fre man who actually works, is also to be considered. Iam putting forward these difficultics 
for the purpose of having vome assistance from may learned friend with regard to thess matters, 
Stout which wo have heard nothing exeopt that this sobemo shonld bo on tha lines of the 
English Compensation Act. Then, Sir, there has been a considerable amount of difficulty as to 
the kind of acoident against which compensation is to be provided. Is it confined to objective 
physical injury alone or also to physiologioal injury P ‘Thero has been a considerable amount 
Petrouble with regard to wkat iscalled the contracting of industrial disense in the course of 
the employment and whether that should ba, compensated for. Apparently, if you want to 
fatroduce Compensation Act similar to or on the lines of the English Compengation Aot, 1 
want to Know whethor you have got to compensate for what is called industrial risk or discaso. 
If you want compensation for that, you will want a panel of trained doctors. ‘You must 
create them, Then, Sir, what is meant by accident, what issmeant by accident in tho course of 
employment—these are the words used in the English Act—has not pet bean quite settled and 
the learned Lords in the House of Lords are even now deliberating as to what exactly these 
words mein. In the course of the working ot the English Compoveation Act there is a special 
class of lawyers who are specialists in this branch of the subject. You hare in England 
specialists trained in the working of this Act and export Judges who deal with such eases. In 
spite of that training, in 5; ite of expert legal assistance which the Judges can have, you etill 
find that almost every word of these thirteen sections is still a matter of contention, Then 
theta is.a further question whether you woold allow the workman to contract himeclf out of the 
provisions of this Act. That apain is one of the worious problems which have been agitating 
the Labour Unions and the employers. That again takes you to the question whether thera ir 
any possible way for the employer to protect himelf by “the provision of m provident fund 
ont of which these accidents or damages for accidents or compensation for these accidents 
can be paid, Then again, Sir, there are tho olaborate rules for the purpose of ascert 
what tho compensation should be: whether a week's stay from work deserves compensation ; 
within what timo notize of the accident should be given to the employer so that he may protest 
himself by having the person who says be is suffering from an accident examined medically 
for ie purpose of ascertaining whether it ig trao or falve. Theso are some of tho questions 
which have been raised in England under this Act. One point to which my learned friend 
adverted is the machinery to work this. That, I respoctfully desire to tell the Council, ig almost 
impossible to devise now. Whether the persons to get the compensation should go to a vill 

inunsif or to an ordinary District Munsif, I om afraid that both these geatlemon yall 
absolutely puzzled, if required to work a Workmen's Compensation Act, on the lines of the English 
‘Act, and’ if I wero to be the judgo, I would want expert legal assistance before I could decido 
shy peels point, My learned friend said that these questions can be decided by arbitrators. 
Arbitrators appointed by the County Court Judges do state tho facts and on questions of law 
they go before the King's Bonoh Division and then by way of appeal before the House of Lords 
It inaltor tho arbitrators have desided tho facts that these 18 volumes of reports 1 was referring 
to are required for the elucidation of law.’ After, all the question is whether any grievance has 
really beon felt. I bave no idea that there has been any serious neoident eo far as agricultural 
labour is concerned, So far as industrial labour is concerned, it is possible to make a provi- 
sion for compensation. At the sate time, I want this Council to consider whether this 
is goiug to be of any bonefit whataoover to the employee. You have no iden of the cost of 
the litigation likely to ensue for the sake of a few rupees which you are ghing to give 
the workmen as compensation. Ts there any workmaa who singly can bear this cost 
and como out benefited even to the extent of a single rupee? In England, whero 
these cases aro taken to the House of Lorde, they aro financed by the organised ‘Trade 
Unions who have hundreds of thonuands of ponnds to thoir crodit, Un these grounds, Sir, 
J think it is fartoo premature to intreduce any Compensation Act bere on the lines of the English 
Compensation Act, at any rate till the trade is much better orgauised and till wo are ablo to 
induce Inbour to organize itself in unions or at least in industrial conosrns. If at tho present stage, 
if is desiredite provide for workmen's oompdnsatinn, it mty bo possible to do.a0 inaail'vaye and that 
would be the function of the Government of India,’ I will read to the Council one or two passages 
as to the workings of this blessing in the shapo of Workmen’s Compensation Act in England. 
Mr. Sydney Webb, whom we lL Kiar an a serocie-wepporter al labege: sare inert Gorttered: 
ass mothod of proventing industrial accidents, the whole system of omployer's linbility is an 
anschronism’., Then, Sir, inanother passage dealing with the question ok eost, he says, ‘actual 
experience indicates that it neither prevents accidents nor ensures their Fibvention "Tt hea 
another drawback, ie, to compel the workmen to extract this compensation from the employer 
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is inevitably plunging into litigation, Even where compensation oan now be recovered the 
forms a cries onl This was said of the older Compensation Acts in England. It mein 
wholly true of any Compensation Act here. Even in Enyland ahi labon is organized 
fand trade unions have gobin their hands cousiderable funds, unless tho suiferor happoos to belong 
c to a strong and wealthy trade union—1 draw special attention to this—which takes his caso u; 
5 it is quite iinpossible for him to fight out at all from lack of both knowledge and fonds, ty 
far as I om aware, neither in Calcutta nor in Eombay, where I believe indastries aro mare 
organized than iu Madras, bas thers been any propesal to bring a Compensation Act on the lines 
of the English Act.” ‘ f 
Mr. B. Bumstvaga Avvaxauu:—"T am surprised that the Honourabie Member who 
isin charge of law and labour should have made the speech ho did, altogether declining 
to consider this question, I think it is porfeotly true that when a resolution like this is 
proposed, i.c., a Dill providing for workmon’s compensation should bo introduced in the nese 
futnr on the lines of the English Act, it is perfectly trae, I aay that you can make a detailed 
criticism of the provisions of the English Act. Youcan then referto numerous difficultics 
which have confronted those who are striving for the improvement of latour in England, 
Nobody suggesta for a moment that the words ‘on the lines of tha English Act’ should be ao 
emphasised as to require that tha sections of the English Act should be literally and without 
alteration reproduced here, But apart from that, for Tam not concerned with the particular 
question in iseus between the Honourable Member who moved it and the Hononrable Member 
who replied to it, I think I am entitled to say thia that when a resolution like this is proposed 
it is tho duty of the Government not to take a technical point, that is to say, that on tho Hoes of 
English Act make the resolution impossible that there ia considerable difficulty. Undoubtedly 
there are difficulties end undoubtedly my Houoorable friend the Law Member is entitled to take 
a technical point if be likes. But when you look st the question not from the technical point of 
viow, uot from the Iigal point of view, but from the point of view of an administrator, of a 
member of a Government, that is responsible forthe happincss of tha Inbouring classes, the 
attitude that ought to be adoptod shculd, I say, be quite differeut and that attitude ought to be to 
propose such an amendment as would meot the-wishes of the Gorerament and to accept auch 
av amended resolution, Aa I understand the Honaurable Member who spoke on beball of the 
Government, bis iuen is that labour legislation of this description is altogether promature, 
legislation of this description on the liues of the English Act is difficult! So faras the lattar is 
conocrned, I em perfectly willing to agree to that criticism, for I kuow perfectly well that a 
“literal roprodution of tho English Act will not be able, in Indian conditions, to dous much good. 
* Idonot know what is the exact intention of the mover of this resolution, But I presume the 
general intention of raising this debuto ia to make Government think serionsly of the position of 
workmen of varioua descriptions employed in fresh congested cities of this province and to see 
that they get some kind of compensation. Dificultics bave been. pointed out that if you have a 
‘Compensation Act, you won't be uble to got compensation. So, too, compensation is provided in 
the Land Acquisition Act, fore people get compeusation, half the compausation is eaten 
up in litigation. That only shows another defect in the law and 1 hope my Honourable friend 
will introduce some measure by which litigation can be cheapened and mitigated. But it is no 
answer at all to questions of preesing need for compensation which workmen who are injured by 
the unskilful way in which employers of Iabour in industrial and other matters are managing 
their things ask for. If rou do not hava it we do not know what will happen in the factories 
in the workshops and also in the ease of various ship-building companics and boat-building 
* firms. Therefore, it is plain that a case bas been made out for soma legislation for workmen's 
compensation, I understand the resoluun to mean very much the same. Exon if it meant 
Fa more than that it is quite possible for my Honourable friend to aiuend it. I submit it is the 
plain duty of the Government at cuce to undertake some legislation for the purpose of providing 
sufficient compensation and also for tho purpose of devising some better machinery than the 
nglish machinery. My learned friend quoted books and referrod in great detail to the working 
of the Actin England, With the full experience of these details he will be able, I am sure, to 
devise a very much moze efficient way of handling this matter. He ought to be able to du that. 
Therefore, Tiae that this House will not look at this resolution proposed by Mr. Devadoss 
qerely on the ground of the technical objections raised, of the difeulty of working English Acts 
in Indin as to which I entiruly agree with the Honourable Member who spoke for Goveroment. 
I think the House should view with sympathy tho principle invelved in this resolution and per- 
suade the Goverument to accept it in the way in which it should be accepted, by amending it 
as may be desired.” 
Tho Rev. E, Macpmatn:—“ 1 view with sympathy the principle that underhes this 
ee motion, But I to protest against the idea put forward by the Inst speaker that when a 
resolution is brought forward in this House and is discussed the resolution does not mean what 
itsays. Many of us here ore busy mien and we get a number of resolutions which wo are told 
are going to be diseussed, and theu when theso resolutions are brought forwani, and are being 
discussed, it is said that we must not take the resolutions in the seuse in which they are put 
down in the agenda here; but in some other sense and. with. some other interpretation, I bave 
foand in other pincos also that it is a favourite thing that when one puts forward a certain 
ument one is told that one is being too technical, one is laying great stress on technicalities, 
whercas in cortain cases the same poople tell us that wo must abide by the actual wording I 
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clutiovs aro hrought forward ; and should be first of all thouglt out earefully 
tly what we are going to discuss. Now L,consider that the Hon'ble 
Member Mr. Devadoss who moved tho resolution meant what he said, namely, that tho proposal 
that the law to be introduced should be on the lines of the English Compensation Act. It is 
thera in so many wora, And I think the Honourable Member who opposed, it did very well 
indoed in bringing forward the difficulties in the way ‘of accepting this res»lutiou. Personally, 
Tam strongly in favour of offering all possible belp to workmon and am anxious to protect them 
sometimes even {rom themselves, but 1 know that the Compensation Act sometimes causos hard- 
ship in tho ovacs af domestic servants to tho employers of latour, A domestio servant if ho is 
careless may tumblo diwn the stairs and bis employer. is asked to pay- compensation. I 
wish, Bowever, to read to this House a thing which I|happenod to como across the otherday. Iwas 
qeadjug au extrewely interesting book— The Remiviscenecs of Judge Parry of Manchosier’—and 
T happened to be roading is when I first saw this resolution. ‘This is the possage which T saw in 
his book and remember ho is discussing the law asa judge. He is pretosting agelnat tho 
amouut of litigation that it has given rise to. I may mention in passing that I heard one legal 
member ia this Houso eying that this law ‘would be an excellout thing for lawyers.” 
Mr, M. D. Davanoss:—" May I say, Sir, that it is not my object to bonefit the lawyera f ” 
The Rev. E. M. Macraain:—" J should be the last person in the world to impute an: 
gach motives to Mr, Devadoss or to any other lawyer member of this House. I mentioned it 
however by way of joke. ‘This is what Mr. Parry says: ‘The scheme of workmen's compen- 
sation intended by Mr. (hamberlain to be a esslike and statesmanlike scheme of 
accident insurance to be administered by the County Quurt Judge acting as on erbitrator with 
the secistance of a medical referee. Ihero were, as Lhave said, to be no lawyers, io appeals 
which to bis businces mind were merely things dealing te expense, anvoyance and irritation, 
‘Tho statceman desired and intended a scheme for the net of the employer and workmen 
* pase upon peace and conciliation, but the lawyers have been too many for him and to-day the 
‘Workmen’s Compensation Act litigation is little better than a wild-cat legal gamble.” That is 
what a jndge saya who had much experience of the working of the Act. It was when I road 
thisand I saw this resolution that I frlt that however mach [ may sympathize with the working 
man’ and however much'] wish that he should be protested against the employer aud against 
bimeclf, I could not vote for a resolution proposing that thera should be legislation introduced 
upon the lines of the Englith legislatfon.” 

Sriman Buevaxarm Das:—' Mr. President, Sir, the Hon'ble the Law Member does 
not like to intreduce tho Bill on the lines of the English Act- and ss I feel the imperative 
necessity for the enactment of a Workmen’s Compensation Act, and as T ace the conditions of 
India ore not the same as they are in England, I beg to offer an amendment to the original 
resolution, that is, ta delete tne words * on the lines of the English Act’.” 

The Hon'ble the Prestorxe:—“ I am very sorry that the amendment could not be 
accepted ; for, it altora the original resolution so completely after the discussion has reached this 
stage. 1 do nat thiuk it would be convenient to the House to allow the amendment which so 

, 


completely alters the original revolution.” 
Rao Babador T. Batam Rao Nayoow:— [ move that the question may now be put," 
‘The Hon'ble Mr. K. Sertvasa Avvasoar:—' I wish to say one word bofore the quostion 
je pot. I have been accused of treating this respiution in a teahnical spirit by my Honourable 
friend on the opposite side. I was really alarmed, Sir, at tho commission ‘which I was asked 
to undertake in’ producing a Bill in the terms of resolution. Task that question whether 
every workman whether manual or intallectual should be paid compensation in eases of accident. 
There bas been no auswer, and [ say, Sir, if I had restricted my Compensation Bill to industeial 
Jabour or industrial manual lahour or to factory labour, I would not be giving effect to the 
resolution. That is, however, a matter of substance. The second thing, Si that I should 
vo effect to the Compensition Bill on the lines of the English Workwea's Compensation Act, 
‘hat I take it 10 be the vital part of tho resolation. If there is a goncral priuciple undernoath, 
you may as well say that there is general principle underneath every one of these resolutions, 
viz, that every ono should be free, that every one should be happy. That, of course, the 
Government has absolutely no objection to graut, 1 have got to provide a Bill; if my learned 
friend opposite or my learned friend who moved the resolution would produce their opi- 
niouy in the form of legislative proposala which would avoid the difficulties of the English Act 
+ which would make it practical to work in India amidst the uoorganized conditions of labour, 
I for one would be exeoodingly glad to criticise it and, if necessary, to pass it.”” e 
Mr, M. D. Divanoss:—* May I answer, Sir?” 
The Ion'ble the Prustpaxt —* Does the Honourable Member wish ta roply ?" 
Mr. a1. D. Divanoss:— Yea, Mr. President, Sir, no doubt I was perfectly aware of 
feots of the working ol the English Act. Whenever we get the Law Reports mee anie efi 
‘that a good portion of them is taken up with compousation casos. It is for that very reason, that 
into way, beewuso the Act bas got eottled, a good many of tho doubtful points havo been settled in 
England, that I wish that the Compensation Act to be introduced here stould be on the lines 
of the English Act. If you introduced a new Act, it would be very difficult for the courts to 
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give rie to a crop of casos, On tho other band, when a thing has been worked for a number of 
years, nO great difficulty could be felt in working it here. No doubt in tbe begining there was 
considorabie difficulty in constraing the provisions of the Act, As tha Honourable Member 
said the word accidont has boen understood in various ways in different cases, there are heaps of 
casescon the word ‘accident, ‘workmen’ and so on, Alter having seen the Act working for 
a number of years aud having cousidered the various interpretations put upon the difforent 
words of the varions sections, I think it would not be very ditticult now to andorstand the Act 
clearly, wnd therefore, Sir, there is nothing impossiblo in our having en Act on the lines of the 
English Act, ‘Thon the Law Member said he has not heard of any coniplaint of injuries and 40 
‘on. ‘The difficulty is this. In Indis, people do not know their rights; good many poople do 
not know there is such a thing as the Law of Torts and that « man coald sue another,for injury 
inflicted. ‘'hese things people have to learn, And I know very well that a namber of people 
have hoen injured and they ara at the merey of the employer or the institution or the corpora 
tion which employs the warkmen. It should not be so. On the other band an arbitration board 
conld easily scttle mattors. No doubt, text-book writers and others complain of the heavy cost 
of litigation but, Sir, do they take into account the number of cases that have heon seltled 
amicably, in which compensation was awardod without going to court? We ouly bear of casos 
where thera has boon a contest. But we do not hear of cases in which there has been no contest 
and in which workmen have been compensated withont going to law. ,Then again, Sir, the 
difficulty of warking the enactment suoula not stand in the way. Sir, yon are perfectly aware 
that the Estates Land Act ia a very difficult Act. Do we give it up simply because it is 
diffienlt? We are going to amend it again, Elow many times have we mceniee it since 1907 ? 
‘When it is 80, Sir, tho Hon'ble the Law Member should be the last person to find it difficult to 
frama a Workmen's Compensation Act. I give him more credit than be would take for himself 
for ying out an Act which would satisfy all the reasonable expectations of this House. 
Then again, Sir, tho Hon'ble the Law Member said that there are no trade unions in thie 
country, Such unions are being formed. We want to put them ona legal basis. We want 
them to take up cases in which tho employer or the company which employs tnbour is wareason 
ablo in refusing to pay compensation, It is only in such cases that the matter would come before 
courts, For thow reasons, I think the Governinent would be very well advised in bringing » 
measure for workmou’s compensation.”

RESOLUTION RE DEMONSTRATION PARTIES TO EXHIBIT 
IMPROVED AWRICULTURAL METHODS. 


47. That this Council recommends to the Government that the employ- 
ment of demonstration parties be tried experimentally in select places for 
bringing home to their doors the advantages of improved methods of agri-, 


culture to the ryots in rural areas. 
Rao Bahodor K. 8. Venkatarama Ayyar did not move the resolution which was therefore 
deemed to have been withdrawn: 


RESOLUTION RE OPENING OF EXPERIMENTAL AND 
\DEMONSTRATION FARMS. 


Mr. T. Sreasxmanaat Pruzar:—*T beg to move the following resolution :— 


#48, That this Council recommends to the Government that steps may be 
taken to start experimental and demonstration farms in as many centres 
as possible in each district with the co-operation of the leading landhelders 
and agriculturists wherever they consent to carry out at their own cost on 
their own lands set apart for the purpose under expert advice, experiments 
or demonstrations in improved methods of cultivation leading to larger 
outturn and introduction of new crops, expert advice, chemical manures and 
use of rew implements being free.” 


“Sir, the Apricultural department has been im existence for nearly two decades and it has 
been doing some work ; what work, how uscful it has been, is not known to the cultivating 
opulation in the interior. ‘This resolution, if accepted, will be the best means of dissominat- 
Mie practical knowledge in ogriculturo in rorsl parts,” ‘Thero have been resolutions proposcd 
this very day about the slerting of agricultural eclools in different centres. That may or msy 
uct be Eber tr in the near future. Hut an attempt like this can bo made in os many Places as 
possible considerin| that the help, the co-operation, tbat is expected of landholders, and their 
Interest in x eviehiare js increasing, and that there are ryots here and there who want to 
improve their cropa and are trying new methods of cultivation, In my district I know there 
‘are several landholders, influential and eulightened, who are prepared to co-operate with the 
department by placing at tho disporal of sgrioultural experts ony part of their lands, and 
supplying them with labour, manure and such other things. Now there are several places 
here it may be poseible to make experiments end demonstrate to the ryot. so that he may take 
vantage ofthe experiments, Howerer conservative the ryot living in rural parts may. be, 
‘once it is demonstrated to bim that a particular crop is prefitable, he is sure 10 take advantage 
of it. ltis only with this view that 1 propose this resolution, ‘There are several crops such as 
‘potwioes, ete., which in some parla may not flourish ; and if these people are asked why the 
do not grow them, they say ‘our ancestors were not doing it.’ So in cases like this, I thin! 
thet with the belp of tbe egzicullurel experts who are turned out from the agricultural colleges 
something might be dene, What is wanted is this. Ii the ryot undortakes to sct apart some 
extent of bis [ond ond supply Inbour, manoro, cto, tho agricultural expert must teach him what. 
he should do and he will go on following the instruction. In that way, if the work is taken up, 
moueh vsetul work will be scent introducing new methods of cultivation and also there will 
‘be increased output from land. With these worde 1 beg to propose tho resolution.” 

‘Mr. T, Somasundaram Mu yar seconded the resolution. 

The Hon'ble Rao Bahadur K. Veweara Revot Navepo:—"Mr. President, the 
yesolution as it stands consists of two parts, one asking for tho introduction of experimontal 
{arma ond the other for the introduction of demunstrative farms. 1 may at once state that 
Government is in entire sympathy with the objects underlying this resolution, ‘but | am afraid, 
so far as experimental farms aro concerned, it would be rather difficult to induce landholders to 
come forward to place their lands for experimental purposes, for an experimont always involves 
the idea that it ie likely to foil. Perbaps the Honourable Mover of the resolution would bo glad 
to leave that part of the work to the Government to be done on Government farms such as we 
have get in various places especially in tho college at Coimbatore. Experts too cannot bo 
easily spared. ‘They are very oretly, though we have got a number of them, and in the 
oie ‘of the ryots themselves I would appeal to my Honourable frioud not to press that part 
of it . 

“ Ag rogards the other question of demonstrative farms. I should say that ths encrgies of 
the department are now directed in that direction, We have got a number of officers in tho 
subordinate service and in the upper service who are given what aro known as definite tracts to 
work upon, An officer gora to a {enant and enters into 9 sort of agreement with him to givo a 
portion of his land, or to set apart a portion of his land to be cultivated in a particular manner 
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with particular seeds, using certain partloales manures, All these are being eaperimented uj 
in our experimental farms, the resulte tested and the best of the kind found out; and when 
these are introduced and when the tenant or the ryot agrees to utilize the service and the advieo 
that is given to him, the inerensed output on there farms is an eye-opener not only to the person 
who camo forward to give hiv land, but also to his neighbours, who, either on their own 
account or at the instance of the demonstrator come to the plot and sce. Such a thing has been 
going on and certainly when an offer of that kind comes from other villagés, as I see from the 
statement by the Honourable Mover of this resolution, Government will be glad to come forward 
and certainly belp. But the only difficulty is very tow come forward, even there every 
attempt will bo made t6 satisfy the ryote and [ should think the Honourable Mover will be 
satisfied with the statement I have made.” 

Mr. T. Stvasanganam Provat:—‘ Ono word of explavation, Sir, I only meant that 
actual revults obtained from different conditions may be experimented on in different soils, 
‘That is why I have no objecticn to delete it. Otherwise I have no objection.” 

The Hon'ble the Prrsipexr:—" Does the Honourable Member withdraw the 
resolution P'* 

Mr, T. Sivasaxzaram Prova :—* Yea, Bir.”

Diwan Bahadur T. Dosika Achariyar seconded the above motion, 

The Hon'ble Mr. ©. Tonnenten :—'‘'{ rise toa point of order, Is it not tha correct 
procedure under the rules that in a case of this sort, the resolution should bemoved and seconded 
‘and then.a motion for adjournment should be made? ‘There is no provision in the rules for the 
adjouroment of a resolution whioh has uot been moved exactly.” 

‘The Hon'ble the Presmext:—'' Has the Honourable Member, Mr. A. 8. Krishna Rao, 
anything to say?” 

Rao Bahadur A. 8. Kuranxa Rao :—‘I submit that rule 33 enables me to make this 
motion. The more fact that I add a specific date does not take away from it the character of 
the motion, and I ulso give the option to the President to fix a date after the presentation of 
the budget, and 1 submit that the motien is in order.” 

The Hon'ble Mr. ©. G. Topwunren :-—" May I submit. Sir, that ander another rule, 
rule No. 56, a resolution that is not moved lapses‘and that the object of that rule is to prevent 
a great deal of work being given by resolutions being put on the paper, and after poople have 
got ready to discuss them, being postponed to another mecting. I have the less hesitation in 
raising this now beeanse I have no objection to the postponement of this particular resolution,

"The Hon'ble the Prestpent :— Does the Honourahle Member who spoke on behalf of 
the Government mean Standing Order No, 34?" 

‘The Hon’blo Mr, C. G, Toononren —“ T submit that Standing Order No. 56 makes no 
provision for adjournment, Standing Order Ne, 34 provides for three things, adjourning a 
anceting, adjourning business and moving the previous question. The present case caunot come 
under the first or third hends. As regards the se.oud, I pnt it to the chair that a resclution 
that has not been moved is not business before the House.” 

‘Mr. 8. Smuvivasa Avvaxcan ;—" Mr. President, as Mr. Todbunter raises a general point, 
I wish, with your leave, to say that rule 34 appears to be quite ele * Business ' does not 
mean that a Tesolution should be moved, but any item in the list of business. That will be the 
most convenient thing ; otherwise a very lengthy specch will have to be made by the mover and 
another equally longthy spoech will have to be made by the seconder before a resolution 
ean be adjourned to another day. There is not a word anywhere in the rules which supports 
the construction for which the Hon'ble Mr. Todhuuter contends, and this bas also been till now 

tho invariable practice.”

Tho Hon’blo tho Apvocare-Grxnxay:— As the rules stand, Mr. President, it seoms to 
me thnt it is open to any person including the mover of a motion to ask thst xt only sbould be 
adjourned. beoauss though rulo 56 only spoaks of withdrawing a resolution or moving wa roso- 
lution it does not exclude the alternative contemplated in rule 34. Ono way of testing it would 
bo this: No objection eau be taken from any point of view if the mover moved a resolution 
formally and womebody seconded it, and a third man got up and said‘ I move an adjournment *. 
Rules Ff ‘ond 46 can be worked so as to reconcile themselves with cach other. As tho rules at 
presont stand, I beliova there is no legal objection to. a Member himself proposing an adjourn- 
ment.”

I wish to object to the 
adjournment proposal on the ground which Mr. Todhunter has stated to this Council, viz., that 
very grava inconvenience will be eansed to Honourable Members and Ministers if by this procoss 
the consideration of a subject before a meoting, altura earofal discussion by the Membara of 
this House, is postponod to a subsequent date. Let mo put an extrema cass. We have hera 
before us on the agenda paper 67 resolutions, We have been sitting for the pust five or six days, 
and a few hours rgo wo had not got through half of the business. Let us supposo that the 
majority of the Huuse are desirous to withdraw Ne cone or ta their respective liomes in the 
‘City of Madras and that quorum could not bo obtained owing to their absence, then all the 
remaining business would ordiuarily lapse. Ifthe procedure which has been adopted in thig 
ease, and I believe also in the case of an earlier resolution or possibly more than one resolution 
—in the circumstances of which I am not fully conversant, having been absent from the Council 
room at the time—were to be followed, I fear that at our next meeting, whonever it may be—

‘Rao Bahador A. 8, Kaisa Rao :—* The late Council and other things are not relorunt 
to the present motion 

The Hon'ble Sir Lioxet Davinson :—" I am giving reasons, fir, why I deprecate a repeti- 
tion iu this Council of the procedare adopted in the last Couneil. It caused extreme inconve- 
nienco to those whoso duty it was to take chargo of tho zeplies to resolutions, to prepare 
statement of the ense and to familiarize themselves with the facts, when they found that an 
Honoarablo Member who had put dowa notice of a resolution desired to return to bis up-count 
residence and to put the discussion off for a month. My recollection is that ths Honourable 
Morer was himself an offender in this respect. In one’ instance, Ibad mysolf to prepare an 
elaborate statement in answer to a resolution on two occasions owing to repeated postponement ;

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lore Feervary 1921.) (Mr, Ramachandra Rao; the Hon'ble Mr. Todhunter ; 
Mr, Krishna Rao ; Mr, Narasimha Haju ; 
the How’ble Sir Lionel Davidson ; the Hon'ble the President.) 


“Adjournment of this motion hng beon proposed not with a view to gain any advantage bat 


really to’ facilitate business. If the Hon'ble Mr. huater without. knowing himself or the 
other Members of the Government, without making up their minds, wishes really to record a 
Fesolutivn that the Government should pive early etfeot to the recommendations of the Financial 
Relations Committee und is not prepared to say what the Me-obers of the Government will sa 

with reference to that request, I should think that a discussion on this matter will be absolutely 
fruitless, ‘That is tho reason why an adjourument has been proposed. I am very surprised to 
hear that a case has been Bot up when the Goveroment has not made up its mind with reference 
to the recommendations of the Financial Relaticns Committee, I am really surprised at the 
objection that ia now taken to the adjournment on this subject, If, however, wa are to look 
forward to the Hon'ble Mr. Todhunter making a statement on this subject, I think it will be 
perloctly in order to continue discussion in this matter. Iam really unable to understand why 
this motion cannot be adjourned till after the budget.” as 


‘The Hon'ble Mr. ©, G, Toosuxter :—* I am quite ready to vote for the adjournment of this 
particular case, I bave no objection vely but I simply desire to draw a ruling from tho 
chair on a point of order which is not clear to me from the rules and having obtained the ruling 
I can bow toit” 

Rao Bahadur A.S. Kutsuwa Rao:—T think it will be extremely inconvenient to obtain 
rulings which do not really arise. The Rartsobe motion now is whether item No. 49 should bs 
adjourned and the ruling has been already given, and if the Hon'ble Mr, Todhunter now invites 
you to give a ruling with reference to eome case which has not arisen, I certainly enter my 
emphatio protest against it.” 

The Hon'ble Mr. 0. G. Toonvxren:— I beg to say that I said nothing of the sort. I rose 
toa point of order asto whether the Honourable Member should formally move the resdlution.” 

Mr. C. V.8. Namasrma Rasu :—" Mr, President, I think the Government is perfectly 
justified in saying that thoy could mot come to any definite conclosion regarding the budget 

fore the Sth March and T think an adjournment of a motion involving expenditure for dis- 
cussion after the Sth March is to my mind chjectionable, because it is in a way departing feom 
the procedure laid dowa for discussion of the budget hereafter. No doubt, we the old Members 
are accustomed to a particular form of presenting resolutions on the budget, but that has to be 
given op. Hereafter the non-official Members are given the liberty of only suggesting redue- 
tions of grants, they have no liberty hereafter to propose any enhancement of grants and there. 
foro the object of putting off this resolution for tho budget is tu defeat a fundamental pricciple 
of budget discussion. erefore, as it is against the intended procedure of this House in the 
matter of badget discussion, I oppose the adjournment of any motion fur discussion after the 
Sth March.” 

Rao Bahadur A. 8. Knisuxa Rao :—By way of reply, Sir, I am only surprised at the 
vomerks made by the Hon'ble Sir Lionel Davidson and before I proceed farther I may point 
out that bo is entirely inaccurate in thinking that this isa repetition of the procedure of the ald 
Council. He forgot entirely that I was not a Member of the late Conneil.” 

‘Tho Hon'ble Sir Liowet. Davison :—" May I say, Sir, that I was not thinking only of the 
last Council, but of earlier Councils in general. I bad forgotten the fact of the Honourable 
Member's temporary eclipse.” 

Rao Bahadur A. 8, Knisuxa Rao :—*] think the Honourable Member would have been 
probably more accurate if he could specifically refer to any instances. I do not think auch 
genoral statements are to be permitted or that they can attraot the notice of this Council. Now 
so far as this motion is concerned, it would be better if the Hon’bla the Finance Member and the. 
Hon'ble the Home Member bad consulted tho Member in charge of this particular department 
beforehand. I may inform this House that before I made this motion I bad an informal 
consultation with the Ministers, but Ido not wish to say whut took place. ‘The second point I 
wish to press upon this House is that yesterday wo had an elaborate discussion based on the 
recommendations of the Financial Relations Committee. These two resolutions also deal with 
the question of Financial Relations Committee. After an elaborate disenssion about a grant of 
@ portion of the excise revenue to local bodies and after several speoches were made, the House 
deliberately voted upon a motion that the discussion should be adjourned to some date after the 
presentation of the budget. As no orders have heen passed rgarding the question affecting the 
recommendation of the Financial Relations Committes, I make this motion for adjournment,

representative committee to go into this question fully aud thoroughly and make snitable 
recommendations in xespect of this important matter, This committee whose labours were 
acknowledged by this Council and by the Hon'ble the Finance Member the other day sent 
up their report on the 80th Angnot last upon various problems.” 


The Hon’blo Mr. O. G, Toouunten:—'The honourable gentleman is giving us the dato 
of another committee. The Finance Committee was on 21st. November.” 


Rao Babadur A. 8. Kxisaxa Rao (continuing) :—" Thank you for the correction, Among 
‘the other various recommendations, we find this ono whichis the subject of this resolution, We- 
find that, so far aa communications were concerned, they suggested that the roads under the control 
of the local bodies should be divided into threo classes. ‘T'he, first class known as trunk roads 
regarding which Government has to assume the responsibility for the full cost of the maintenance. 
‘And then they state that there ought to be what is knowa a3 sceoud-olass distriot roads, regarding 
which Government and tho local bodies should share tho responsibility to an equal extent, 
subject to a maximum expenditure of Ra. 100 per mile. They stato that, subject to that maxi- 
mum, the expenditure in the case of eecand-class reads’ should be shared equally between the 
local bodies and the Government. They no doubt suggest that in the classification of roads 
‘they must adopt a procedure whereby both taluk boards and district boards in the district could 
come to a conclusion as to what are to be the district board roads and what taluk board roads, and 
have the conclusion ratified by the district board, though the final choice is to be left to Govern 
ment. Further they refer to what is known as third-olass roads, second-class roade to be district 
board and third class to be taluk board. Sir, thia arrangement which was recommended by tha 
Financial Relations Committee would not involve the nment in an expenditure or any- 
thing really more than what is actually made by contribution ; and the condition laid down by 
the Committee that Government should only bear one-half of the cost an condition of the Board 
spending an equal amount is likely to hamper the local boards ta a considerable extent, I do 
not think it necessary to detain the Courcil long, because an oxamination of the budgets of the 
varions local boards shows that in a number of cases they have not yet been in a position to 
spend anything like 200 rupees per mile to cnable them to keep ,them ‘in as efficient a condition, 
as Government has desired. The calculations made by the Committee would also show that it 
Will not be possible for the district boards even in the present state of finance to take {ull 
advantege of this opportunity. So far os this resolution is concerned, it lays special stress upon 
the fact that tho recommendation of the Committee ought to be given effect to without farther 
delay. ‘The public are not aware of tho ciroumstances under which any orders have been passed 
in respect of this rtant question. In the new Local Boards Act it is stated that instructions 
n issued, to tho district boards to send md their budgets before the 15th March, Ina 
f at they should also consult the taluk boards 
and send their budget indue time. Without a definite understanding aa to what roads are to 
be classed first class and what second class, without knowing whether the Government are pro- 
pared to goeven to the extent recommended by the Committee, I do not know if any district 
rd.can frame its budget in an accurate manner, Instructions have been issued but it is not 
possible i etry thats Out unless and until the recommendations of the Finance Committoa 
were known. 7 coatiaias is more serious. Even if tho recommendations of the Finance- 
Committeo havo been accepted by Government, I would submit that it will not be any substantial 
relief to the local bodice. It is suggested by the Committee that this grant-in-aid ba substitated 
for the 14 lakhs, the gront already placed at the disposal of the district boards, In a Govern- 
nt Order, I remember of 1919, it is stated that what is known as 14 lakhs has come to 17 lakhu 
and that ¢he Government should contribute one-foarth of tho amount of the land-cess realized 
from local bodies. When the promise bas been made and the obligation still oxists, to say we 
replace that system by a new method whoreby the distriot boards, taken as a whole, aro likely to 
get 8 few rupees more is a circumstance which cannot bo welcomed.

RESOLUTION RE HEADQUARTER HOSPITALS. 
Rao Bahadur A. 8. Kursmva Rao;—* Sir, I have the honour to more— . 
50. That this Council recommends to the Government to relieve the local 
bodies from their obligation to contribute for the ‘maintenance of the head- 
* qnarter hospitals, 


“Whatever fate this resolution may meot with at the bands of this Couneil, I may point out 
that its sole object is to relieve loeal bodies of certain obligations which now exist." It is woll 
known thot oll tho hendqaartor hospitals hare been taken over by the Government eradnally 
and it is not necessary to discuss the circumstances unter which they have come to be in the 
possession of Government. Sir, the previous bistory of this question will show that sereral 
Tnonicipalities were in a wey forocd to hand over the managemeut of headquarter hospitals to 
Government. When owing to canses natural and unnalural, When owing to the exigencies of 
the war the cost of maintaining the hospitals ns well ax the cost of medicine became abuormal, 
bocame high, when applications were mado for further increase of grant, tho wunicipalities 
did not moct with a satislactory response at the hands of the Government. A proposal went. 
ap to tho effect that if the municipality would offer to hand orer the management of the 
hovpital to the Government ond ‘would andertake along with the loeal boards, if aay, to pay 
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i tof the maintenance, taking the average of three years, the Governmont 
we aE are the management of the hospitals. Tt is difficult for us to discover whether 
the Government themsclves were solicitous to teke over the management of theso hospitals 
or whether the municipalitics were solicitous to hand over their management to Government. 
Probably the correct conception lion botween these two positions. White on the one 
hand the provisions of tho District Municipalities Act avd Local Boards Act incinded 
aa one of the objects of theag local imstitutions the maintenance of these hospital, we 
how cannot imagine why wo should under ordinary circumstances | tranafer the control 
of these medical institutions to the Government. We sco from their history they were 
fia way under fisancial stringency and owing to the attitude of the Government in not giving 
them such assistance aa thoy weroentitiad to, they were practically foroed to hand over the 
management to Goverament, Now, Sir, I would ask whether it is reasonable that after the 
management of these ‘institutions was taken over by the Governmont, acontribution from 
the local bodios should still be insisted upon, ‘This resolation uly. refers to that question and 
nothing else. It is a well recognised principle that whoover control of an institution 
must pay for it in entirety, And there is no justification whatever to call upon these bodies to 
contribute to the maintenance. The only possible reply is that at tho time when those hospitals 
were taken over by the Government, there wae an understanding that they must contribute 
towatds the maintenanes of the hospitals. And why should they go back upon that engage- 
ment? I request this House to consider whether the arrangement w' hich was entered into some: 
time ego at tho time when the hospitals wero handel over is to ba taken aa a parmanont 
arrangement for all time to come ‘and whether it is not desirable that in view of the larger demands 
‘on these loeal boards and in view of the fact that ‘their limited resources have probably to be 
Clilined for developing every medical institution in their own way and so far as they can, this 
question of contribution sbould not be done away with and tho less of revenue isa little over one 
and two lakbs, I think this is s small amount which the Government ought not to grudge and 
which they need not insist on the local boards paying.

[tclations Committee are respected, I see very little prospect for the local bodies. Now, the 
Financo Department must havo known fully well that when the Government appointed the 
Financial Relations Committee, their Proposals would involve some cost to the State, and 
knowing full well what the effect of their recommendations would be, to explain away every 
resolution on the ground of want of fands simply takes away mr breath.

Diwan Bahadur M. Ramactanora Rao :—“ I only wish tomakeasmallinguiry, I should 
like to know from the Honourable the Minister for Jocal Self-Government if there is any like- 
likood of issuing the decisions of tho Committeo before the presehtation of the budgot in which 
casa it may not be necessary to proas this resolation.” 

Tho Hon'ble the Paxsivest :—' Tha Hon’blo tho Minister haa already spoken once, Tt 
is not open to the Hon'ble the ister to speak again. It is Mr. Richards who, on behalf of 
the Government, is opposing this resolution, that could speak. 

Mr. F.J. Bicuanvs:—“I am afraid, Sir, that it is quite impossible to prophesy what the 
final decision of the Government will ba, 


{he Hon'ble Mr. C.G. Toonustzn:—"Ths Member seoms to think that the Financial 
Relations Committee was appointed in order to enhance the grants. The instructions to the 
Financial Relations Committee were to make proposals for regularizing the grants. I therefore 
submit with reference to this argument, which is based on tho idea that the Financial Relations 
Committee was formed to incresso the grgnte to local bodies, that it is made on awrong basis. 
As for tho suggestion that we aro frittering away the proposals, I must say that that seems to ma 
an extraordinary phrase to apply to tho financial examination of suggestions of a very far 
reaching nature. The Hononrable Member's alternative seems to be that large sums should ha 
voted ata moment's notice without giving the Government an opportanity to examine the 
proposals on which the rote is based. Ihave already explained the reason why in the very 
short time since the Ministers took charge it has not been possible for the Government to examina 
that Committee's report.”” 


Mr, GC. V. Vermatanawana Avyancar :—T just-want to say a fow words. Attempts 
have becn made in connection with this proposition as well as /he one before it to draw a distine- 
tion between ratepayers and taxpayers. It has been suggested that this ia an attempt to 
burden the taxpayer. So far aa we aro concerned we are taxpayers as well as ratepayers. 
Many of the Members bere belong to both classes and therefore if we speak on either behalf it 
js afier considering the respective qualifications, the respective relationships between the two 



























Mr. B. Moxtawaa Naveou:—Sir, I risa to support the motion, I must own toa. 
feoling of deep disoppointment at the way in which district boards are treated and at the way. 
in which the Financial Relations Committee's report is dealt with. It nsed to bo said, and it 
hor come to poss in this evao, that if any mattor isto bo shelved it shonld be referred toa 
committeo, This committes has sat and deliberatsly recommended ecrtain proposal and the 
committee in its proposals did not say that to the extent to. which the t boards aro to be 
relieved of the liability to contribute to hearlqnarter hospitals, there was to be anything like a 














condition to bo attached to it, whatever may be the previous understandings under which tha. © 
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district boards wore relieved from tho managements of theso hospitals. And now when requests 
are mado for adding to the elementary schools, there ia the objection of funda, When requests 
are made in ang other direction, thore is the objection of fands, 

“Wo are asked to prepare our budgets soon. On what basis are we to send them? W' 
we ask tho Honourable Membor far loeal Gelf-Goreroment, tk in vated that this eller eee 
1} Inkhs of rapoce bas to be distributed to 25 districts. That portion at least may be accepted. 
‘The Local Self-Government Secrotary stated that the Government would be pleased to consider 
tho prorosal provided an undertaking is given that the moucy will be properly utilized in a 
particular manner. I submit, Sir, itis hardly fair for the Local Self-Government Seeretary to 
ask for an undertaking of that sort ; with this diseppointment held over-us, with the increasiag 
demand and the increasing salaries for the servants maintained by the District Boards, the 
small sum that could be saved by the District Boards should go to reliero the general 
condition of these district boards, In those circumstances, Sir, I submit and I earnestly implore 
the Honourable Member for Local Self-Government to acsept this resolution. ~ 

“J must also take objection to the expression of viow that the tax-payers’ intorest is 
different from the rate-payera’ interest. Sir, you will find that the main item of the 
income of the District Board is land-ocss, By whom is the land-ccss paid? It is paid hy 
the tax-peyer. And the main item of revenue iseither land revenue or ex ‘We will wait 
and sce what will be the fate of excise. We, Sir, are sent by the tax-payers, those tax-payers 
-who pay more than Rs, 10. I certainly think that if these tax-payers are asked whether they 
would prefer certain taxes to be handed over to the taluk Tonnds or the distriot boards, or 
whether they would be willing to contribute an extra ono anna in addition to what they already 
pay, the answer will ceralily he : we will pay to the Gorernmont, let them pay the institution, 

erefore the provision in the Local Boards Act, weak Sor the purpose of arding to the gene- 
ral resourees and for levying o further quarter anna tax upon these tax-payers, Therefore 
the ingenious distinction that is sought to be drawn between a tax-paycr and a rate-payer is 
only in nama. Tf the opinions of the tax-payers are obtained, they would certainly prefer to 
have a cortain portion of their tax given and not a fresh taxation levied on them. With thes 
observations, I support thie resolution,” x 


Diwan Bahadur M, Kurtsnsan Navan :—I rise to eupport this resolutinn, In the first 
ace, the resolution is in accordance with the recommendations of the Financial Relations 
Pommittes. Secondly the amount concerned is very small, between one and two lakbs and when 

distributed among tho varions bodies concerhed, the amount that cach will get is extremely 
mall and partioulerly, as I intorpret the speech of my friend Mr. Richards, tho Secretary 
for Local Self-Government, and the Honourable the Minister for Local Self-Goverament, the 
opposition on their part is really half-hearted so that for these three very brief reasons, 1 
heartily support the resolation, ” 


Mr. G. V. 8, Nanastatna Rayo :—“ Mr. President, it is really unfortunate that the prepa- 
ration of the budget for the local bodies under the new Act and the preparation of tho budget 
of the local Government under the new Act should come almost atthe same time. It is mom 
unfortunate for the provincial finanee, because the budget of last year was prepared in the 
expectation of something more than what was really granted under the Meston award, 

“ Now, Sir, hitherto T was in the habit of sending resolutions to this Council for demands 
for the augmentation of local bodies, but Sir, there is a chenge now. Our anxiety was hitherto 
‘thot the finances of the local bodies should be under the control of the people, whereas the finan- 
ces of the provincial Government were not under such control. But now, Sir, there iss great 
change ; 08 hay already been stated by the Member for the. University, the Council has got a* ~ 
control aver the purse. Therefore the time has come when we the representatives should make 
proposals time after time for demands or we have to pay due regard to curtai!ment and vote 
accordingly. Hereafter no proposuls for enhancement of expenditure should coma from the 

. Government wherens the right of voting and curtailment must rest with the people, If I have 
stated correctly the principles on which we have to work hereafter, I think my colleagues in the 
Council will sgree with me and put a stop to sending demands from the non-official sido ; the 
Government will come with their purse and their demands and submit them to the Council. 
With those words, Sir, request my friend Mr. Krishna Rao to wait till the preparation of 
the budget. Wo shall have ample time when onos the budget is presented ou the 8th, 9th and 
10th and it will be open for general discussion. When the general dissussian is over, the 
Government may come forward with their own demands and then we can show to the Govern- 
ment what curtailment we wish to make and what demands we wish to refuse. With these 
‘words, Biz, I onco more request Mr. Krishna Rno to withdraw his resolution.” 











Mr, T, Destmactant :—“ Speaking on the resolution, the question suggests itself to me, as 
it ought to suggost itself to everbody else as to whether the recommendation that is made by 
‘Mr. Krishna Roo is sound and a reesonable one. Tho question has to be judged upon its own 
morita, Tho Financial Relations Committee had excellent reasons for taking away the barden 
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of maintaining headquarter hospitals from local bodios, ‘Tho local boards are maintaining a 
Sumber of institutions and are Gnding it very difficult to find money for duplicating the local 
Fustitations where the multiplication of an institution is found to be absolutely necessary. 
Similorly in municipalities, dispensaries which are not headquarter, hospitals are maintained 
out of municipal funds, It 1a not that ecveral municipalities ond district hoards are deprived 
of any burden on avcount of headquarter hospitals boing taken off by the Government, Their 
charges are mnltipliod, their responsibilities are increasing, and it ie an accusation apginst 
Tocal bodies and manicipalities that they are not sufficiently active in multiplying medical aid, 
Ta theso cirenmstancea, tho measure of relief that is recommended by, the Financial Relations 


Committee is a mensure absolutely necossaty. ” 


Fino Bahadur A. 8, Katsna Rao :—* I om exosedingly sorry to find the attitudo taken by 
the members of this House 8 also by tho Honourable Members of Government in dealing with 
“simple request like the ono placed before the council. ‘There arc in this ‘House representatives 
of local bodies, whether taluk boards, municipalitica or district boards, and I appeal to them to. 
take n more serious view of the way in which the local bodies are being maiutained, It has 
boon anggested that there is a, scramble for grants from the provincial Government as if they 
were different institutions, as if they were different bodies, as if there were no unity of interest 
betweon one body and ancther. A sort of conflict has been suggested in the discussion between 
the rate-payer andthe tax-peyer. I am alraid this bas ereated some mivundersanding in 
tho minds of the members of this house. May I essume that it is thoir duty, their only duty, 
to omeider what aro tha objects for which local bodies are established and what functions thoy 
discharge, Lf those who aro supposed to ropresont the tax-payers against the rate-payers only 
realize that these local bodies ara doing most valuable work in the country, often Nischarging 
functions which are dear to every one, they will be in a position to realize, Whatover “objections 
the Hon'ble the Financa Member may take, whatever difficulty the Hon'ble the Minister 
for Looal Self-Government may find, they will give their assent to this simple proposition. Now, 
[ understand that there is a sort of agrecinent. What is the agreement? It is the question of 
adjustment of funds between a part of the Government and the local bodies. This question of 
adjustments is liable to roconsideration, Aw hna been well pointed out by an Honourable 
‘Member, can any one honeatly stato that, at least in the case of eome institutions, it bas been 
voluntary? They find the expenditure increasing year after year. Governmont would not 
give enough grants. They would oaly give a portion, If it was a private party, they would 
suo for breach of contract, though in this case they would not. I would therefore submit to 
this Houso that wa need not bo carried away by theso theoricsof agrecment. We want that this 
obligation of maintaining hospitals should be taken away from the local bodies. I am rather 
surprised at the attitude taken by the Honourable Member in dealing with questions concerning 
local bodies, If I wore so fortunate that a 200 mile trank road was taken over by Government 
it would leave me a substantial amount and I would not feel the eave financial stringency. 
‘When we are utilising all the funds for carrying oat those great objects: which #ll the people 
‘have at beart, when we also know that the funds at our disposal are not sufficient to carry out 
all the objects, is it fair and just to reject this simple request which wouldenot oripple tha 
finances of Government to any appreciable extent? Whatever tho decision may be I am 
Ee to accept tho result. Because evon the Seorotary for Juocal Self-Government 
a8 tald us that ho would not ‘opposa the motion on principle. « He is the only representative 
hore on behalf of the Government, As you, Sir, havo been told, he is gaing to speak against it, 
and no doubt; he made the same statement in this House ona former ovcasion. Bo far as the 
xArgument is Conoerued, he ia at one with mo—"

is as follow: 
51, That this Council recommends to the Government that copyists, sec- 
tion-writers and other similar subordinates may be recognized as full-time 
servants of Government and admitted to all the privileges of regular whole- 
time servants of Government. 
+ Having regard to the short time before mo I should like to confine myself toa brief sur- 








vey of the situation, The Salaries Committee in dealing with this matter have recorded as” 


follows :-— : 
‘Tho committee does not consider that ony differontiation can be made between @ clerk 


and a copyist in the matter of their minimum pay. It considers therefore that when a copyist 
is fully employed his remoneration, whether it be in the shape of a fixed salary, or of Tots 
. ealoulated on the outturn, should not average less than Rs. ‘. 

Later on, when the mattor was before the Government I find the Government in ite Order 
No. 146, dated 18th February last year, stated that the question of the remuneration of public 
eecelishinonts was under consideration. I should like to know if the matter is still engaging 
the attention, sympathotic or otherwise, of the Government.” 

Tho Hon'ble Mr. Topnunrsx :—“ ‘The question raised by the resolation is not a question of 
remuneration to copyists.” : 

‘Mr. R. Sarsivasa Avyanaan (ronfinuing) :—* Part of my resolution also deals with their 
pay, Doowuse I ack therein that they may be recognized as full-timo servants of Government and 
PAD teed to all the privileges. ‘These people got bnly a fixed allowance for the time being which 
J oliable to be supplemented with reference to extra work that they may turn oub, extra work of 
a nature sufficient to cover the pay allotted to them. As it is, the two mainostablisbments which 
employ copyists in appreciable number are the Revonue and the Judicial departments. I am 
conscious of the fact that in this resolution J'am not trying to paralyze the Government or tak- 
ing them into 4 region of barrenness, bat into @ region where & see amount of surplus 
accrued so far a3 the Judicial Department is concerned. Every year Judicisl Department is 
aaking enormous profits and thera isabsolutely no reason why a portion should not be devoted 
to the improvement of the condition and prospects of the eopyist department. T need hardly 
remind tho House that the sale-procecda of copy stamps constitute the main source of income. 
‘Pho men that work all day long and contribute mostly to the stamp Tevenue are the copyista, 
But in every stamp only 2} pics goos to the copyist, whereas tho surplus of the income goe* to

30, and is there any reason why the condition of these poor 
copyists should not by bottored + * 

«There is one other matter which I have to press before the House, All these copy applica- 
tions have to bear one-anna stamps, and I understand that it is not regarded as general revenue 
for the purpose of taking into consideration the income earned by the oopyists’ department, 
T also understand that this income bas mounted up considerably, “That being the case, I hope 
and trust'that this resolution will commond itself to the consideration of Government.”

“Now, Sir, it may bo contonded that in addition to tho fixed pay, tho copyist bas got an 
opportunity to earn extra amonnts for extra work done by him. uy auswor to that argument 
‘would bo tbat unloss we allow the copyiat to enrn an extra amount by giving him more copying 
work evory day, the concession would not actually benefit him — If tho copyist is able to earn 
this extra amount sufficient for maintaining himself and his family, there would not have been 
thia demand on the of the copyist department to raise their status. To very iact that there 
ia this demand is sufficient proof that the persons who aro employed in the copyist depart= 
ment a mob peer eae i teal 

“Now, Sir, T may tell you of aome of the disabilities of the copyists. Thongh they work 
as bard as any of tho clerks in tho departmont, they are not e led to any leave at all, ” Thane 
is no pension exeopt for the superintendents and assistant superintendents who supervise tha 
rork of the eopyists, Most part of thie work consists in perhaps reading for an hour or to 
the copies that wera prepared by these copyists. While they carry away the best part of the 
Pobre Sha go : ‘the copyist department, the copyist who works hard the whole day long reocives 

6 least benefit.” .

‘The Hon'ble Mr. ©. G. Tonuoxtse —“ Mr. President, I promived on Saturday night 
that I would not take ups great deal of the time of the Council upon this resolution, and in 
fnlfilment of that promise I must ask the Joave of the Council to confine myself to the strict 
and narrow terms of the resolution and not ta wandor over the large area which has been 
covered by previous speakers. The terms of the resolution are ‘That this Council recommonds 
to the Gorernment that copyists, eection-writers and other similar subordinates may be recog- 
niced aa full-time servants of Government and admitted to all the privileges of regular 
whole-time servants-of Government’—that is, that a picco-work staff should be pat on a 
permanent basis. There is no question of the copying fund, of the rate of pay of the copyists, 
or of rates of remuneration generally. All that we havo in the proposition is that this ‘picce- 
work staff sbonld be placed on a permanent basis. 


“T should like further to premiso that anything I say on the subject must be subj. 
comeurrence of the Honourable the Judges of the High Court ote ween 107 of eee 
ment of India Act the duty of laying down rules for the romuneration of eopyiats and the 
employment of the same in civil courts rests with the Honourable the Judges of the High Court. 
Though I am sure the Lénourablo the Judges will bo only too ready to eo-operate in any echeme 
for the reform of this branch of the service, I cannot’ pledga them to anythiug in advance. 
Coming now to the proposal itself“ need hardly say that as a bureaucrat I eordially welcome a ~ 
resolution which tends to improve the conditions of the bureau with which Iam concerned. If 
wo were able to convert the copyists' stall into a permanent, pensionable staif with privileges of 
leave and so forth, we should be able to insist upoa_a higher stondard of odnoation, on the 
typing of all copica and on the employment generally of a more responsiblo elaes of mon, so that 
there would be a minimum of danger of the divulging of official documents, Aga bureaucrat I 
am entirely in favour of the resolution, But as I have already in another connexion en-

“Taking in the first plaeo the parties to euits, who ara chisfly concorned in paying tho fees, 
they will have to pay large further increase in the fees for copying in order to raise the 
general scale of remuneration. Now. if we are going to give copyists leave and pension, that 
is, pay them for poriods when they oro not working, that would mean a still farther increase in 
the fees. ‘There ia a still moro important aspect of the caso from the point of view of the parties, 
aud tl the question of time. Under the present arrangements, it vory frequently happens, 
and it will continuo to happen, that vory large masses of matter ar- sent to he copied in vary 
short spaces of time as the parties want the copica oy urgently for suits. That can be provi- 
_ dod for under the present errangemonts, under which the men nre glad to do extra work for 

‘oxtra pay. Moreover it is easy for the controlling officers to call in temporary men. But if 
yon are going to bave a permanent pensionable staff entitled to leave, you obvionsly will have to 
rogulate that with reference to the average daily work. That means fo say that, if the work is 
above the average on any day, « balance of it will have to lie over to be dono on a day when the 
work is less than the average. ‘Then parties arc apt to bo delayed, Ido not say that it is im. 
possible to get over this difficulty, but it is a matter for serious consideration, 

“Thon as regarda the point of view of the copyists,—to illustrate this I may tell the Houss 
that an expert copyist in the Secrotariat, who copies fair copies tothe Government and can 
work at the rata of 8,000 words a day could ear four times the amount the mover gave us as the 

ent earnings of a copyist. And even without attaining this standard of 5 there are no 
sree capable sopyiata wba eve earning a gool deal inove than the ruin! pay af molerk. it 
you are going to pat them all down to one level you will bo inflicting hardship on your best 
inen. Agein Honourable Members who wero present during the discassion in committee of (he 
full Couneil of the Salaries Committee's report will remember that the point was taken by more 
than one of them that for the eopyist staff we do not need the same clags of men as we do for 
clorks. In other words the copyist staff provides for men who ere not quite up to the standard 

hysieally and otherwiso and it also provides a training yroand for soung men coming into the 
Government service, Now if youare going to insist upon the age bar, a doctor's certificate and 
educational qualifications and an average standard of work, you are going to cut out a lot of 
these people who are working now in tho Government service, Thus both from the point of 
view of tho best men and the worst mon it is doubtful whether it is wise to convert it inte » 
pensiouable staff on an average mto of pay. ‘ 

“There is also au intermediate course, which I have been considering. That ia the 
courso provided by article 380 of the Civil Service Regulations for the case of piece-workers in 
tho Government }’ress under which we are allowed, by bringing. the press workers on the perma- 
nent piece work staff, to make tiem cligible for a Fension which is based upon their piece-work 
earnings during the last three years of their eervieo. I have been considering whether it would 
not be ible to deviee somo similar schome in the casa of the copyiste. But the piece-workera 
of the Government Pross, to whom that scheme hos boon applied, are #0 extremely dissatisfed 
with it, that it seems to mo hardly wise to introduce in anew etaffa scheme that has given 
dissatisfaction to the staif to which it is now applied. : 

© To sum up, the Government have an entirely open mind upon this question and they will 
gladly welcomo any euggestion that Honourable Members may kave to make for improving the 
lot of theso men in the way suggested by the resolution. I was inclined at one time to suggest 
‘a committee to go into the question. But we have got several committees sitting, already and I 
am not ure whether it will be the wish of the House to supine another. Possibly the com- 
mitteo that has been appointed to go into the qnestion of ralaries of non-gazetted officers would 
not object to this addition to their burden, If they would be willing to adviso, Government 
will be only too glad to ask them for their advico on the wubject.”

Diwan Babadur M. Kersaxaw Navag:--"Sir, 1 have very grent pleasure in socondi 
Siig ne ator Cetorectle foisnd tha mortc of ta oeclnlioa kas studady een 
to you, Sir, all the facts, nt any rate, most of the facts that are necessary for the discussion of 
this resolution have been given by the Government in answer to an interpellation that was 
submitted by me to you. As has been already stated hefore yon, Sir, the estimated cost of this 
building which was ¢o bave heon constructed upon the sito chosen was Rs. 74,000. ‘Ths site 
jigelf was choson seven yoara ago, the building operations commenced about three years ago and 
about a third of the estimated expenditure, namely, about Rs. 24,000, has already been spaut 
upon the building. ‘The building itself was approved of by a Sanitary Board of which the Chief 
Engineer and the Surgeon-General were members. 

‘The town of British Cochin is a vory small placo, I believe, not more than one square wile 
iu extent--J am apeaking of courso very roughly—and tho then Collector, as has beon admitted 
by the Government in their auswer to my intorpellation, stated that it lay on the sandy beach, 
that it was very difficult to find a contral place for building a hospital in the town of British 
Cochin, but it was a very convenient place and it was necessiblo to all and that it was the best 
site able. So that, after a great deal of consideration and consultation among all the 
authorities concerned, the Collector, the Surgeon-General, the Ohief Engineer, the Sanitary Board 
and the Municipal Council, this particular eite was selected and the building itself began to be con- 
stracted, Now the Government proposes to give up the site and to go back to the old site. 
‘What is the natore of this site? _ One would think, even a layman will, I am sure, be of opinion, 
that the site on which tle Govornment want to coustruot the hospital js the least suitable for a 
hospital. Itisa very nuohealthy site, admittedly. All the boundaries of it are peculigrly 
‘unsuited for the construction of & hospital. It is bounded on one side by # marsh, breeding, 
T suppote, all kinds of noxions germs, on another sido there is @ cask yard of a firm, on another 
i 3 tbeee a cask-maker's workshop and on the fourth there isa high wall belonging toa 
firm: sothat, practically if ono thinks of selecting a site which is most wnsuited to the 
ounstruction of a hospital, it is this sito. 

“What ara the reasons for abandoning the other site? As has been stated by the 
honourable mover of this resolution the reason is that the European residents of the place want 
this site for the construction of rosidontial quarters and it is stated that the value of the land 
will risa considerably when the harbonr comes into operation. These certainly are very inade- 
quate rensous for giving up the site which was intonded for a hospital that had been partially 

constricted. asked the Government to lay on the table the corrospundence on the sabject, 
the letter of the Collector, the letter of the Municipal Chairman, the letter of the present and 
the former Surgeons-Goueral. ‘The Government have not chosen to lay on the table 
correspondones...I cau very woll anderstan| the Government refusing to lay on the table 
confidential correspondence relating to State watters and eo on. Now, if that correspondence 
were produced, we would have been in a position to know what the reasons were for abandoning 
this hospital and whether those reasons wero adequate. As i is, the only answer elicited to 
my question, with reference to thie matter, is that there is a change now in the public opinion 
a5 regards the location of this hospital ond that the majority ara now in favour of reconstructing 
the hospital on the present site, also that petitions have beca recoived from the citizaua of 
Cochin which support this view. My’ information from the people of Cochin is that it is just 
the other way, it is the opposite of the public opinion which according to the Government exists 
there, I should like te know very much, Sir, whon this potition was reecived by the Govern- 
ment, The Hononrable Member who will answer this resolution will give us more facts with 
reference to this matter, I repeat again, I should very much like to know when this petition 
referred to ia answer to my question was received by Government, who the signatories are, how 
many signatories thera were.

It iy too 
sweeping a proposition to Te suospied. It it (0-be-takos aaa ouitled fact, if in matters 
concerning medical rolicf or sanitation, a Municipal Conneil or a local body is to scoopt as tha 
final word the opinion of the Surgoon-General, I do not think local hodies can be expocted to do 
neeful work. There may be eases in which a local body may mako mistakes, there may be 
cases in which its opinion may have to be re-considered, but it is the local body which must have 
the final choice in coming to a conclusion as to whether what ia proposed to bo acquired is in a 
sanitary locality or not. ‘I'he Surreon-General will always be aa adviser to tha local body, and 
be canrot be a dictator to the local body. I believe itis also tho view put forward by Goveru- 
ment, and I hope there will not be any chango from that principle that advioa may bo accepted 
from local bodies and if it is found that they have committed a mistake, thore may be room for 
rectification. But I hope this Council will not subscribe to such a broad proposition that the 
munieipality is to be dictated to in such matters,” ‘ 


‘Mr, T. Anumarnataa Pritat:—* Sir, the Hon'ble the Minister for Local Self-Govorn- 
ment said that the question as to the healthiness or unhealthiness of a sita is dependent upon 
the views of the Hurgson-Gebera, bunt from the long statement that was read oat by tho* 
Hon'ble Mr. Richards, I believe, he never pointed ont to any statement from General 
Giffard, wherein he stated that the site which has been chosen at present is a very 
heaithy site, But, on the other hand, Mr. Srinivasa Ayyaugar who moved the resolu- 
tion bas pointed out to this, Council various eh fectunatte features to the present aite and 
Mr. Richards in his long roply to that resolution has not touched upon any of the objectionable 
features, nor bas be denied the existence of any of them. Therefore, one has got to take it for 
granted that these objectionable fectares pointed out by Mz. Srinivasa Ayyangar aro really in 
existence. Tho only objection which Mr. Richarda pointed out was the question of distanco, 
Tf distance alone were to be the question and he pointed ont the question of Nandyal, if any- 
body knows Cochin and British Cochin, which after all is not a place of great distances, if you 
willonly take that into consideration and also take the other fact, namely, the unhealthy features 
that have beea pointed out, the question of distance in this casc at least, which as admitied by 
Mr. Richards also is not very great, should not be taken into consideration to disturb the con- 
elosion that has been arrived at some saven years back. Moreover, one bara we have got 
to consider and which bas not been dealt with by Mr. Richards is this. That up till now wo 
have spent about Rs. 24,000 upon the building of the hospital, that is, we bare nearly met

new scheme which after sll nobody knows whetter with its upbealthy featuros would be quite

Envonct been anawered by Mz.” Richards on bobalf of the Government, nor even by the

Rao Sahib S. Exuarra Cueimvan:—Sir, the Hon'ble tho Minister for Local 
and Municipal Department gave great importance to the approval of the Surgeon-Goneral, 
May I ask for information as to whether the provious site, the first site, was approved by the 
Surgeon-Genersl or not. If sn, why can’t we give greater importanco to that approval ? Why 
should wa givo great importance to thie approval P With those romarks, I honrtily support this

Mz. K. V. Ramacant :—* Sir, from the statements made hore in the Council just now I 
understand that the Government wants to remove the hospital to a place which had been 
already selected and upon which a hospital was already standing. Whou the Government or 
the Munioipal Council thought of removing the hospital to some other place they must have had 
very good grounds for thinking of such a change,and then the best consideration would havo 
been bestowed by the Government as well as by the Municipal Coun So after a mature 
deliberation and due consideration they selected a place on which a building had already gone 
up to 4 certain extent, and now within m short epaco of seven years 1 dou't think such a great 
change in the condition of the town can have takon plac to justify its removal to some other 

aca. After all British Cochin is not a very big town ; it seems to be a small town, ‘Tho 
location either in one corner of the town or in the centre of the town or in auothercorner of the 
town will not make any difference at all ; it will only bo a matter of a few furlongs. So I 
believe the question of the distance ought not to weigh. 

“Tdon't sce that the Manicipsl Council and Colonel Giffard who waa the Surgeon- 
General at the time would have passed an opinion to that effect without taking it into considera~ 
tion.

Now, it is 
rfectly clear that the old reeolution was come to aftera considerable discussion. It was not 
isturbed for meuy years. It was sought to be disturbed only in 1916 and therefore no case has 
been made out on that score. # 
Then a third point was made by Mr, Richards that a mabazar came up that caused a com- 
motion in the Secretariat. The Hon'ble Mr. Ramurayaningor said that it was after that petition 
that the Surgeon-General was dopoted and was asked to report. The Hon'ble Mr, Ramaraya- 
ningar was not right in his facts. ‘Lhe Surgeon-General’s letter to Government is dated the 7th 
of September 191 the Government choose to lay it on the table it will be clear—and the peti- 
tion which Mr, Richards referred to is towards the end of September 1918, which ia after the 
Surgeon-General’s letter to Government. Therefore it cannot be said that the petition influ 
enced tife Government to embark upon a now enquiry and to depute tho Surgeon-General to 
visit the tpt alter which the Surgeon-Geueral came toa revised conclasion. ‘That ia the reason 
why Mr, Krishnan Nayar wanted the whole correspondence to be placed on the table, and Tam 
sorry that the Government put itself in the wrong by not placing tne Surgeon-Geveral’s letter 
on the table. ‘The only conclusion that I can draw from these varioua circumstances is though 
Mr. Hichards repelled the inference which T sought to draw, namely that the site was required 
for the purpose of residential bungalows for Europeans and it is the only reasonable inference 
the House ought to draw, Iam afraid the reasons against my resolution ara 80 unconvinsing, 
not only prima facie unconvineing, as Mr. Hicbards admitted, but, even on an examination of 
the whole question, remain so uneonvineing that I am bound to say that the only objection is 
the site on which money has been spont ia now wanted by European residents, So, I would 
urge this House to support my resolution. in the spirit in which I have brought it and upon tho 
fasts wish are vuoes eloquent shad any speech which I can make for the purpose of commend- 
ing it to the favourable consideration of this House.” ‘ 


Mr. P. J. Ricuanws :—"" Mr, President, I refrain from giving the date referred to by my 
friond for fear of being ruled ont of order, ax the papers are not: on the table. 


“Tam afraid that some of my friends have not listened very carefully to the debate. Tho 
not logs will not be anythiug like the gross loss. It will bo comparatively a small matter if the 
building is used for other purposes, What I beg to point out in this connexion is that it 
would be more economic tocut our losseathan to go forward with a project which ia likely to 
become a white elephant, ‘The choice lies between a hospital on a salulirions site which ia empty, 
and a hospital on a less selubrious site which is popular and well attended. hero is behind this 
te experience of Western Eorope. In almost every big city, aud fortunately in this Presidency 
also, we have the experioncs of hospitals being located for tho advantage of the sick poor in the 
most congested parts. That experience, which is familiar to all, cannot be light-beartedly 
rejected. I fear that in his closing remarks the Honourabie mover of this motion betrayed the 
real couse why the motion has becu bought forward, namely, that the alteration in the decision 
of the Government is influenced by considerations of the convenicnce of Enropeans in Cochin. I 
submit that such a consideration is entirely irrelevant to this discussion, and the House must 
with a clear conscience decide the issue irrespective of that question which has not been raised, 
‘There also seems to be a suspicion that Government or the Surgeon-General, for the puro 
pleasure of the thing, wished to dictate and override the decision of the Cochin’ municipality. 
Surcly such an insinuation will not bear criticiam. Neither Government nor the Surgeon- 
General, have anything te gain whatever by overruling or dictating to the Cochin. municipaljt 
In fact, the Government stand considcrably to lose, and the Surgeon-General has been put toa 
great deal of administrative trouble in carrying forward what in bis conscience and in his expert 
exporience he considered to bo the best plan of action. This isa matter in which we have ta 
be largely guided by experts, not merely experts in knowledge, but experts in experienco, It 
isadmitted frankly that tha opinion of the present Surgeon-Gencral differs from that of his 

redecessor. I might point out in this connexion that similar question basaisen, as is well 

nown to many Honourable Members, in the caro of Tuticorin, namely whether wo are to have 
an empty hospital in a salubrious site; or a hospital which is readily accessible to the sick ‘poor. 
I think it will be impossible to provide a hospital eonvenioutly accessible to the sick poor in a 
location which is from a sanitary point of view, ideal. A similar question has bern zaied, I am 
informed, regarding the proposed location of the new General Bers, which it is proposed to 
construct in Madras itself. Proposals have been made that it should be located on the foreshore, 
But the objection has been raised avd the proposal _negatived on the sume ground, namely, that 
(opert from tho question of monsoon winds which, I beheve, aro ns bad in Cochin as in Madras) 
it will be out of the convenient reach of the sick poor; and solely on the question of the 
convenience of the poorer classes in question I base my opposition to this revolution.”

* Tho Hon'ble Mr. P. Ramarayaningar thon said:—" Sir, the resolution as it stands, reads 
as thongh the Honourable Mover wants us to understacd that the Ayurvedic and Unani systems 
of medicine are not ecientifie, bot that he does not really do 90 is amply evident from his 
interesting speech. Tho Ayurvedic and Unani systems are not mere empiricism; thoy are 
ondoubtedly scientific. It is true that some of the theories*hat those syatems postulate do not 
find favour with allopaths ; it is also true that, while the allopathic uystem is progrosain, the 
Aynrvedio and Unani asstoms remain stationary. ‘Thoy aro.as they wero ceaturies ago. This, 
however, docs not moan that these systems are uoycientifie, That these systems ore scieatifis 
has beou admitted hy a great many ominent men.” 

“ Our Honourable Minister then quoted from Lord Ampthill, Sir William Hunter, De. Ray 
and several others in sapport of bis position and confirmed the view that these systems oaglt to 
‘bo oncouraged. I do not wish to ombarrass the Honourable Minister in his official position, [ 
do not know what be will state now, 

“ But I will refer to the opinion of the Hoa'ble Sir Pardey Lukis, wno was the Director- 
General of Medicine. His remarks are worth reading, because so far ax the Local Government 
ia concerned, I find thesa English medical practitioners, oven Indians of high repute, have some 
sort of difficulty in accepting these systems. Ido not know why; and that is why I refer to 
the opinion of u well known Englishman”. 

“ He says * Sir, although [cannot agree with the remarks in regard to the alleged an- 
sympathetio attitade of the Indian Medioal Service towards the indigonous systems of odicine, 
it gives me very great pleasure, to be able, on this occasion, to associate myself with the Hon'ble 
Mr. Surendra Nath Banerja in supporting the motion of me Hon'ble friend Khan Bahadur Mir 
Asad Ali Khan. The motion now before us deals with a aabjeot ta which I hava devoted 
considerable thought during the 38 years of my residence in thy East, and as I said the other 
dag at Indore, tho longer I remain in India aud the more I sell of the country and its people, 
the more coavineed I am that many of tho eaapirical mothods of treatmont adopred by the Valda 
aud Iakims oro of tho greatest value. I may also state that I-do not recognize any fixed line 
of demarcation between the eastern and western systems of medicine.

the English physicians as well ss by Indian physicians [ can givo very good certificates to cack, 
‘There are some excellent medicines in the indigenous system. But they are in the hands of 
quacks who have no scietitific knowles age of the medicine. They believe that their medicine waa 
given by Fatber so nnd so. It all ends in fatality. If it is given to a trained man who has 
got selentific knowledge of that medicine it certainly cures the diseases. It seoms'to mo that an 
English physician who is sefentifieally trained «is an oxcellont one. ‘This revolution is making 

theso English physicians to obtain soientitio knowledge of the Indian systema and then. to’ 
administer them, For, many of the Indians are willing to be trented only by the Indian 
physicians, Many of the Indian physicians with very rare exceptions aro quacks, ‘They are 
the agents of death.
